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Helton  interim  president

JJC  administrator  Tim  Helton 
has  been  appointed  interim 
president  by  the  college  Board  of 
Trustees. 

Helton,  vice  president  for 
administrative  services;  will  be 
acting  president  until  the  board 
finds  a replacement  for  former 
college  president  Harold 
McAninch. 

McAninch,  JJC  president  for 
seven  years,  left  the  office  last 
month  to  accept  the  presidency  of 
the'  College  of  DuPage  in  Glen 
Ellyn. 

Helton  has  been  vice  president 
for  administrative  services  for  the 


past  two  years.  Kathy  Krai, 
associate  dean  for  administrative 
services,  will  assume  that  office. 

“She,  along  with  vice  presidents 
Paul  Thompson  and  Walter  Zaida, 
will  work  with  me  as  an 
administrative  team  to  operate  the 
institution,”  Helton  said.  Thomp- 
son is  vice  president  of  instructio- 
nal services  and  Zaida  is  vice 
president  of  planning  and  informa- 
tional services. 

“The  biggest  single  difference 
between  this  job  and  my  former  job 
is  that  this  office  works  with  the 
board  more  directly,”  Helton  said. 
"While  as  vice  president  1 had 
some  contact  with  the  board,  here 


it  is  one  of  the  primary 
responsibilities. 

"1  fully  recognize  that  there  is  a 
job  to  be  done,  and  1 have  no 
intention  of  holding  up  the 
operation,"  Helton  said. 

“1  realize  there  may  be 
differences  between  people  1 work 
with  and  myself,  and  1 feel  any 
tension  created  by  those  differ- 
ences should  be  laid  aside.  We 
should  work  together  to  find  out 
what  each  person  must  do." 

Helton  said  he  will  be  "consult- 
ing with  as  many  people  as  possible 
during  the  interim.  I’ll  be  talking 
with  the  student  government,  the 
unions  and  committees.  This  job 
will  require  a lot  of  help  from  the 


rest  of  the  people  involved. 

"McAninch  Is  still  around  this 
area,  so  I will  be  able  to  talk  to  hint 
about  continuing  types  of  prob- 
lems." such  as  the  building  of  the 
new  fine  arts  complex,  the  forming 
of  a television  consortium  between 
other  area  colleges,  the  monitoring 
of  part-time  student  curriculum 
and  the  workings  of  the  North 
Central  College  Accreditation 
Association  and  the  Illinois  Com- 
munity College  Association. 

He  also  said  lie  may  be  involved 
in  the  upcoming  teachers’  union 
negotiations  in  March,  and  the 
fircmcn/oilcrs  union  negotiations 
in  April. 


"We  don't  know  just  when  the 
new  president  is  going  to  lie 
chosen,"  Helton  said.  "But  I don't 
intend  to  niter  anything  substantial 
prior  to  the  new  president  coming 


Helton  wni  appointed  on  the 
motion  of  Trustee  Charles  Kennedy 
at  the  board's  Dec.  1.1  meeting,  He 
said  that  "most  mutters  for  tin- 
interim  president  will  be  on  the 
business  level." 

The  other  trustees  approved  of 
the  motion,  with  student  trustee 
Sue  Bradford  abstaining  from 
voting.  "I  don’t  think  lie  will  be 
able  to  work  with  the  community," 
she  said. 


Board 
narrows 
list  to  5 

The  list  of  candidates  for  JJC 
president  has  been  narrowed  to 
five  by  the  college's  Board  of 
Trustees. 

The  board  plans  to  visit 
campuses  in  New  Jersey,  Michigan 
and  Illinois  to  interview  candidates 
at  their  colleges. 

"We  are  going  to  interview  three , 
candidates  already  this  week," 
said  board  Chairman  A. A.  Wills. 

The  board  will  visit  Essex  County 
Community  College  and  Bergendy 
County  Community  College,  both 
in  New  Jersey.  They  also  will  visit 
Oakton  Community  College  in 
Michigan  and  Moraine  Valley 
Community  College  in  Illinois. 

“All  the  candidates  have  been 
interim  presidents  at  various 
times,"  Wills  said.  "But  none  have 
been  actual  presidents  yet." 

He  also  said  he  doesn't  expect 
the  board  to  have  a president 
chosen  by  Feb.  1 . but  hopes  to  have 
one  chosen  before  negotiations 
with  the  teachers’  union  beginning 
in  March.  "I  think  it  would  be 
difficult  for  a fellow  lo  come  to  a 
new  place  right  in  the  middle  of 
negotiations,"  Wills  said.

Trustees  reduce  JJC  tax  levy

JJC  taxpayers  will  be  paying  less 
taxes  on  1978  bills  payable  this 
year  than  anticipated. 

The  college  Board  of  Trustees 
reduced  JJC's  tax  levy  by  S250.000 
at  its  Dec.  11  board  meeting. 

The  tax  levy  reduction  is 
approximately  6 to  7 percent  of  the 
overall  tax  levy. 

Former  JJC  President  Harold 
McAninch  said  the  college  reduced 
the  levy  because  the  higher 
assessed  valuations  produced  more 
taxes  than  the  college  needed. 

"This  is  in  keeping  with  the 
promise  we  made  to  the  taxpayers 
in  1977.  when  prior  to  the 
referendum  vote  we  promised  that 
we  would  keep  the  taxes  down." 
McAninch  said.

Monday  night.  Alumni  Coordinator 
Shiela  Sasso  reported  that  the 
Alumni  Association  will  begin 
construction  on  a proposed  lower 
for  the  former  Will  County 
Courthouse  bell. 

Construction  of  the  steel  tower 
was  delayed  due  to  a lack  of  funds 
to  pay  for  building  material.  The 
association  is  proceeding  with  the 
project  "with  the  hope  that  our 
current  fund  drive  will  provide 
sufficient  revenue."  Sasso  wrote  in 
a letter  to  the  board. 

If  the  grove  falls  short  of  funds, 
the  association  plans  to  have  a note 
co-signed  by  board  officers  to 
borrow  the  funds.

Handicapped  report 

Campus  Safety  officers  Ed  Slack 
and  Dick  Jacobsen  reported  on 
modification  for  the  handicapped 
Tliey  said  the  campus  must  comply 
to  Section  504  of  the  Rehabilitation 
Act  by  June  1980. 

However,  interim  president  Tim 
Helton  said  "individual  iastitulions 
are  asking  for  an  extension  of  time. 
If  the  intent  of  the  institution  is 
moving  in  that  direction  I think  wc 
will  be  able  to  be  given  an 
extension  of  time  if  we  need  it.” 
Paul  Thompson,  vice-president 
of  instructional  services,  added 
that  he  talked  with.  Congressman 
George  O'Brien  on  the  issue.  "He 
says  an  extension  is  a possibility, 
but  his  push  is  toward  funding  for 
the  projects." 

New  electronics  Instructor 
David  E.  LaLond  of  St.  Charles 
was  appointed  by  the  board  as  a 


new  electronics  instructor  for  the 
spring  semester.  LaLond  is  a JJC 
alumnus.  His  appointment  coin 
cidcs  with  the  resignation  of 
electronics  instructor  Charles  War 
then,  effective  Feb.  2.  He  will 
become  dean  of  instruction  and 
student  services  at  the  cast  campus 
of  Blackhawk  Community  College 
in  Kcwance.

The  board  officially  appointed 
Kathy  Krai  acting  vice-president 
for  administrative  services  at  an 
additional  5300  per  month  salary. 
The  board  also  approved  of  a 5600 
per  month  pay  raise  for  Tim  Helton 
as  interim  president.

Editorial 

Lake  dam 

needs 

repairs 


Last  year  the  Blazer  ran  an 
editorial  in  issue  12  entitled  (at  the 
rist  of  offending  some)  " ‘Dam’ 
those  dam  defects.” 

Jn  it  the  Blazer  pointed  out  the 
needless  des!ruction--and  deaths- 
involved  in  the  numerous  dam 
breakings  throughout  the  nation.  It 
afso  mentioned  a report  that  had 
been  released  earlier,  stating  that 
the  government  has  been  lax  in 
inspecting  dams,  and  that  there 
were  unsafe  dams  scattered  across 
the  country. 

Later  that  year,  in  issue  26  of  the 
Blnzer,  an  article  was  run  entitled 
"Hole  in  lake  dam  being  repaired: 
Thawing  ice  causes  damage." 

A hole  24  inches  large  was  found 
in  the  Lake  JuCo  dam,  allegedly 
due  to  erosion  from  thawing  ice  and 
snow.  College  officials  added  that 
they  were  "really  lucky"  that  they 
found  the  hole  when  they  did.  Six 
or  seven  hours  later,  they  said,  and 
the  dam  would  have  gone,  and 
caused  "land  erosion  problems." 

However,  Monday  night  we 
found  out  that  the  damage  would 
have  been  greater.  In  a report 
made  by  the  Department  of  Army, 
Corps  of  Engineers,  it  was  found 
that  the  dam  breakage  would  have 
caused  a "significant  hazard."  The 
report  cites  "numerous  residential 
storage  structures,  a major  high- 
way, and  railroad  bridge"  as  being 
in  the  line  of  destruction  if  the  dam 

Not  only  did  the  report  mention 
the  hole  in  the  dam  last  year,  it  also 
made  note  of  a few  problems  still 
existing  in  the  Lake  JuCo  dam.  The 
report  states  that  the  spillway 
discharge  capacity  is  inadequate, 
und  that  a low  area  exists  to  the  left 
of  the  dam  that  causes  water  to 
seep  through.  It  added  that  erosion 
and  lack  of  adequate  grass  cover 
increased  the  hazards. 

The  report  ended  on  a bleak 
note:  if  JJC  ever  had  a flood, 
forget  it. 

True,  our  "significant  hazards 
are  not  nearly  as  great  as  the 
hazards  Involving  in  the  breaking 
of  the  Grand  Teton  dam,  but  they 
do  exist. 

The  dam  break  last  year, 
although  luckily  not  causing  any 
damage,  should  have  been  taken  as 
a warning.  We  can  gawk  at  the 
problems  of  the  nation's  dams,  but 
the  Blazer  feels  we'd  better  not  be 
blind  to  the  problems  right  here. 

We  feel  that  the  dam  needs  the 
suggested  improvements,  as  well 
as  a system  of  regular  checkups  on 
its  condition.  If  not,  watch  out  next 
spring  when  the  ice  melts  and  the 
big  rains  start.

1 . Clean  off  the  entire  windshield 
all  all  windows  before  moving. 
Don't  forget  headlights  and 
tailights. 

2.  Keep  lights  on  low  beam  in  fog 
or  heavy  snowfall. 

3.  Run  the  defroster  a few 
minutes  before  starting.  That  will 
prevent  sudden  fogging  on  the 
windshield. 

4.  Use  wipers  and  washers  often. 
Stop  occasionally  to  wipe  off 


headlights. 

5.  Keep  you  speed  down  and  try 
to  anticipate  steps,  yours  and  the 
traffic  ahead. 

6.  Slow  down  gradually.  Hard 
sudden  braking  can  lock  your 
brakes  and  throw  you  into  a skid.

Fine  arts  building  a step  closer

JJC's  Board  of  Trustees  took 
steps  toward  completion  of  plans 
for  a proposed  fine  arts  building  at  building 
their  last  two  meetings. 

At  last  month’s  meeting  the 
board  . gave  the  administration 
permission  to  apply  the  Illinois 
Community  College  Board  and  the 
Illinois  Board  of  Higher  Education 
to  bid  for  the  building. 

"A  cursory  glance  shows  that  the 
building  wiil  fit  into  our  budget. 

We  have  already  done  preliminary 


work  and  planning  on  it,"  said 
interim  president  Tim  Helton  at  the 
meeting.  The  plans  call  for  a 
of  about  60,090  square 
cost  of  within  $30  per 
square  foot. 

The  building  wifi  be  funded 
mainly  from  the  approximately  $2 
million  left  from  money  used  to 
build  the  campus.

Report : Dam  needs  to  be  repaired 


A report  by  the  Department  of 
Army  Corps  of  Engineers  indicates 
that  the  dam  at  the  west  end  of 
Lake  JuCo  needs  to  be  studied  and 


Potential”  category.  This  is 
because  failure  of  the  dam  could 
damage  buildings,  highways  and 


The  report,  presented  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  by  Ken  Pierce, 
assistant  superintendent  of  build- 
ings and  grounds,  classifies  the 
dam  in  the  "Significant  Hazard 


Deficiencies  noted  in  the  dam 
include  - a "seriously  inadequate" 
spillway  discharge  capacity  and  a 
low  area  that  allows  water  to  pass 
around  the  left  abutment.  The 
report  also  noted  erosion  and  lack 


of  adequate  grass  cover 
downstream  embankment  near  the 
left  wail  of  the  spillway. 

Suggested  corrections  for  the 
dam  include  improving  the  grass 
cover  where  needed  to  prevent 
erosion  and  removing  brush  from 
the  embankment  faces. 

Areas  for  further  investigation 
include  studying  methods  of  drawings  of  the  dam. 
raising  the  low  area  near  the  dam,

Board  faces 
union  grievance

Despite  a record  snowfall  that 
gave  many  JJC  students  a week  off 
from  school,  classes  for  daytime 
students  will  not  be  extended  past 
the  scheduled  final  day,  according 
to  college  officials. 

"We  have  enough  days  built  into 
our  regular  schedule  so  we  won't 
have  to  extend  day  classes."  said 
Tim  Helton,  JJC  interim  president. 

"We  are  extending  evening 
cfasses  one  week  to  make  up  for 
last  week,  however,”  he  said.  “It 
should  help  the  enrollment. 

"It  is  required  that  we  have  a 
certain  number  of  minutes  of  class 
time  in  the  semester,"  Helton  said. 
"Ordinarily  we  have  extra  time 
built  in  the  schedules.  Most 
students  missed  only  one  or  two 
classes  last  week  at  the  most.  We 
had  class  Wednesday  so  it  really 
wasn’t  that  bad  for  day  students." 

Helton  said  that  "it's  different 
with  evening  classes.  If  a student 
has  some  classes  that  meet  only 
once  a week  for  three  hours,  and  if 


he  misses  a couple  of  those,  it 
really  hurts. 

"We  had  to  think  of  the  safety  of 
the  students  first,"  Helton  said, 
"it  was  the  first  week  of  classes,  so 
it  was  important  to  keep  up 
enrollment  also. 

"The  problem  is  that  the  city 
didn't  keep  Houbolt  Road  open,” 
Helton  said.  "We  were  assured  by 
the  city  that  they  would  clean  it  out. 
A portion  of  the  road,  from  ftoute 
52  to  McDonough  Road,  is  cleaned 
by  the  county,  and  that  compounds 
the  problem.  We  don't  have  any 
control  over  keeping  Houbolt 
cleaned." 

Helton  added  that  "the  people 
who  made  it  through  Houbolt  to  the 
campus  commented  on  how  clear 
the  lots  were. 

“We  qualified  for  some  of  the 
disaster  area  money  that  Illinois 
was  able  to  get,"  Helton  said,  "so 
we  brought  in  more  equipment. 
The  federal  government  reimburs- 
ed us  for  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of 
the  equipment,  of  our  own  men. 
and  of  overtime  pay."

JJC's  Board  of  Trustees  Is  being 
faced  with  a grievance  from  the 
college  teachers'  union  concerning 
the  termination  of  a school 
employee. 

The  grievance  involves  former 
inmate  training  instructor  Ken 
Kane,  who  wus  discharged  ns  a 
college  employee  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  at  their  November  1078 
meeting.  College  officials  said 
Kane  wrfs  suspended  in  September 
1978  after  he  was  transferred  from 
the  inmate  program  to  the  main 
campus,  because  he  would  not 
show  up  for  work. 

"The  union  is  going  into 
grievance  procedures  because  we 
feel  (Kane)  was  not  given  the  due 
process  of  a hearing."  said 
teachers'  union  President  Paul 
Johnv.n.  "The  employee's  con- 
tract said  in  cases  of  discharge,  a 
hearing  is  to  be  provided.” 

Johnson  said  that  the  confer- 
ences between  Kane  and  college 
administrators  "didn't  provide  for 
an  adequate  hearing  process 
Kane  was  transferred  from  the 


ntor  from  Moraine  Valley  Com 
munlty  College.

contract  negotiations  start  up  in 
March,"  Wills  said.  "We  want  l» 
get  one  us  soon  us  possible,  bill  it's 
going  to  lake  some  lime,  After  we 
choose  one,  he  will  have  in  give 
advunce  notice  to  Iris  own  school, 
and  that's  going  to  lake  time."

Spring  semester  enrollment  down 


The  number  of  students  register- 
ed and  paid  for  1979  spring 
semester  classes  at  JJC  has 
decreased  due  to  adverse  weather 
conditions,  said  college  officials. 

According  to  last  Tuesday's 
statistics,  the  number  of  paid 
students  for  classes  dropped  7.8 
percent  compared  to  figures  from 


the  1978  spring  semester.  This 
year.  6.127  students  have  paid  for 
classes;  6.642  had  paid  at  this  time 
last  year. 

"The  total  number  probably  will 
be  up  over  last  spring  by  about  1 to 
l'/j  percent."  said  Walter  Zaida. 
vice-president  of  planning  and 
informational  resources.  "Totals 


will  probably  be  about  the  same  or 
slightly  down  in  day  classes,  and 
up  fairiy  well  in  the  evening." 

The  number  of  full-time  students 
decreased  2.8  percent,  from  2,157 
to  2.0%.  The  number  of  part-time 
students  went  from  4,485  to  4,031. 
to  a 10. 1 percent  drop. 


Daytime  student  totals  went 
down  2.2  percent,  from  3.467  to 
3,392.  Evening  student  enrollment 
also  declined  from  3.067  to  2.642.  a 
13.9  percent  drop. 

Zaida  said  that  he  expects 
evening  class  figures  to  increase  in 
the  next  few  weeks,  since 
registration  was  slowed  down  due 


to  last  week's  snowstorm  that 
closed  the  school  two  days. 

Zaida  said  that  the  drop  from  the 
1978  fall  semester  to  the  1979 
spring  semester  is  "in  the 
neighborhood  of  5 to  6 percent.  The 
spring  term  is  almost  always  lower, 
but  it's  not  down  as  much  this  year. 
It's  more  favorable  than  last  fall.”

Can't  win 
for  losing 


isn’t  it  terrible  when  you  can’t 
win  for  losing? 

Let’s  take  last  week’s  snow- 
storm, for  example. 

Take  o look  at  some  of  the  hills 
that  the  plows  piled  up  in  the  lots, 
some  10  or  more  feet  tall.

One  might  say  that,  after 
the  truly  commendable  job  the 
grounds  crew  did  on  the  lots,  what 
was  the  big  problem?  Why,  for 
example,  was  the  school  closed  on 
Friday  if  there  were  places  for 
students  to  park? 

Of  Course,  the  problem  was-as 
always--Houboll  Road.  A lot  of 
roads  in  Joliet  last  week  needed 
clearing.

The  new  carpeting  installed  on 
the  concourse  of  buildings  C 
through  G will  no!  be  accepted  by 
JJC,  college  officials  say. 

"There  is  no  way  we  are  going  to 
accept  this  carpet  job.”  said  Kathy 
Krai,  vice  president  for  administra- 
tive services.  Interim  president 
Tim  Helton  said,  “We  are  telling 
Sears  Contract,  the  carpet  install- 
ers that  the  job  isn’t  acceptable. 
They  are  going  to  have  to  put  it  in 
accordance  with,  o'ar  conditions. 
Until  then,  we  are  going  to  hold  the 
money." 

Helton  cited  insufficient  adhe- 
sive on  the  carpet  and  damage  at 
tBe  seams  as  problems. 

! ‘There  is  a lack  of  bond  between 
the  carpet'  and  the  concrete," 
Helton  said.  "There  also  is  damage 
at  the  .seams,  and  as  a result 
there’s  a safety  hazard,  plus  an 
insufficient  appearance." 

Krai  said  legal  action  may  be 


taken  against  the  installers  if  the 
problems  are  not  corrected.  Helton 
added  that  a consultant  from 
Sandy's  Carpet  Complaint  Service 
has  been  hired  !o  give  "an 
independent  opinion  on  the  way  the 
carpet  had  been  installed.  He  will 
give  an  objective  opinion  on  the 
matter--!}  holds  up  better  in 

The  carpet  was  inspected  Jan.  9, 
but  the  consultant’s  report  was  not 
available  at  press  time.  Ken  Pierce, 
assistant  superintendent  of  build- 
ings and  grounds,  said,  "the 
consultant  did  verbally  say  that 
there  was  not  a manufacturer's 
defect,  that  there  were  installation 
problems." 

Pierce  added  that  Sears  Contract 
"came  back  and  spent  two  days 
here  last  week  on  doing  some 
repair  work.”  After  inspecting  the 
repair  work,  college  officials  are 
"still  not  happy  with  the  job;  there 
still  are  some  loose  seams  coming 
up,"  Pierce  said.

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College  farmhouse 
in  need  of  repairs 


The  JJC  Foundation  farmhouse, 
south  of  the  campus  on  Houbolt 
Road,  may  be  in  danager  of  losing 
its  entire  second  floor 

"Wc  arc  not  letting  anyone  use 
the  second  floor.  We've  con- 
demned it.”  said  Ken  Pierce, 
assistant  superintendent  of  build- 
ings and  grounds.  “The  second 
floor  is  sagging;  it  appears  to  be 
weak." 

Pierce  said  the  weakness  could 
be  due  to  the  fact  that  “it  has  been 
used  for  seminars"  and  other  such 
functions.  "The  number  of  people 
that  used  it  was  much  greater  than 
its  intended  use." 

JJC's  Industrial  Building  Insti- 
tute is  also  located  in  the  house. 

Fierce  said  a consultant  has  been 
brought  in  to  examine  the  sagging. 
The  consultant  "prepared  a set  of 
drawings  to  indicate  areas  of 


ropair,  which  included  adding  a 
new  steel  beam  to  the  floor,” 
Fierce  said.  "We  may  have  to 
reinforce  the  entire  second  floor.” 

The  plans  Included  increasing 
Ihc  thickness  of  the  basement  floor 
and  placing  a steel  support  from 
the  floor  up  to  the  ground  floor. 
Additional  joists  were  suggested  to 
support  the  second  floor. 

The  cost  was  estimated  at  17,000 
to  58,000. 

The  Foundation  will  "decide 
whether  or  not  they  feel  the  extra 
cost  to  support  the  second  floor  is 
worth  it,"  said  Executive  Secretary 
Walter  Zaida.  He  added  that  a 
committee  was  formed  to  look  into 
other  options  for  the  farmhouse. 
The  committee  will  report  back  to 
the  Foundation  at  their  Feb.  14 
meeting.

snow  job

The  cost  of  keeping  JJC’s 
parking  lots  passable  came  to  over 
S6000  for  outside  help  alone, 
according  to  college  officials.  Two 
heavy-duty  snow  removal  machines 
were  rented  by  the  school  at  a cost 
of  S150,  which  included  fuel  and 
operator  fees. 

When  the  federal  government 
declared  the  area  a disaster  site, 
Ken  Pierce,  assistant  superinten- 
dent of  buildings  and  grounds.  Dr. 
John  Peterson,  coordinator  of 
research  and  grants  attended  a 
meeting  where  the  guidelines  for 
obtaining  federal  aid.  They  learned 
that  the  federal  government  will 
only  reimburse  municipalities, 
townships,  small  towns,  and 
counties  at  this  time.  The  periods 
for  which  the  measure  is  effective 
began  12:01  a.m.,  January  16  of 
this  year,  and  ended  at  11:59, 
January  23. 

The  government  is  sending  out 
packet  of  guidelines  and  a form  to 
the  college  to  apply  for  aid  which 
may  come  later. 

The  most  JJC  will  be  reimbursed 
is  two-thirds  of  the  cost  up  to  a 
specified  limit.  This  means  that 
JJC  could  lose  money,  because 
nothing  was  budgeted  for  outside 
help  for  snow  removal.

"We  had  to  stay  ahead  of  it.  We 
just  have  our  small  equipment,  and 
we  couldn't  handle  20  inches  of 


snow  with  it,  so  wc  had  to  keep 
ahead  of  it." 

are  the  words  of  Steve 


Flanagan,  head  of  JJC’s  grounds 
crew,  talking  about  the  college's 
efforts  to  dig  out  of  the  "blizzard  of 
•79.” 

Not  only  was  the  grounds  crew 
involved  in  the  snow  removal 
process,  said  Flanagan,  but  "wc 
used  all  the  custodians  we  could 
get,  and  all  the  maintenance  people 
we  could.  The  cooperation  between 
the  departments  was  wonderful." 

Flanagan  said  that  at  times  men 
were  clearing  the  lots  24  hours  a 
day.  "After  wc  started  pushing  the 
snow  back,  the  lots  started  getting 
smaller;  there  was  no  place  wc 
could  pul  the  snow.  After  we  got 
some  big  equipment  we  were  able 
to  push  the  snow  way  back  from  the 


lots. 

He  said  that  two  tractors  from  an 
area  firm  were  used  for  snow 
removal  as  well  as  the  college's 
equipment. 

"There  were  a few  people  on 
Houbolt  Rood  that  were  stuck,  so 
wc  helped  them  out,"  Flanagan 
said.  "For  a couple  of  days,  wc 
tried  to  clean  up  Houbolt;  wc  tried 
to  keep  the  road  open  and  help  out 
the  city  crew." 

Although  two  groundsmen 
stayed  overnight  at  Ihc  campus  as  a 
result  of  the  snow.  Flanagan  said 
that  "nothing  unusual  happened;  it 
was  just  a lot  of  hard  work  All  the 
departments  worked  and  pitched

Crew's 
'snow  job'

The  most  prominent  and  over- 
used topic  of  current  media 
headlines  is,  of  course,  the  snow. 

And  tbe  biggest  topic  of 
everyday  discussion  recently  has 
been  --  besides  the  snow  - trying  to 
dig  out  from  under  the  snow. 

So  many  comments  have  been 
made  about  the  ineffectiveness  of 
the  area's  attempts  to  clear  the 
roads  --  comments  on  how  Jong  it 
took  for  the  plows  and  sanders  to 
hit  the  streets,  on  what  tittle  good 
the  plowing  and  sanding  did,  and

So  the  Blazer  feels  it's  about 
time  for  something  different. 

We  feel  that  the  snow  removal 
job  done  by  JJC’s  grounds  crew 
and  staff  is  one  of  the  best  jobs  of 
clearing  wc  have  seen  in  the  area. 

Looking  in  the  Blazer  archives, 
one  finds  that  last  year  the  snow 
removal  crew  also  did  an  excellent 
job  in  the  JJC  parking  lots.  This 
year,  however,  the  snow  was  even 
worse  --  so  the  crew’s  efforts  are 
even  more  praiseworthy  this  year. 


Blizzard  hits  JJC  students 


Last  week,  a portion  of  this 
page  was  devoted  to  the 
consequences  of  what  is  now 
called  the  Blizzard  of  '79. 

And,  last  week,  the  major  point 
of  concern  was  a single  road  -- 
Houbolt  Road.  This  time,  how- 
ever, my  concern  is  reads  in 
general  - the  country  roads,  the 
city  streets,  the  interstates  - that 
became  the  adversaries  of 
commuter  colleges  fast  week. 

The  impact  of  the  initial 
blizzard  and  the  lesser  storms 
that  followed  it  were  well 
publicized  in  the  media.  The 
oftrcpcated  stories  of  "crippled 
cities,"  roof  cave-ins,  the  opening 
of  emergency  disaster  shelters  for 
stranded  motorists,  road  crews 
and  drivers  battling  the  elements 
and  even  more  bizarre  events  all 
have  the  ring  of  a disaster  film 
script.  Only  now  it's  for  real. 

An  now  we  are  learning  what 
it’s  like  to  deal  with  a 100  percent 
government  - inspected  - and  - 
approved  disaster. 

Now,  then,  let’s  get  back  to  the 
roads.  I’ve  been  getting  several 


comments  concerning  those 
roads--comments  like  "ice- 
packed”  "impassable”  and  “how 
in  the  heck  are  you  supposed  to 
get  to  school  when  the  roads  are 

Well,  living  in  Joliet  I wouldn’t 
know  how  some  of  the  highways 
are.  Bui  I do  know  that  last 
Thursday  I was  late  for  classes 
because  the  bus  that  goes  to  JJC 
was  about  two  hours  behind 
schedule  due  to  a holdup  on  one 
of  the  roads. 

And  so  the  great  cry  comes  up 
from  the  students:  "Why  didn’t 
they  dose  the  school?" 

Well,  the  problem  wasn't  with 
the  parking  lots.  JJC's  grounds 
crew  and  other  staffers  did  a 
fantastic  job  of  clearing  the  lots 
quickly  and  completely. 

For  a while  Houbolt  Road  kept 
the  school  closed,  and  the 
problem  was  in  getting  the  city  of 
Joliet’s  snow  removal  crew  out 
here  to  keep  it  dean,  end  even 
then  blowing  snowdrifts  posed  a 
driving  hazard. 


Here  we  come  to  the  other 
roads  and  their  conditions,  and 
the  complaints  of  students  who 
tried  to  make  it  to  JJC  on  these 
reads.  According  to  coilege 
officials,  the  State  Highway 
Commisien  is  consulted  for  road 
conditions  in  determining  whet- 
her or  not  the  school  will  close. 
"Every  time  they  say  that  travel 
is  dangerous,”  one  administrator 
said,  "we  definitely  consider 
that.” 

So  after  all  this,  why  wasn't 
JJC  closed?  Several  students  who 
made  (or  tried  to  make  it)  to  the 
campus  said  the  roads  were 
terrible.  And  a iarge  portion 
didn’t  bother.  So  why  open  the 
school? 

One  factor  is  that  JJC  must 
have  at  least  ISO  days  of 
instruction  per  year  to  get  their 
allotment  of  funds  for  the  year 
from  the  state.  Anything  under 
that  total,  college  officials  say, 
and  the  state  could  choose  to  hold 
back  some  of  those  funds. 

As  it  is,  with  JJC  closed  all  day 


Wednesday  last  week,  as  well  as 
Jan.  16  and  19,  we  still  can  reach 
the  total  without  making  up  days 
later.  This  is  because  the  state 
bases  the  funding  by  the  number 
of  days  per  year,  not  semester.  If 
the  state  funded  by  semester,  we 
might  have  had  some  trouble. 

But  now,  when  students  come 
back  to  school  having  missed  a 
day  or  two  (or  more)  of  classes, 
catching  up  can  be  a big  prebiem. 

From  what  I’ve  heard  and  been 
through,  school  should  have  been 
closed  a little  longer  after  the 
snowstorms.  The  roads  were 
poor,  and  students  have  enough 
trouble  paying  for  insurance  to 
have  to  worry  about  a possible 
accident  raising  their  rates. 

If  we  did  go  under  the  150  total 
class  days  required  by  the  state, 
JJC  could  do  what  nearby  Lewis 
University  is  doing-make  it  up 
during  Easter  vacation,  or  later  in 
the  year.  True,  it’s  not  nice  to  lose 
a vacation,  but  it’s  also  not  nice  to 
have  to  risk  your  car  and  your  life

As  a team,  the 
Wolves  hit  33  or  71  from  the  field 
and  20  of  33  from  the  charity  stripe. 
The  Wolves  also  benefitted  from 
their  opponent's  foul  trouble,  as 
three  Wright  player  fouled  out  of 
the  game. 

Against  Illinois  Valley  last 
Saturday,  the  Wolves  started  out 
slow  but  finished  strong  to  win 
102-71. 

Rebounding  and  balanced  scor- 
ing were  again  the  keys  for  the 


Wolves,  who  led  at  halftime  46-39. 
Mason,  a 6-6  senior,  spearheaded 
the  Wolves'  attack  with  20  points 
and  14  rebounds.  Green  contribut- 
ed 16  points  and  18  rebounds  while 
Miller  had  12  points.  As  a team  the 
Wolves  had  78  rebounds. 

Coach  Bill  Foss  was  especially 
pleased  with  the  play  of  Dave 
Koehn,  who  came  off  the  bench 
and  grabbed  19  rebounds.  But  the 
balanced  team  attack  drew  the 
highest  praise. 

‘‘It  was  the  best  balanced  effort 


we’ve  had,”  Foss  said.  "The  bench 
added  to  the  lead." 

The  Wolves  opened  a big  21 
point  lead  early  in  the  secohd  half 
by  outscoring  Illinois  Valley  20-4  in 
the  first  six  minutes.  It  was  down 
hill  the  rest  of  the  way  for  the 
Wolves,  who  are  now  6-1  in  N4C 
play. 

Saturday,  the  Wolves  host 
DuPage  at  7:30  p.m.  in  a battle  of 
conference  powerhouses.  The  Wol- 
ves play  at  Harper  on  Tuesday. 
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Four  candidates  arc  in  the 
running  for  the  office  or  JJC 
president. 

An  administrator  from  Bergendy 
County  Community  College  in  New 
Jersey,  one  from  Oakton  Commun- 
ity College  in  Michigan,  one  from 
Moraine  Valley  Community  Col- 
lege in  Palos  Hills  and  a JJC 
administrator  have  been  interview- 
ed by  the  college  Board  of 
Trustees. 

A fifth  candidate,  from  Esse* 
County  Community  College  in  New 


Jersey,  was  being  considered  for 
the  post  but  dropped  out  of  the 
running  for  an  undisclosed  reason, 
according  to  board  Chairman  A.  A. 
Wills. 

The  candidates  in  New  Jersey 
and  Michigan  were  interviewed  by 
Wills  and  Trustee  Charles  Ken- 
nedy. The  candidate  from  Moruinc 
Volley  wus  interviewed  by  Trustees 
Dun  Kennedy.  Robert  Klep  ami 
Rudolph  Mahalik. 

The  board  will  meet  this 
afternoon  "to  discuss  the  candid- 


ates," Wills  said.  “We  will  be 
deciding  whut  to  do  nest.  Hut  I 
don’t  think  we  will  decide  on  one 
candidate  there.  It  will  probably 
take  more  lime  and  discussion  than 
that." 

Hie  new  president  will  replace 
Harold  McAnlnch,  former  college 
president  who  left  JJC  to  accept  the 
presidency  of  the  College  of 
DuPage  In  Glen  lllyn  last 
semester,  Former  Vice  President  of 
Administrative  Services  Tim  Hol- 
ton is  Interim  president.

‘‘It  was  a one-in-a-million 
chance,”  said  Campus  Safety  head 
Richard  Jacobsen  about  an  acci- 
dent in  Parking  Lot  4 on  Feb.  1 that 
left  two  safely  workers  and  one 
maintenance  worker  injured. 

The  accident  occurred  when  the 
workers  were  helping  a student 
jump  a car  battery. 

The  battery  exploded,  injuring 
safety  cadet  Pete  Aleck,  safety 
officer  Charles  Kramer  and 
maintenance  worker  John  Wirtli. 

"It  was  an  unfortunate  inci- 


dent." Jacobsen  said.  “After  the 
explosion  the  battery  wus  totally 
disintegrated.  Those  are  the  risks 
you  run  giving  ‘hot  shots.'  " 

Aleck  and  Wirth  were  treated  for 
buttery  acid  in  the  eyes  u\u  result 
of  the  explosion,  and  have  since 
returned  to  work.  Kramer  received 
several  burns  on  the  arm,  but  also 
is  back  at  work. 


Jacobsen  said  the  explosion  may 
liuvc  been  due  to  the  battery  being 
frozen. 

"This  is  the  first  time  I've  ever 
seen  it  happen,"  lie  said.  "Campus 
Safety  will  be  using  protective  face 
shields  und  safety  goggles  now. 
But  we  will  still  be  giving  'hot 
shots'  to  those  who  need  them  on 
campus." 


Board  looking  for  architect 
for  new  fine  arts  complex

With  JJC's  Board  of  Trustees 
interviewing  architects  for  the  job, 
the  college's  proposed  fine  arts 
building  is  a step  closer  to  being 
constructed. 

A committee  that  includes 
Trustees  Robert  Kiep,  Robert 
Wunderlich,  Dan  Kennedy  and 
various  administrators  interviewed 
has  nine  architectural  firms. 

"The  committee  should  be  able 
to  recommend  a firm  by  the  Feb.  19 
board  meeting,"  said  JJC  interim 
president  Tim  Helton.  He  added 
that  the  committee  is  planning  to 
hire  an  architect  from  within  the 
community  to  construct  the 
proposed  building. 

"This  will  help  the  local  climate. 


in  terms  of  the  taxpayers,"  Helton 
said.  "But  more  than  that,  we  have 
good  architectural  services  within 
the  community.  In  addition,  the 
firm  will  have  to  live  with  the 
building  within  the  community-if 
there  are  problems  with  the  roof, 
we  don't  have  to  call  Texas." 

The  committee  is  looking  for 
“someone  who  has  expertise  in 
working  on  school  buildings," 
Helton  said.  “The  firm  should  have 
an  adequate  staff.  We  want  to 
make  sure  the  work  is  done  by 
architects,  not  all  by  draftsmen. 
And  we're  looking  for  a realistic 
figure  in  fees.” 

Another  qualification  is  "bring- 
ing the  project  within  our 
budgets,"  Helton  said.  "We  have 
S2.2  million  to  work  with-that's  all. 


We’ve  been  telling  the  firms  we 
have  S2.2  million  and  that  we  have 
to  build  this  building  within  that 
amount." 

The  money  for  the  building  is  the 
remainder  of  the  funds  from  the 
original  bond  issue  for  building  the 
campus. 

The  board  has  consulted  a firm 
for  cost  estimates  on  the  proposed 
60,000-square-foot  structure,  but  at 
press  time  the  college  had  not 
received  the  estimates. 

If  the  building  will  cost  more 
than  the  money  available,  "we  can 
still  build  a smaller  building,  with 
SO. 000  square  feet  rather  than 
60,000,  although.  I think  it  should 
be  no  less  than  50,000  square  feel. 
But  we  have  room  to  maneuver," 
Helton  said.

IBI  director  leaves

"I’ve  been  really  happy  here..,. 
I've  been  fortunate.  The  people 
who  have  worked  with  me  have 
been  top-notch."  said  Richard 
Lyons,  former  director  of  JJC’s 
Industrial/Business  Institute.  After 
leaving  the  office  two  weeks  ago. 
he  talked  about  being  the  first 
director  of  what  he  describes  "a 
gold  mine  for  the  college." 

The  IBI  is  located  in  the  JJC 
Foundation  farmhouse  south  of  the 
campus.  The  staff  of  four  organizes 
seminars  and  off-campus  courses 
for  various  businesses,  institutions 
and  industries  in  the  community. 

"The  IBI  was  set  up  by  (former 
vice  president)  Dwight  Davis  and 
(dean  of  career  education)  May- 
nard Boudreau  over  two  years 
ago."  Lyons  said.  "It  was  set  up 
for  the  purpose  of  going  out  to 
businesses,  industries  and  insti- 
tutions. finding  out  their  needs  and 


fulfilling  them  by  bringing  courses 
and  instructors  to  the  businesses. 

"The  other  area  the  IBI  fulfills  is 
in  providing  seminars  on  a small 
scale,"  Lyons  said. 

The  program  brings  to  the 
college  "tuition  for  the  course;  they 
have  our  teachers  out  there  a*  in 
regular  classes.  It  brings  state  aid 
and  students.  And  we  hope  to  get 
people  interested  in  other  courses 
on  campus,"  Lyons  said. 

"It  is  like  a visible  arm  of  the 
college  to  make  people  aware  of 
what  we  offer.”  Lyons  said.  "The 
industries  in  this  area  arc 
becoming  more  interested  in 
training  If  the  school  goes  out  to 
the  industries  and  tells  them  what 
the  college  can  do,  they'll  have 
students  knocking  the  doors 
down." 

Lyons  died  figures  from  the  past 
two  years,  as  well  as  January  1979 
figures.  In  the  1976-77  school  year, 
when  the  program  began.  597 


students  were  involved  In  the 
program.  By  the  next  school  year, 
the  figure  jumped  to  1,715.  The 
first  half  of  the  present  school  year 
had  1,053  students  enrolled  in  IBI 
courses. 

In  the  first  year  of  the  program, 
nine  companies  were  represented 
in  IBI  seminars  and  courses.  The 
next  year.  169  companies  were 
represented.  In  the  first  half  of  this 
year.  189  companies  were  repre- 

"Thc  word  is  out  and  spreading, 
and  people  arc  calling  us,"  Lyons 
said  about  the  program's  growth. 

"II  the  IBI  could  continue  to 
grow  it  shoud.  The  number  of 
students  coming  in  justifies  it," 
Lyons  said.  "There  is  a point  where 
it  has  to  expand  or  it  will  plateau 
out."  Lyons  said  he  "submitted 
girues  to  support  expansion"  to 
college  offidals,  but  "it's  now  up 
the  the  college”  whether  the

crucial 

One  of  the  most  important  events 
in  the  past  seven  years  of  JJC's 
history  is  in  the  process  now--the 
search  for  a new  president. 

And,  being  such  an  important 
event  for  the  school,  JJC’s  Board  of 
Trustees  is  carefully  considering  its 
choice  for  the  successor  to  Harold 
McAninch,  former  president  of  JJC 
and  new  president  of  Glen  Ellyn's 
College  of  DuPagc. 

In  its  consideration  of  candidates 
for  the  office,  the  board  basically 
followed  the  procedure  it  followed 
seven  years  ago  when  it  chose 
McAninch  to  lead  the  school.  A 
consultant  was  hired  to  select  20 
suitable  candidates  from  the 
roughly  150  applications. 

From  there,  it  went  to  a 
committee  consisting  of  students, 
teachers,  staff,  administrators  and 
board  members  that  narrowed  the 
list  further.  This  step  gave  the 
process  the  student/staff  input 
such  n project  should  get. 

The  matter  was  in  the  board’s 
hands  after  that.  The  board 
proceeded  to  choose,  after  inter- 
views and  discussions,  the  four  top 
contenders  for  the  job. 

Sounds  like  a beauty  pugeant, 
doesn't  it? 

All  this  was  fine  and  wcll-thc 
board  and  its  helpers  were 
proceeding  along  at  a steady  pace, 
neither  getting  too  rash  in  its 
decisions  nor  holding  up  the 
process. 

But -now  that  we’re  almost  down 
to  the  wirc-lt's  getting  crucial. 

The  Blazer  feels  the  board  could 
be  taking  a little  more  care  of  this 
final  critical  step  of  choosing  a 
president.  Interviews  already  have 
been  conducted  with  the  four 
candidates.  One  finds,  however, 
that  two  trustees  did  the  interview- 
ing for  two  of  the  candidates,  and 
three  different  trustees  interviewed 
a third  candidate. 

We  think  if  a reasonable 
standard  of  opinion  is  to  be 
established  by  the  board,  as  many 
of  the  trustees  ns  possible  should 
have  been  questioning  as  many  of 
the  candidates  as  possible. 

True,  it’s  hard  for  the  board  to 
get  together  on  matters  involving 
Iravcl-  but  they’ve  done  it  before. 
And.  remember,  this  is  a very 
important  decision  for  the  board  to 
reach;  and,  as  in  any  decision,  one 
should  collect  as  many  facts  as 
possible. 

Another  matter:  in  talking  with 
Student  Trustee  Sue  Bradford,  the 
Blazer  found  that  on  several 
occasions  she  had  not  been 
informed  ns  to  when  these 
interviews  would  take  place.  A 
communications  gap  on  such  a 
matter  can  hurt  the  college  where 
we  feel  it  counts-thc  students.

One  student  said  he  felt  that  the 
school  was  open  only  to  get  state 
aid.  Several  students  complained 
that  they  couldn’t  even  get  out  of 
their  driveway,  let  alone  school. 
"What's  the  sense  of  having  it 
open  when  nobody  can  come?" 
said  one  student.  The  teachers 
couldn't  even  make  it.” 

Other  students  commented 
about  "the  time  people  spent 
getting  here,  then  have  the  school 
close  while  they  were  still  here." 
One  student  stated  that  the  school 


should  be  closed,  "but  just  for 
those  days  (he  students  and 
teachers  couldn't  get  here." 

Several  others  said  that  it  would 
have  made  little  difference, 
because  "where  1 live  1 couldn't 
make  it  here  anyway.  If  the  five  or 
six  days  were  added  onto  the  end  of 
the  semester,  1 would  go  anyway." 

Said  another  student,  "I  feel  I 
paid  for  the  classes.  1 am  in 
chemistry  and  it  is  so  much  to 
learn,  wc  need  it."  Another  person 
was  also  unwilling  to  miss  school 
for  academic  reasons:  "It's  bud  on 
Interstate  80  and  totalled  my  car.  1 
feel  it  should  have  been  dosed 
because  students  feel  compelled  to 
go  to  class  because  of  an  exam." 

A group  of  students  felt  that 
school  should  not  be  opened  unless 
the  lots  end  other  accesses  were 
kept  open.  “I  was  able  to  get  here. 
A couple  of  times  it  was  stupid; 
closed  one  day,  open  the  next,  with 
most  of  us  unable  to  get  here." 

Another  student  said.  "1  feel 
they  should  have  cleared  the  roads 
sooner.  I feel  that  the  teachers 
should  plan  their  classes  with  snow 
days  in  mind,  if  that  time  isn't  used 
due  to  weather,  then  it  could  be 
used  for  review,  etc.”  Still  another 


student  said,  "I  heard  that  the 
parking  lots  weren't  even  cleared 
yet.  Why  risk  coming  to  school  In 
the  first  place?" 

Several  persons  expressed  indif- 
ference. "Sure,  that  doesn't  make 
any  difference....  It’s  a hassle,  but 
what  can  you  do?”  said  one 
student.  "It  doesn't  matter, 
because  four  more  snow  days  are 
left  anyway." 

One  student  commented,  "I 
think  they  should  keep  Houbolt 
open.  1 made  it  dear  across  town 
and  sat  on  Jefferson  for  an  hour 
before  I could  get  on." 
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No.  1 matmen  add  3 more  wins

Coach  Henry  Pillard's  wrestlers,

Saturday's  conference  showdown 
against  the  College  of  DuPage  with 
an  8-1  league  mark,  the  same  as 
the  Chaparrals.  But  the  Wolves 
were  again  no  match  for  DuPage  as 
they  dropped  a 96-80  decision, 
their  second  loss  of  the  season  to 
the  Chaparrals. 

Andy  Burton  was  the  key  to  the 
Wolves’  downfall  as  the  high- 
scoring  sophomore  gunned  in  40 
points,  nullifying  any  hopes  coach 
Bill  Foss'  team  had  of  catching  up. 

Burton  hit  14  of  24  from  the  field 
and  canned  12  of  16  free  throws. 
Free  throws  were  the  difference  in 
the  game  as  the  Chaparrals  made 
26  of  33  free  tosses  while  the 
Wolves  had  only  13  charity  throws, 
making  eight. 

Eric  Miller  and  Rico  Ellis  both 
fouled  out  for  JJC,  but  they  weren’t 
the  only  ones  to  draw  the  official's 
whistle.  Foss  was  hit  with  a pair  of 
technicals  within  four  seconds  of 
playing  time  late  in  the  contest, 
and  was  ejected  from  the  game. 

The  game  seemed  to  be  going 
the  Wolves'  way  early  in  the  first 
half  as  they  raced  to  a 24-13  lead. 
But  DuPage  caught  up  with  4:22 
left  in  the  first  half,  taking  a 35-34 
lead.  DuPage  lead  44-43  at 
intermission. 

The  Wolves  came  out  with  the 
hot  hand  early  in  the  second  half  to 
take  a quick  five-point  lead.  But 
again  the  Chaparrals  came  back, 
tied  the  score  at  49  and  then  raced 
to  a 10-point  lead  at  59-49.  The 
Wolves  never  got  closer  than  three 
points  after  that. 

Arthur  Jordan  led  the  Wolves  in 
scoring  with  28  points  on  13  field 
goals  and  two  free  throws.  Ellis 
added  15  points.  Miller  had  12  and 
Dan  Mason  11. 

Against  Thornton  on  Jan.  30.  it 
was  a different  story  as  JJC  built 
up  a 20-point  lead  late  in  the  first 
half  before  coasting  to  a 12-point

An  administrator  from  Oakland 
Community  College  in  Michigan  or 
a vice  president  from  Moraine 
Valley  Community  College  in  Palos 
Hills  is  expected  to  be  the  next 
president  of  JJC.

"Joliet’s  a good  school.  1 know 
several  people  in  Joliet."  DeCosmo 
said.  "I  am  interested  in  the 
college.  1 think  it  would  be  a good 
challenge  for  me." 

Derek  Nunncy,  vice  president  of 
academic  afairs  at  Oakland,  is  the 


second  candidate. 

Nunncy  said  that  JJC  is  "an 
excellent,  outstanding  college  with 
a fine  national  reputation." 

The  board  will  be  meeting  in 
executive  session  today  at  noon  to 
further  discuss  the  candidates. 

"1  don't  think  anyone  on  the 
hoard  has  made  up  his  mind  yet  on 
one  candidate  or  the  other."  said 
board  Chairman  A. A.  Wills.

Furniture , Two  trustees  to  seek  re-election 


carpet  not 
complete 

JJC  officials  are  still  working  to 
complete  two  college  projects  that 
were  started  last  summer-the 
installation  of  new  carpeting  and 
the  purchasing  of  new  furniture  for 
student  lounges. 

"We  are  still  working  with  Sears 
on  the  carpeting,"  said  Kathy 
Krai,  acting  vice  president  for 
administrative  services.  "They've 
sent  out  a new  team  of  installers. 
As  we  point  out  the  problems  in  the 
carpeting,  they  rectify  them. 

"Ken  Pierce  (assistant  superin- 
tendent of  buildings  and  grounds) 
and  I are  going  to  inspect  it  very 
closely.  Probably  within  the  next 
month  or  so  we  will  be  able  to  give 
some  kind  of  recommendation  on 
it.  But  nothing's  final  yet." 

The  carpeting  project  costs  about 
S6.000.  The  college  has  not  paid  for 
it  because  officials  said  the 
installation  was  not  acceptable. 

“Bids  for  the  television  area  for 
furniture  will  be  going  out  this 
spring,”  Krai  said.  “It’s  the  same 
type  of  furniture  as  in  the  fireplace 
lounge,  with  a different  color 
scheme." 

The  arrangement  and  the  color 
scheme  of  the  new  furniture  was 
planned  last  year  by  a JJC  interior 
design  class. 

The  furniture  will  "probably  run 
pretty  close  to  last  year's  cost  of

around  F Building."  Pierce  sold. 
“There's  also  been  some  raking  of 
snow  off  the  temporaries." 

Pierce  said  that  although  the 
snow  has  not  caused  any  serious 
problems,  "we  may  have  problems 
if  wc  have  u rcul  fast  thaw  or  heuvy 
rains,  because  the  roof  drains  arc 
clogged  with  ice.  The  water  will  be 
trapped  on  the  roofs." 

Pierce  said  some  patches  of  snow 
also  have  Iru/cii  over.  "Wi'u 
tried  ice-melting  chemicals,  but 
they  haven't  worked  well  with 
temperatures  being  so  low.  Wc 
have  attempted  to  throw  lurge 
chunks  of  ice  off  the  roofs  so  they 
won't  fall  and  hit  somebody.  But 
wc  can't  get  all  of  them  off." 

Pierce  said  there  were  ”n  few 
minor  drips  Ihnt  appeared  to  be 
roof  leaks  around  the  gym  und  the 
automotive  department.  They 
weren't  leaks,  however.  Snow 
drifted  Into  the  air  intakes  leading 
into  the  heating  equipment,  and  It 
melted. 

"There  have  been  a couple  of 
drips  on  the  bridge  urea,"  Pierce

More  students 
eligible  for  aid 


A new  law  makes  it  possible  for 
more  persons  to  qualify  for 
financial  assistance  to  attend  JJC, 
says  Stephen  Muller,  director  of 
financial  aids. 

"Many  persons  previously  ine- 
ligible for  financial  aid  may  now 
qualify  under  recently  enacted 
federal  legislation  which  is  much 
more  lenient  concerning  the 
taxation  of  income,  assets  and 
dependents,"  Muller  said. 

Signed  by  President  Carter  in 
November,  the  Middle  Income 
Assistance  Act  is  estimated  to 
provide  an  additional  S51  million  to 
73.000  more  students  in  Illinois 
alone,”  he  added.  Previously.  $96 
million  was  available  for  126,000 
students. 

"This  law  recognizes  that  many 
middle  income  families  are  finding 
it  more  and  more  difficult  to  afford 
the  rising  costs  of  education,"  he 
said.  "Now  it  may  be  possible  that 
any  member  of  a family  with 
limited  family  resources  and  a 
combined  income  of  about  S25, 000 
may  qualify  for  a minimal  S250 
Basic  Grant  as  long  as  one  family 
member  is  at  least  a half-time 
student. 

"The  law  also  looks  more 
favorably  on  self-supporting  stu- 
dents who  have  dependents  by- 
treating  their  income  and  assets 
much  the  same  as  that  of 
dependent  students."  Muller  said. 
“Previously,  these  self-supporting 
students  were  expected  to  make  a 
significantly  larger  contribution 
toward  educational  costs." 

Muller  added  that  any  student 
can  apply  for  a loan  through  the 
Federal  Guaranteed  Loan  Program 
because  the  federal  government 
has  eliminated  the  income  ceiling 
that  used  to  apply. 

Although  Basic  Grants  are 


outright  grants  that  need  not  be 
repaid,  students  must  repay  loans 
received  through  the  Guaranteed 
Loan  Program.  However,  repay- 
ment is  not  required  until  nine 
months  after  the  borrower  stops 
being  a!  least  a half-time  student. 

Applications  are  now  available 
for  both  of  these  financial  aids 
programs.  Muller  encourages  stu- 
dents to  apply  now  for  financial 
assistance  that  wjjl  be  used  during 
the  1979  fall  semester.

Derek  Nunney  from  Bloomfield 
Hills,  Mich.,  has  been  chosen  as 
the  new  JJC  president  by  the 
college  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  announcement  was  made  at 
a press  conference  Monday  night. 

Nunney  will  take  office  next 
Thursday.  His  two  year'  contract 
will  begin  July  1,  and  includes  a 
S45.000  yearly  salary  with  S300 
monthly  expenses  and  fringe 
benefits. 

Nunney  is  vice  president  of 
academic  affairs  at  Oakland 
Community  College  in  Bloomfield 
Hills,  where  he  had  also  served  as 
interim  president.  He  has  been  vice 
president  since  1969. 

Nunney  was  chosen  from  a field 
of  169  applicants  after  former 
college  President  Harold 


McAninch  announced  his  resigna- 
tion in  September  1978.  McAninch 
left  JJC  in  December  to  accept  the 
presidency  of  the  College  of 
DuPage  in  Glen  Ellyn. 

Board  chairman  A. A.  Wills  said 
the  board  chose  Nunney  because  of 
his  “participation  in  educational 
activities  and  his  terrific  back- 
ground in  educational  experience." 

Born  in  England  in  1928,  Nunney 
earned  a diploma  and  teacher's 
certificate  from  the  University  of 
Nottingham.  He  taught  for  three 
years  in  a school  for  gifted  boys  in 
London,  and  left  England  in  1956  to 
emigrate  to  Canada.  He  came  to 
British  Columbia,  taught  for  two 
years  in  Vancouver  and  in  1958 
earned  his  bachelor's  degree  from 
the  University  of  British  Columbia. 
He  received  his  master's  and  a 


Nunney  meets  local  press 
at  Monday  conference

"My  biggest  challenge  is, 
probably,  living  up  to  the 
expectations  of  the  college  board. 
They  conducted  a national  search, 
so  they  should  have  the  expectation 
of  JJC  being  a national  leader," 
said  Derek  Nunney. 

Nunney.  chosen  by  the  board  as 
JJC's  next  president,  made  this 
observation  Monday  night  at  a 
press  conference. 

Nunney  said  he  was  interested  in 
JJC  because  "he  had  been  at 
Oakland  for  about  10  years,  and  1 
felt  it  was  time  to  seek  another 
position,  another  challenge.  I've 
anticipated  for  some  time  to  be  a 
president.  JJC  has  an  excellent 
reputation,  and  I sense  there's  a 
challenge  here.  I’m  impressed  with 
the  array  of  different  approaches 
the  faculty  is  using  here." 

Nunney  said  his  appointment  as 
college  president  "happened 
rather  rapidly.  When  the  board 
moved  down  to  the  final  four  or  five 
applicants.  I'm  sure  each  was 
competent  enough  to  handle  the 


job;  then  it  becomes  a matter  of 
whether  the  chemistry  was  right, 
something  almost  intangible." 

"I'm  looking  forward  to  meeting 
everybody,"  Nunney  said.  He 
added  that  he  had  not  met  former 
JJC  president  Harold  McAninch. 
"but  1 anticipate  calling  him  in  the 

About  the  college's  proposed 
fine  arts  building.  Nunney  said  that 
he  spent  the  past  year  working  with 
the  Oakland  board  to  complete  a 
S39  million  bonding  program,  and 
put  about  S5  million  into  a new  fine 
arts  complex  of  their  own.  "In 
Michigan  Ihcre  is  an  upsurge  in  fine 
arts.  If  the  interest  is  here,  then  I 
think  the  college  should  support 
such  a venture." 

Although  he  plans  "No  immedi- 
ate. major  changes”  in  JJC. 
Nunney  "will  be  involved"  with 
the  upcoming  negotiations  for  a 
new  faculty  contract.  “I  plan  to 
take  part  in  the  discussions.  " 

He  described  his  new  position  as 
"not  being  an  adversary  role.  I 
plan  to  bring  as  much  information 


as  possible  to  the  board  so  they  con 
make  good  decisions.  So,  this 
doesn't  come  from  one  mind  alone. 
It’s  the  result  of  research,  studies, 
and  surveys." 

Nunney  added  that  the  fact  that 
JJC  is  the  nation's  first  community 
college  is  significant  to  him.  "In 
looking  in  history,  one  of  the  most 
unique.  American  contributions  to 
education  is  the  community 
college.  Education  moved  on  to  a 
point  where  universities  became 
specialists  in  study.  Bui  the  masses 
of  people  can  easily  be  left  behind. 

"One  of  the  most  beautiful 
things  about  community  colleges  is 
that  the  students  do  not  get  people 
still  in  training  as  their  teachers. 
They  get  the  top  professionals." 
Nunney  said. 

“It's  unique  in  recorded  history. 
Our  job  is  to  offer  education  to  all 
those  people  who  want  to  come.  It's 
an  open  door  policy.  We  no  longer 
have  to  justify  our  position  in 
education." 


doctorate  in  educational  psycho- 
logy and  counseling  from  UCLA  in 
1961. 

Nunney  then  served  for  two 
years  as  an  associate  professor  of 
educational  psychology  at  Idaho 
State  University  in  Pocatello.  From 
1962  to  !96S  lie  was  an  associate 
professor  of  educational  and 
clinical  psychology  at  Wayne  State 
University  in  Detroit.  Mich. 

From  there,  he  went  to 
Washington,  D.C.,  to  serve  on  the 
Peace  Corps  staff.  His  duties 
involved  running  u training 
program  designed  to  prepare 
teachers  for  East  Africa,  und 
running  an  experimental  project  in 
the  Virgin  Islands  Training  Center. 

In  1966  Nunney  was  assistant 
director  of  education  and  training 
for  Litton  Industries  in  College 
Park,  Maryland.  He  designed  the 
basic  Education  Program  for  the 
Job  Corps  Center  at  Camp 
Atterbury.  and  aided  in  the 
implementation  of  the  program  us 


well  u\  supervising  a leant  of  40 
curriculum  and  media  specialists. 

Front  196(1  to  1969  he  served  in 
the  U.S.  Office  of  Educution,  For 
two  years  he  was  director  of  the 
Adult  Basic  Education  Program 
and  administered  funds  under  l||c 
Adult  Educution  Ad.  a national 
program,  lie  ran  a teacher  training 
program  conducted  in  27  univer- 
sities und  uided  in  23  special 
projects  in  ABE. 

Nunney  then  served  one  year  us 
chief  of  the  programs  branch  of  the 
teacher  corps.  He  was  responsible 
for  the  administration  and  develop- 
ment of  teacher  training  programs 
throughout  the  nation. 

Nunney  was  also  special  assis- 
tant to  the  associulc  commissioner 
in  the  Bureau  of  Educational 
Personnel  Development.  He 
worked  in  the  development  of  the 
Career  Opportunities  Progrum 
which  made  work-study  programs 
available  to  low-income  areas,

Panels  sagging,  but  bridge  safe

Is  JJC's  bridge  falling  down? 

Although  wooden  braces  had  to 
be  placed  under  the  south  end  on 
the  patio,  the  bridge,  which  houses 
three  student  lounges  and  several 
storage  and  mechanical  rooms,  is 
not  in  danger  of  collapsing,  officials 

The  braces  are  holding  up  the 
exterior  concrete  panels  of  the 
bridge  after  cold  weather  caused 
them  to  sag  16  to  18  inches  below 
their  normal  level. 

"It  doesn't  affect  the  safety  or 
the  structure  of  the  bridge.”  said 
Ken  Pierce,  assistant  superinten- 
dent of  buildings  A grounds.  "The 
panels  are  used  for  cosmetic 
purposes,  and  to  keep  the  weather 
off  of  the  pipe  chase  so  it  won't 
freeze  up  on  us." 

The  pipe  chase,  under  the  floor 
of  the  bridge,  houses  water,  steam 
and  gas  piping  and  telephone  lines 
for  J building. 

An  area  approximately  40  by  25 
feet  was  affected.  Pierce  said. 

"What  caused  it  was  when  the 
drain  off  the  roof  of  the  bridge 


froze."  he  said.  "We've  been 
thawing  them  on  a regular  basis. 
They've  been  freezing  off  and  on 
for  about  the  past  four  weeks. 

"The  water  from  the  roof  backed 
up  through  the  floor  drains  in  the 
mechanical  room."  Pierce  said. 
"The  water  backing  up  into  areas 
soaked  the  building's  insulation, 
and  it  froze  into  ice.” 

Fierce  said  suspension  cables 
that  held  the  concrete  panels  under 
the  bridge  broke  under  the  weight. 
"There  are  about  26  suspension 
wires  in  that  area.  All  but  three  of 
them  are  broken  now. 

•We  were  able  to  temporarily 
keep  the  panels  from  falling." 
Pierce  said.  "We  were  fortunate 
enough  to  get  someone  on  Feb.  14 
to  do  the  repairs.  It  was  discovered 
the  day  before  by  a maintenance 
man  on  a routine  check.” 

The  braces  were  installed  by 
Modem  Builders  Industrial  Con- 
crete Co.  in  Rockdale 

"We  are  pumping  heated  air 
from  other  offices  into  the  space, 
trying  to  thaw  it  out.  We  can't  let 
the  pipes  freeze."  Pierce  said. 


"The  work  that's  been  done 
there  now  is  just  to  hold  them  up." 
he  said.  "They  may  have  to  be 
replaced.  We  can  sec  visible 
damage  in  the  cracking  of  some  of 
the  panels,  and  we  may  find 
damage  we're  unaware  of." 

If  the  weather  causes  more 
panels  to  sag.  "we'll  have  a heck  of 


a time  holding  them  up  if  it's  over 
the  lake.  We  would  have  to  cut  the 
icc  out  and  sink  mud  panels  into 
the  lake  to  hold  them  up,"  Fierce 
said. 

For  permanent  repairs.  Pierce 
said  "we  may  have  to  look  into  the 
original  design  of  the  drainage 
system  of  the  building,"  to  prevent 


another  water  backup  from  occur 
ring.  "We  can't  even  attempt 
permanent  repairs  until  the  wcatt-r 
cases  off." 

Pierce  said  he  has  not  seen  this 
type  of  problem  at  JJC  before. 

"But  we’ve  never  had  this  much 
snow  before."

welcomed 

cautiously 

Welt,  the  waiting  has  ended. 

The  waiting,  and  the  uncertainty 
that  began  five  months  ago  ended 
Monday  night.

So,  it  is  with  a cautious  optimism 
that  the  Blazer  welcomes  Derek 
Nunney  from  Oakland  Community 
College  in  Michigan  ns  the  new 
college  president. 

We  say  “cautious”  because, 
although  he  came  here  rather 
suddenly,  Nunney  is  going  to  be 
inundated  with  several  urgent 

For  example,  Nunney’s  first  day 
at  work  --  next  Thursday  --  also  will 
be  the  opening  of  new  contract 
negotiations  with  the  teachers' 

The  Blazer  hopes  that  negotia- 
tions arc  not  delayed  or  slowed 
down  (by  either  the  board  or  the 
teachers).  The  last  time  that 
happened  was  in  1977,  when  the 
college  was  into  its  first  month  of 
the  fall  semester,  and  disputes  over 
the  contract  were  still  raging. 
That's  when  the  school  got  into  the 
messy  business  --  strikes,  injunc- 
tions, courtroom  scenes  and 
mud-slinging. 

Then  there's  the  proposed  Fine 
Arts  Building.  The  college  is  right 
in  the  middle  of  getting  it  built,  and 
we're  still  not  sure  we  have  enough 
money  for  the  kind  of  building  we

Look  a couple  of  issues  back,  to 
a story  on  the  Industrial  Buildings 
Institute.  From  its  first  year  in 
operation  to  its  second,  the 
demand  for  it  has  doubled. 
Statistics  indicate  that  it  will  not 
double  this  year  ...  it  Should  go 
over  triple.  Yet  it  is  housed  off 
campus  in  a farmhouse  in  need  of 
repair,  and  understaffed. 

Fortunately,  the  college  has 
hired  an  extra  worker  for  the 


department;  but.  still,  this 
department  has  a great  deal  of 
potential  for  the  college. 

Look  at  the  theater  department.

Survey:  student  complaints

A survey  done  on  students  the 
past  week  asked.

"It's  people-  reminds  me  of  high 
school."  said  one  student. 
"Attitude-wise,  it  doesn't  seem 
like  it's  a college  atmosphere." 
Another  said,  "The  high  school 
atmosphere  is  a disappointment  as 
a college,  more  social  than 
studying." 

One  student's  gripe  was  the 
opinion  that  "the  books  are  too 
expensive.  J think  they  are  ripping 
us  off." 

Houbolt  Road  was  another 
student  complaint  "I've  been 
driving  for  two  years,"  one  student 
said,  "and  I predict  that  in  the 
middle  of  next  year,  my  cor  will  fall 
apart."  "It's  the  lock  of  healing. 
Some  of  these  rooms  ure  freezing. " 

"There's  not  enough  student 
involvement;"  was  one  complaint. 
"There  should  be  more  clubs," 
Another  student  said,  "There 
should  be  more  social  activities; 
people  don't  wont  to  gel  to  know 
each  other  anymore."

Farmhouse  repairs  delayed 


Repair  work  on  the  sagging 
second  floor  of  the  JJC  Foundation 
farmhouse,  south  of  the  campus, 
has  been  postponed  indefinitely, 
college  officials  said. 

The  farmhouse  is  the  location  of 
the  college's  Industrial  Building 
Institute.  The  sagging  second  floor 
is  due  to  the  excessive  number  of 
people  it  has  held  for  IBI  seminars 
and  programs,  officials  say. 

After  the  floor  was  closed  off  by 
JJC's  safety  department,  the 
foundation  formed  a committee  to 
look  into  plans  for  the  repair  of  the 
building. 


One  design  proposal  "would 
have  made  the  farmhouse  stronger 
than  it  ever  was."  said  Walter 
Zaida,  vice  president  for  planning 
and  informational  services.  "But 
we  decided  we  didn't  want  to  go 
that  route  because  it  was  too 
expensive. 

"We  decided  to  take  short-range 
action,  and  look  at  other  options. 
We  may  go  back  to  the  plan  later.” 
Zaida  said. 

"We  decided  the  first  floor  is 
fine,  and  we'll  do  everything  to  fix 
that."  Zaida  said.  One  suggestion 
made  was  to  take  the  false  ceiling 


from  the  second  floor  and  install  it 
on  the  first  floor, 

Meetings  for  further  considera- 
tion of  repair  work  arc  not 
scheduled  for  the  near  future. 
Zaida  said.  "The  college  is  to  be 
laying  out  a five-year  plan  for  the 
IBI.  On  the  basis  of  those  kind  of 
things  wc  will  come  back  to  the 
committee.” 

Zaida  said  the  IBI  will  hold  Its 
seminars  and  courses  "somewhere 
else;  like  a local  restaurant,  or.  if 
space  permits,  on  campus." 


Robert  Kicp.  chuirman  of  the 
Building  Committee.  "We  In- 
dicated the  job  can't  exceed  S2 
million. 

"We  didn't  base  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  firm  on  the  least 
expensive,  but  all  of  them  were 
competitive  in  price."

JJC  wrestling  coach  Henry 
Pillard  said  he  didn't  really  want 
his  team  to  be  rated  No.  1 in  the 
nation  at  the  beginning  of  the 
season. 

But  after  retaining  the  rating 
through  winning  the  North  Central 
Community  College  Conference 
championship  two  weeks  ago  and 
the  Region  IV  championship  last 
Saturday  at  Waubonsie  Community 
College,  Pillard  is  "not  really 
surprised.  We’ve  got  an  excep- 
tional bunch  of  athletes  here." 

The  Wolves  clinched  the  title 
over  18  other  teams  with  166 
points.  That  total  enabled  them  to 
head  for  Minnesota  on  Wednesday 
for  the  national  finals. 

"It’s  going  to  be  interesting," 
Pillard  said.  "We  have  quality 
performers,  so  if  we  get  the  breaks 
we  are  going  to  be  very  very 

Individual  champions  in  the 
Region  IV  meet  included  Kevin 
Beilis  (126),  George  Bergo  (158), 
Jeff  Biilman  (167),  Andy  Tomala 
(177),  Mike  Evans  (190)  and 
heavyweight  Rod  Chamberlain. 

Taking  third  place  for  the  Wolves 


was  Glenn  Beverly  (118)  Steve 
Scrimenti  (134)  took  fourth  and  Ray 
Little  (142)  and  Bob  Bouie  (150) 
took  fifth-place  honors. 

At  the  meet.  Pillard  was  voted 
Coach  of  the  Year  by  other  state 
wrestling  coaches. 

"You  have  to  take  an  individual 
approach  to  it,"  he  said.  "The 
talent  is  there-our  job  is  to 
recognize  it.  to  bring  it  together." 

What  Pillard  considers  a "Major 
tribute"  is  "when  everyone  is 
saying,  'how  can  a non-scholarship 
school  do  this  well?”  JJC  is  one  of 
the  few  non-scholarship  schools 
rated  in  the  top  20  junior  college 
teams  in  the  nation. 

"A  lot  of  those  schools  have 
tremendous  facilities,”  Pillard 
said.  “1  think  we  have  a few 
handicaps  there.” 

As  for  the  future,  Pillard 
admitted,  "I  don't  think  it's  going 
to  be  possible  for  any  non- 
scholarship junior  college  to  put 
together  a group  like  this  again.” 
Heavy  w eight  champion 
Chamberlain  summed  up  the  meet, 
saying,  "I  think  a lot  of  the  teams 
had  just  peaked.  We  just  keep 
climbing." 


Cagers  hand  Foss  100th  win 


JJC  coach  Bill  Foss  reached  a 
milestone  in  his  career  last  week, 
chalking  up  his  100th  win  as  the 
Wolves  defeated  Truman  84-81. 

The  Wolves  also  split  a pair  of 
other  gomes  during  the  week, 
defeating  Triton  67-65.and  losing  to 
Harper  76-75. 

It  was  a gratifying  win  for  Foss, 
who  is  in  his  fifth  year  as  head 
coach  at  JJC.  The  win  was  the 
Wolves'  21st  of  the  season. 

Dave  Kochn  paced  the  scoring 


attack  with  21  points.  He  was 
followed  by  Ban  Mason  with  19, 
Eric  Miller  with  14,  Rico  Ellis  with 
12  and  Ralph  Green  with  10. 

Eduardo  Relaz  with  29  points 
and  Rcnaldo  Garcia  with  28  kept 
the  score  close  late  in  the  contest 
after  the  Wolves  had  opened  a 
42-34  halftime  lead. 

Earlier  in  the  week,  the  Wolves 
used  a three-point  play  by  Mason 
with  13  seconds  left  in  the  game  to 
defeat  Triton. 


Trailing  6S-64,  the  Wolves  had 
planned  to  get  the  ball  to  Mason 
inside,  but  Ralph  Green  was  open 
outside  and  took  the  jump  shot  with 
less  than  20  seconds  left  to  play. 
After  Mason  rebounded  and 
missed,  Kochn  rebounded  his 
missed  shot,  but  his  field  goal 
attempt  also  failed.  Mason  then 
grabbed  the  ball  and  put  it  through 
the  hoop  while  picking  up  a foul. 

Foss  had  high  praise  for  his  6-6

Indoor  track  competition 
begins  for  men , women 


It  may  be  a month  or  more  before 
the  track  is  visible  beneath  the 
mounds  of  snow,  but  the  JJC's 
men’s  and  women’s  track  teams 
have  started  their  seasons  indoors.

Mike  Dorich,  fifth  in  the  high  jump. 
The  mile  relay  team,  composed  of 
Dorich.  Bob  Woolard.  Bill  Drew 
and  Mark  Counter,  was  fourth. 

No  team  scores  were  kept  in  the 
Illinois  Benedictine  Invitational  on 
Feb.  17.  but  Tim  Herring  was  again 
the  individual  star  as  he  won  the 
long  jump  (21  feet)  and  the  triple 
jump  (46  feet,  four  inches,  a new 
fieldhouse  record). 

John  Fillipitch  took  third  in  the 
long  jump,  fourth  in  the  880  and 
was  a member  of  the  mile  relay 
team  that  took  fifth.  Counter  was 
fourth  in  the  440  and  Hargron 
fourth  in  the  long  jump. 

The  women's  team  finished 


behind  the  University  of  Chicago  in 
a Feb.  3 meet,  but  defeated 
Grinnell,  Iowa. 

First-place  finishers  in  the  meet 
were  Debra  Dunlap  in  the  60-meter 
dash  (7.8  seconds)  and  in  the  long 
jump  (17.2)  and  Beth  Boland  in  the 
high  hurdles  (11.4).  Sandy 
Balderas  was  second  in  the  440 
while  Patty  Marshall  took  second  in 
the  hurdles. 

The  women's  team  also  finished 
second  in  a meet  Feb.  17  at  Illinois 
Benedictine  College,  again  behind 
the  University  of  Chicago.

Houbolt  condemnation  suit  filed

A condemnation  suit  lias  been 
filed  on  the  one  piece  of  land  that  is 
holding  up  the  project  to  widen 
Houbolt  Road. 

The  suit  was  filed  last  Friday  by 
the  Will  County  state’s  attorney's 
office  for  seven-tenths  of  an  acre  of 
land  at  the  west  end  of  McDonough 
Road  where  it  intersects  with 
Houbolt.  The  county  was  unable  to 
purchase  the  land  for  the  project 
from  its  owner,  Lillian  Larkin  of 
Joliet. 

The  land  is  needed  to  widen 
McDonough  to  form  four  lanes  at 
the  intersection  of  the  two  roads. 
City  and  county  officials  say  the 
McDonough  widening  is  necessary 
because  federal  standards  require 
that  side  roads  be  widened  to 
accommodate  the  widening  of  the 
major  road. 

The  section  of  land  has  held  up 
the  Houbolt  project  for  about  10 
months. 

"The  state's  attorney  will  now 
try  to  contact  the  owner  of  the 
property  and  have  them  set  up  a 
court  hearing,"  said  James 
Hooper,  head  of  the  Will  County 
Highway  Department.  "We  have 
to  give  them  30  days  for 
notification,  and  we  have  to  put  a 
notice  in  the  local  paper  that  the 
property  is  being  condemned.” 

Hooper  said  officials  have  not 
been  able  to  locate  the  owner  of  the 
property.  "If  we  can't  locate  the 
owner,  we  will  still  go  into  court. 

"We  haven't  gotten  a court  date 
yet."  Hooper  said.  “It's  just  a 
matter  of  getting  the  two  parties 
together.  Once  the  state's  attorney 
contacts  the  owner,  there  is  a 
possibility  we  could  settle  out  of 


Blizzard 
price  tag 
$14,000 

The  cost  for  clearing  JJC's 
parking  lots  after  blizzards  dumped 
two  feet  of  snow  on  them  is  now 
estimated  at  almost  $14,000. 

About  half  of  that  total  cost  is  for 
the  outside  help  JJC’s  grounds 
crew  received  from  two  area  firms. 
Outside  help  was  called  in  after  the 
college’s  equipment  could  not  push 
the  snow  farther  back  from  the  lots. 

Approximately  $4,200  was  spent 
on  labor  during  the  cleanup,  and 
about  $2,500  was  spent  on  the 
college's  equipment. 

"We  should  be  able  to  recoup 
about  two-thirds  of  the  money  from 
federal  disaster  funds."  said  Ken 
Pierce,  assistant  superintendent  of 
buildiogs  and  grounds. 

Pierce  met  Thursday  with 
government  officials  to  discuss  the 
possibility  of  receiving  federal  aid. 

At  press  time  no  decision  has  been 
reached. 

Pierce  said  there  is  no  possibility 
that  JJC  will  not  receive  the  aid.  if 
it  is  not  received,  the  money  for  the 
snow  removal  will  come  from  a 
contingency  fund. 

"The  funds  for  this  type  of 
project  were  not  budgeted  in  our 
regular  budget."  Pierce  said.  "The 
contingency  fitted  is  money  set 
aside  for  expenses  over  and  above 
our  regular  budget.  It's  sort  of  an 
emergency  fund.” 


Assistant  State's  Attorney  Jose 
Nunes  agreed.  "I  speculate  that  we 
could  settle  the  matter  out  of  court. 
We  have  been  making  attractive 

"We  sent  an  offer  to  the  owner 
before,  but  we  were  unable  to 
reach  her.  That's  what  caused  the 
delay,"  Nunes  said. 

"Once  the  suit  is  filed,  it  locks  in 
the  date  on  which  the  value  of  the 
property  will  be  determined," 
Nunes  said.  March  31  is  the  date, 
for  the  default  judgment  on  the 
property.  The  value  of  the  property 
will  be  "determined  by  a jury,  in 
regards  to  adjacent  and  nearby 
property  and  sales  prices."  Nunes 
said. 

The  suit  "could  be  drawn  out  for 
quite  a while,  but  we  hope  to  settle  * 
before  too  long,"  Hooper  said. 
"We  have  a deadline  we  have  to 

Government  funding  for  the 
project  can  be  withdrawn  if  it  is  not 
started  by  June. 

It  the  suit  threatens  to  extend 
beyond  the  deadline,  Hooper  said 
there  is  "one  way  to  speed  up  the 
process,  but  I wouldn’t  like  to  let  it 
be  known  yet."  Hooper  added  that 
the  possibility  of  using  this  method 
is  likely. 

“The  project  can  be  continued 
some  way,”  Nunes  said.  “Since

Editorial 

Election 
in  need  of 
changes 

Spring  is  almost  upon  us.  And 
with  the  beginning  of  spring  comes 
several  matters  to  attend  to  -- 
spring  cleaning,  income  tax  and 
school  board  elections,  to  name  a 
few. 

But  to  the  JJC  student,  spring 
will  mean  on  envelope  in  the  mail  -- 
a ballot  for  election  of  the  new 
student  representative  to  the 
college  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Blazer  recalls  several 
complaints  as  a result  of  last  year's 
election--  why  a mail-in  ballot, 
who's  going  to  be  listed  first  on  the 
ballot,  who's  counting  the  votes, 
how  arc  ties  broken  and  other  such 
matters. 

However,  instead  of  remaining 
silent  on  the  matter,  JJC  has 
initiated  a few  changes  in  the 
student  trustee  election  process  -- 
some  of  which  the  Blazer  feels  may 
not  be  totally  satisfactory,  but 
which  were  necessary  nonetheless. 

The  mail-in  ballot  is  being  kept  -- 
and  for  good  reason.  With  students 
attending  classes  anywhere  from 
one  to  21  or  more  hours  a week, 
Monday  through  Saturday,  day  and 
night,  it’s  hard  to  operate  a walk-in 
polling  place. 

The  college  administration  also 
has  formed  a committee,  consisting 
of  administrators  and  students,  to 
counf  the  ballots,  Such  a committee 
is  an  excellent  idea,  not  only  to 
count  votes  but  also  to  contribute 
suggestions  to  the  clction  process. 

Another  plus  is  the  fact  that  a 
biography  sheet  will  be  made  out 
by  the  candidates.  This  will  help 
the  student  know  something  about 
the  individuals  who  are  running, 
rather  than  encouraging  a "blind 

Positioning  on  the  ballot  --  who  is 
going  to  be  first,  second  and  so  on 
--  has  been  clarified,  with  the 
candidates'  names  being  listed 
according  to  a lottery.  While  this  is 
not  consistent  with  the  regular 
school  board  election  procedures,  it 
is  more  convenient  and  less  prone 
to  complaint. 

Last  year’s  student  trustee 
election  ended  in  a tie  -•  and  a lot  of 
controversy  on  how  the  tie  would 
be  broken.  Eventually  it  was 
decided  by  drawing  lots.  The 
Blazer  feels  that  this  is  not  the  best 
way  to  choose  a student  offical  -• 
another  election  seems  to  be  in 
order.  However,  this  year  college 
officials  made  the  lot-drawing  clear 
to  candidates  - so  at  least  the 
matter  is  clear  and  everybody  is 
taking  the  same  chance. 

So  many  matters  were  left 
open-ended  in  last  year's  election. 
So  the  Blazer  feels  it's  good  that 
the  college  is  re-evaluating  its 
procedures.

Helton’s  job 
not  over  yet

The  job  of  JJC  interim  president 
"has  allowed  me  to  get  to  work 
with  a lot  of  people,"  said  Tim 
Helton,  former  college  vice  presi- 
dent for  administrative  services, 

"It's  enabled  people  to  get  to 
know  me  in  a better  light.  We  were 
on  a little  different  basis  than  what 
we  had  in  the  past." 

Helton  ended  his  ‘two-month 
stint  ns  interim  president  Thursday 
when  Derek  Nunney  of  Bloomfield 
Hills.  Mich.,  took  office.  Nunney 
was  chosen  as  JJC  president  last 
week  by  the  college  Bourd  of 
Trustees. 

“Dr.  Nunney  asked  me  to  work 
with  him  the  nest  few  weeks," 
Helton  said.  "I  can  kind  of  continue 
on  operational-type  things,  and 
that  will  give  him  the  opportunity 
to  talk  to  people  around  JJC. 

"Dr.  Nunney  has  asked  the 
cabinet  to  continue  functioning  us  it 
has  been,"  Helton  said,  "lie  is 
taking  the  time  to  prepare  himself 
for  the  job  and  learn  about  the 
school." 

Helton  said  that  in  his  term  as 
president  "the  greatest  difficulty  is 
that  you  want  to  have  things 
continue  to  function,  but  you  don't 
want  to  start  changes  because  you 
don't  want  to  move  things  in  a way 
the  new  president  won't  want  them 

"You  don't  want  the  staff  to 
change  for  the  interim  president 
and  then  have  to  change  for  the 
new  president.” 

Helton  said  he  feels  “everyone 
gave  a lot  of  cooperation.  The 
cabinet  group  did  a really  good  job 
helping  to  continue  the  operation  of 
the  school.  There's  been  a lot  of 
enthusiasm  and  positive  thinking, 
and  although  we  arc  getting  close 
to  teacher  contract  negotiations,  I 
can  see  evidence  of  people  working 
together.

"All  the  staff  Is  looking  forward 
to  working  with  Dr.  Nunney,"

New  computer  system  planned

Within  the  next  two  years  JJC 
will  have  a curriculum  monitoring 
system,  which  will  enable  adminis- 
trators, counselors,  teachers  and 
students  keep  tabs  on  the  actual 
current  status  of  any  given 
program. 

In  the  system  a student  would  be 
able  to  obtain  information  regard- 
ing his  current  status  within  his 
program.  The  printout  would  show 
what  courses  he  would  have  to  take 
to  complete  his  major,  along  with 
his  grades.  Correspondence  of  his

program  with  that  of  the  four-year 
institution  to  which  he  will  transfer 
will  also  be  provided. 

Students  will  also  be  able  to 
follow  the  progress  of  their 
continuing  education.  Graduation 
checks  will  be  facilitated  by  this 
system,  due  to  the  establishment  of 
3n  integrated  data  base  system. 
Rather  than  have  files  stored 
student  by  student,  the  system  will 
maintain  a file  of  all  courses 
currently  offered. 

When  the  status  of  a student  is 
requested,  the  computer  would 
create  the  file  for  the  student  rather 


than  pulling  it  from  memory,  as  the 
cun-ent  system  does. 

"Not  only  is  CMS  an  information 
delivery  system,  it  is  highly 
efficient."  said  George  Paulson, 
associate  dean  of  admissionsand  re- 
cords and  one  of  the  originators  of 
the  system. 

CMS  would  show  how  many 
students  need  a given  course  in 
order  to  complete  their  major, 
eliminating  guesswork,  which  in 
turn  would  save  money 

Not  only  would  CMS  be  useful 
for  curricula,  but  persons  inter 
ested  in  conducting  studies  of 


students  would  have  the  data 
available. 

There  will  be  a gradual 
conversion  to  the  CMS  system, 
with  a student  Input  framework 
starting  next  registration.  Students 
will  fill  out  a form  which  will  be 
similar  to  the  printout  obtained 
from  CMS.  College  officials  said 
that  by  the  1 980- 'HI  school  year  the 
system  may  be  fully  operational. 

There  are  three  basic  methods  by 
which  the  system  can  be  put  into 
effect.  One  involves  upgrading  the 
current  system,  which  means 
adding  more  memory  and  a better 


central  processing  unit  than  is 
currently  in  use. 

With  the  computer  presently  In 
use,  the  flics  of  approximately 
85,000  students  have  been  kept  on 
record.  That  number  would 
increase  with  installation  of  CMS, 
which  has  a working  capability  of  at 
least  10,000  students. 

Another  method  for  putting  CMS 
Into  action  is  the  addition  of 
another  mini-computer  in  tandem 
with  the  current  one.  In  addition  to 
CMS.  the  mini-computer  would  be 
used  for  other  departments.

Workers  patching 
Houbolt  potholes

City  street  crews  have  started 
the  task  of  filling  the  potholes  that 
winter  weatb-r  left  on  Houbolt 
Road. 

"We  were  out  there  last  Friday 
putting  coal  packs  at  the  entrance 
to  College  Park  subdivision,  for 
starters."  said  Glen  Kelly.  Joliet 
street  superintendent.  "But  over 
the  weekend,  the  rain  and  the 
traffic  washed  out  abont  half  of  the 
holes  we  filled  in." 

Crews  also  were  at  work  Monday 
and  Tuesday  on  Houbolt.  “As 
holes  pop  up.  we  are  going  to  fill 
them  in."  Kelly  said. 

The  holes  are  being  filled  with 
temporary  patching  material. 
• made  with  different  types  of  oils 
to  keep  it  pliable."  Kelly  said. 
“After  this,  we  have  to  wait  until 


ihe  blacktop  plants  open  up.  They 
usually  don’t  open  until  May. 
because  the  weather  governs  it.” 

Kelly  said  the  crew  "is  keeping 
an  eye  on  the  road,  because  it  is 
considered  a main  street.  But  it  has 
so  many  holes  it  is  hard  to  keep  it 
passable.  After  every  rain,  the 
patching  material  comes  loose.” 

Although  most  roads  in  the  area 
were  damaged  by  the  weather. 
Kelly  said  Houbolt  is  “really  bad 
because  of  poor  drainage  from  the 
surrounding  area.  Plus,  the  road 
w asn't  built  for  the  kind  of  traffic  it 
gets.  It's  just  a regularly  built 
ro3d. 

“We  have  been  coming  out  in 
the  winter  and  filling  in  the  holes 
like  this.  the  same  thing  every 
year,  since  the  college  moved  out 
there."  Kelly  said.

Its  advantages  to  students  arc 
numerous.

The  new  system  will  give  a 
student  Information  on  possible 
careers  in  the  student's  major, 
courses  needed  to  complete  the 
major;  trunsfer.  credit  and  non- 
credit  courses. 

In  addition,  the  student  can  find 
out  how  close  they  nre  to 
graduating  with  a certain  degree  or 
certificate,  hopefully  ending  stu- 
dent complaints  the  Blazer  usually 
hears  about  this  time:  "But  1 
wasn't  told  I needed  this  class  to 
graduate,.. " 

The  new  system  also  will  aid 
advisers.  More  than  half  their  time 
is  spent  giving  out  information 
according  to  statistics,  and  the  new 
system  will  case  the  burden. 

This  new  system  has  been  fairly 
successful  at  other  colleges,  and 
the  Blazer  feels  that  the  school  has 
thought  out  this  project  well 
enough  to  have  it  meet  with 
success  here  as  well.

Who ’s  to  blame  for  Houbolt?

A vicious  circle. 

It's  been  going  on  for  the 
decade  or  so  that  JJC  first  came 
to  settle  here  in  Rock  Run  Valley. 

And  it  just  keeps  coming,  just 
like  spring  always  follows  winter- 
er. more  accurately . because  of  ii . 

Because,  you  sec,  the  vast 
wasteland  you  drove  through  to 
get  to  school  today,  chewed  up  by 
melting  snow  and  rain,  will 
probably  not  be  improved 
substantially  until  the  city,  county 
and  state  get  together  for  the  big 
glorious  project  they've  been 
talking  about  for  so  long-the 
widening  of  Houbolt  Road.  And 
that's  quite  a ways  off  yet. 

What  it  boils  down  to  is  this: 
Houbolt  Road  wasn't  made  to 
handle  the  traffic  of  a commuter 


college-much  less  the  traffic  of  a 
subdivision  and  a YMCA  as 
wcll-and  most  people  know  that. 

So.  naturally,  the  road's 
wearing  out.  And.  naturally,  the 
city  is  going  to  patch  up  the 
potholes  as  they  come. 

Now,  the  circle  comes  in  when 
you  realize  that  the  city  has  been 
doing  this-filling  up  winter's 
potholes-since  the  school  came 
out  here.  And  as  soon  as  spring 
rains  hit.  ail  of  that  nice  potching 
is  going  to  get  washed  out. 

Why  don't  they  fix  the  road 
permanently  so  they  won’t  have 
to  patch  it  every  spring? 

The  city  is  wailing  for  the  start 
of  the  Houbolt  widening  project 
before  ii  does  any  permanent 
repairs.  And  this  project,  as 
reported  in  last  week's  Blazer,  is 
being  held  up  in  court  by  a 
condemnation  suit  that  could  take 


anywhere  from  a few  days  to  a 

So  until  that  gets  settled,  we 
have  to  drive  through  the  obstacle 

There  are  a few  tangents  to  this 
circle.  For  instance,  the  entrance- 
way to  College  Park  subdivision, 
where  a great  deal  of  the  road 
damage  is  located.  This,  officials 
say.  is  the  result  of  improper 
drainage  from  the  subdivision, 
thus  causing  water  to  back  up  on 
the  road. 

Now.  if  a tunnel  is  dug  under 
the  road  and  a few  tiles  laid  to 
channel  the  water,  this  problem 
would  be  solved.  So  why  doesn't 
the  city  do  this? 

Of  course-the  -city  doesn't 
want  to  do  any  permanent  repairs 
until  Houbolt  is  widened- -which 
is  now  being  held  up  in  court. 

Not  only  that,  but  the  court 


battle  is  not  even  over  a piece  of 
land  for  the  widening  of  Houbolt. 
li's  for  the  widening  of  Mc- 
Donough Strcet-thc  government 
says  they  can't  start  the  project 
until  the  side  streets  can  be 
widened. 

So  you've  got  your  choice  of 
groups  to  be  mad  at.  You  can  be 
mad  at  the  city  street  department 
for  not  getting  all  the  hoies 
patched  up.  Or  you  can  get  mad 
at  the  subdivision  Tor  causing 
water  to  back  up  over  the  road 
due  to  improper  drainage.  Or  you 
can  get  mad  at  the  federal 
government,  which  says  we  have 
to  fix  up  a side  road  before  we  can 
get  rid  of  the  potholes. 

Or  you  can  get  mad  at  the  city's 
public  works  department  for 
taking  over  10  years  to  fix  up  a 
road  that  was  not  able  to  handle 
all  this  traffic  in  the  first  place.

Culinary  arts  event  draws  1,200 


Open  house  a 


Claude  Kern,  head  of  JJC's 
Culinary  Arts  Department,  said  it 
was  "the  biggest  open  house  in 
JJC  history." 

About  1.200  area  people  came 
Wednesday  to  see  the  department 
hold  its  annua!  open  house,  which 
included  demonstrations  in  food 
decorating  and  serving  by  students 
and  instructors. 

"About  two  years  ago  we 


decided  to  have  an  open  house  to 
let  interested  culinary  arts  students 
in  the  area  know  about  our 
program."  Kern  said.  “We  used 
to  have  tours  of  the  department  in 
March  or  April.  But  we  had  so 
many  people  and  so  many  tours 
that  they  would  interrupt  classes. 

Last  year  about  240  people 
attended  the  open  house.  “This 
year."  Kern  said,  "we  had  to 
refuse  people  if  they  were  late  in

registering.  After  the  open  house, 
if  we  have  any  schools  that  want  to 
seethe  department,  we  give  them  a 
separutc  tour  later." 

High  schools  from  the  College  of 
DuPagc,  Kankakee.  Moraine 
Valley.  Thornton  and  Prarie  State 
College  districts  as  well  as  the  JJC 
district  were  represented  at  the 
open  house.  "We  have  an 
agreement  with  these  colleges  that 
if  they  have  any  culinary  arts 


students  they  would  conic  here," 
Kern  said.  "We  have  high  schools 
coming  from  as  far  as  Evanston  and 
Zion." 

The  demonstrations  included 
instruction  on  pulled  sugar,  given 
by  Instructor  Charles  Wagner, 
appetizers  and  garnishes.  flame 
desserts,  pate  a choux,  cake 
decorating  and  ice  carving  by 
culinary  arts  students. 

The  open  house  also  included 
instructional  material,  >llde  tapes, 


plu.to  displays  and  periodicals  In 
ilu-  culinary  arts  field. 

"We  try  to  tell  the  student  about 
employment  opportunities  around 
the  nation,"  Korn  said,  "It's  not  a 
local  industry  per  se;  Inn,  rather,  a 
nationwide  Industry." 

Kern  said  tlint  the  deportment's 
growth  in  the  Iasi  10  years  was 
because  "very  few  high  schools 
had  programs  in  culinary  arts. 
Since  then,  munv  schools  have 
started  programs." 


Inmate 

program 

delayed

In  about  six  weeks.  JJC's  inmate 
training  program  may  be  in  normal 
operation  for  the  first  time  in  the 
1978-79  academic  school  year, 
college  officials  say. 

"We  are  currently  offering 
classes  at  three  of  the  four 
institutions  in  the  program,"  said 
J.D.  Ross,  director  of  special 
programs.  "We  are  not  offering 
classes  at  Stateville."  Classes  are 
continuing  at  the  Joliet.  Dwight 
and  Pontiac  centers. 

The  Stateville  classes  have  been 
delayed  due  to  a shakedown  at  the 
correctional  center  where  Contra- 
band is  being  sought. 

"The  shakedown  should  be 
completed  in  six  or  seven  weeks.” 
Ross  said,  “so  I assume  we  could 
get  started  with  classes  again  after 
that." 

Ross  met  with  directors  of 
Stateville  this  week  "to  implement 
a new  program  there. 

"Uprisings  have  been  occuring 
at  Stateville  since  summer.”  Ross 
said.  "It’s  been  on  an  on-and-off 
type  of  deadlock;  they  would  try  to 
open  it  and  then  have  to  close  it 

"We  have  had  two  centers 
closed  at  the  same  time,  and  for 
two  weeks  we  had  three  closed." 
he  said.  Only  the  Dwight  center 
offered  classes  at  that  time.  The 
Joliet  center  was  the  third  to  close 
due  to  restriction  of  programs. 

"It's  odd  because  of  the  duration 
of  the  lockups,  and  because  there 
were  two  lockups  at  two  major 
institutions  at  the  same  time," 
Ross  said  about  the  Stateville  and 
Pontiac  lockups  last  summer. 
“That  has  never  happened  since  I 
have  been  here. 

"Usually  there  are  two  basic 
reasons  for  a deadlock."  he  said. 
"One  is  as  a punitive  measure,  like 
cutting  down  on  recreation  or 
visifs.  The  second  is  when  the 
officials  feel  they  must  shake  the 
institution  down  to  look  for 
contraband." 

When  the  program  is  slopped  at 
an  institution.  Ross  said,  "it's  a 
complex  problem.  Part  of  what  we 
do  is  determined  by  when  the 
lockup  occurs.  If  it  happens 
sometime  during  the  semester  we 
have  to  decide  if  we  should  hold  on 
and  wait  until  it's  over;  or  if  it's 
early  "in  the  semester,  just  cancel 
and  reschedule  the  classes. 

"If  a student  has  been  in  class 
four  weeks,  however,  he  wouldn't 
want  to  see  classes  canceled.” 
Ross  said. 

"Sometimes,  due -to  shifting  of 
assignments  of  the  inmates,  we'll 
get  50  percent  of  the  same  students 
after  the  lockup."  Ross  said. 

If  the  lockup  occurs  near  the  end 
of  the  semester,  he  said,  "then  we 
have  to  delay  finals,  and  wc  delay 
the  grades. 

The  program  w as  changed  about 
two  years  ago  when  the  majority  of 
the  programs  became  one-year 
certificate  programs.

Nunney:  I’m  available  to  students

At  his  first  JJC  open  forum 
March  I,  new  college  President 
Derek  Nunney  said  that  "I  intend 
to  be  visible  and  available  to 
students.  I want  students  to  feel  at 
ease  to  talk  with  me  so  wc  can  put 
our  energies  into  solving  the 
problems  of  the  school." 

Nunney  said  he  plans  to  continue 
the  monthly  open  forums,  which 
were  originated  by  former  JJC 
President  Harold  McAninch.  "Wc 
should  invite  people  to  attend  these 


because  I'd  like  to  hear  the 
concerns  of  the  students." 

Nunney  said  he  also  plans  on 
attending  Student  Government 
Association  meetings.  "Maybe 
they  can  be  another  vehicle  for  me 
to  find  out  what's  going  on. 

"I  also  am  available  for 
one-on-one  discussions  with  stu- 
dents who  want  to  air  any 
grievances  and  concerns,"  Nunney 
said. 

"What  wc  conducted  at  Oakland 
(Nunney's  former  college  in 


Michigan)  was  a monthly  meeting 
where  wc  invited  students,  plus 
teachers,  administrators  and  the 
heads  of  all  the  unions.  Wc  would 
gather  about  40  or  50  people,  and 
wc  used  the  meeting  to  identify 
problems.” 

Nunney  added  that  JJC's 

served  this  function,  and  "I 
welcome  students  to  attend 
meetings  of  this  group." 

At  the  forum.  Nunney  commented 
on  the  fine  arts  building.  "We  have

had  a series  of  meetings  with  the 
architects  and  the  members  of  the 
departments  who  will  be  housed 
there.

32  administrators  awarded  raises 


Raises  for  32  JJC  administrators 
were  approved  Monday  night  by 
the  college  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  raises,  ranging  from  just 
under  SI. 000  a year  to  slightly 
more  than  S2.300.  were  roughly 
within  President  Carter's  7 percent 
wage  increase  guidelines  to  hold 
down  inflation. 

Tim  Helton,  assistant  to  new  JJC 
President  Derek  Nunney,  received 
the  biggest  raise  to  S35.006.  a 
S2.385  increase  front  his  present 
salary  of  S32.621.  George  Paulson, 
director  of  admissions  and  records, 
was  next  with  a S2.263  raise  to  an 
annual  salary  of  $28,493.  The  new 


salaries  take  effect  July  I.

The  raises  were  based  on  merit 
increments  as  recommended  by 
former  college  President  Harold 
McAninch  as  well  as  the  7 percent 
guidelines.  "Sonic  got  above  7 
percent,  and  some  got  below  it," 
Helton  suid. 

Student  trustee  Sue  Bradford 
abstained  front  voting  on  the 
increases.  "I  didn't  see  any  proof, 
nothing  written,  on  why  the 
salaries  should  have  been  increas 
cd  or  decreased.  It  is  just  going  on 


McAninch  s proposal  before  he 
lelt  I didn't  reel  I knew  enough  to 
justify  voting  lor  it." 

Pillard.  dean  of  students,  also 
was  given  a 12  month  contract  "so 
Ins  would  be  consistent  wftli  the 
other  administrators'  contracts," 
Helton  said.  He  added  that  he 
wanted  to  quell  rumors  saving  that 
the  board  would  be  pulling  Pillard 
on  probation. 

"This  action  in  no  way  implies 
that  We  are  unhappy  with  Pillnrd's 
performance."  said  Trustee  Rod 
olplt  Mahalik  "We  are  just 
bringing  hint  up  to  the  other 
administrators'  contracts."

The  weather  has  beep  one  of  the 
biggest  news  events  this  winter, 
with  record  low  temperatures  and 
blizzards.

Ken  Pierce,  assistant  superin- 
tendent of  buildings  and  grounds 


suspended  iri  September  1978 
because  he  would  not  show  up  for 
work. 

JJC's  teachers'  union  started 
grievance  procedures  in  January 
because  ii  fell  Kane  "was  not  given 
the  due  process  of  a hearing."  said 
teachers'  union  President  Paul 
Johnson.  "According  to  Kane,  the 
jobs  that  were  assigned  were  not 
suitable  for  evaluaiion.” 

Officials  said  the  union  grievance 
was  denied  because  Kane  never 
requested  a hearing  on  the  matter. 

"The  case  was  based  on  Kane 
having  no  opportunity  to  have  a 
hearing.  v<  I indicated  I would  hear 
the  case,  which  I did.  "Helton  said. 
"My  decision  was  that  he  hadn't 
been  allowed  due  process,  so  I gave 
Kane  the  due  process  of  a hearing. 
After  hearing  the  matter  I 
recommended  to  the  board  that  we 
reinstate  him." 

Helton  said  he  decided  in  Kane's 
favor  due  In  lack  of  proper 
documentation  concerning  his 
absence  from  work. 

Kane  could  not  be  reached  for 
comment  on  the  matter 


weathers  flooding  and  ice 


for  the  college,  said  that  water 
more  than  a foot  deep  and  ice 
dogging  the  river  in  front  of  his 
house  forced  him  to  cvaculate  last 
week. 

"I  was  very  fortunate  in  that  my 
home  was  not  destroyed  (and 
suffered  only)  minor  damages." 
Pierce  said.  "But  many  of  my 
neighbors’  homes  were  destroyed 
by  the  ice  alone.  It  was  uprooting 
trees  and  telephone  poles  and 
pulled  houses  off  their  founda- 


Picrce  said  he  had  to  shovel  the 
ice  off  (he  road  to  keep  it  open. 
"We  were  able  to  keep  it  basically 
open  and  working  all  night  long. 

"The  water  was  a fool  and  a half 
deep  in  front  of  my  house."  Pierce 
said,  "und  the  river  was  up  about 
four  or  five  feet,  backing  up  on  an 
ice  jam." 

Fierce  said  he  missed  several 
days  of  work  last  week  due  to  the 
rising  water.  "I  had  to  keep  an  eye 


on  the  river,  but  I decided  to  go  into 
work  Wednesday  last  week.  Later 
that  day  I got  a call  from  a neighbor 
telling  me  to  get  home  quickly. 
That  day  wc  were  forced  to 
evacuate.  I wasn't  even  allowed  to 
go  home  because  the  police  had 
barricaded  the  road." 

Last  Friday.  Pierce  said,  he  was 
allowed  to  return  to  his  house. 
"We  had  to  put  our  furniture  on 
tnblcs.  up  as  high  as  wc  could,  to 
keep  it  from  being  damaged." 


Pierce  added  that  there  was 
"some  looting  going  on  in  the 

"Sunday,  the  Corps  of  Engineer* 
cleared  the  channel,  and  the  level 
of  the  river  dropped  about  two  and 
a half  feel."  Pierce  said. 
"Conditions  are  stable  now.  but 
the  ice  jam  is  still  up  river  from  my 
house,  and  there  is  another  one 
farther  up.

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Some  liquor  allowed  on  campus

Illinois  law  prohibits  the  sale  of 
liquor  on  any  college  or  university 
campus. 

However,  drinking  alcoholic 
beverages  on  campus  is  allowed  in 
some  cases,  college  officials  say. 
Such  events  with  students  par- 
taking. however.  is  “dis- 
couraged." 

"There  is  a policy  that  allows  the 
college  to  have  liquor  served  only 
in  conjunction  with  certain 


events,”  said  Tim  Helton,  pres- 
idential assistant.  Such  events 
include  "attitude  adjustment 
hours"  after  staff  institutes  and  the 
annual  "Classical  100"  dinner, 
which  requires  a special  permit. 

For  a student  event  to  include 
the  serving  of  alcoholic  beverages. 
Helton  said.  "I  don't  know  if 
there’s  a policy  that  says  that  it 
can't  ever  be.  At  one  time  it  was 
definitely  out.  but  the  drinking  age 


was  changed.  Usually,  though, 
students  are  urged  to  take  these 
events  off  campus." 

Helton  added  that  "usually  the 
programs  are  a good  deal  more 
successful  by  taking  them  off 
campus." 

Waller  Zaida.  vice  president  lor 
instructional  services,  said  college 
money  is  not  used  in  these  events. 
"The  refreshments  arc  paid  for  by 
the  participants.  In  one  instance 
the  administrative  staff  would  host. 


and  the  other  time  the  acuity 
hosts.  They  arc  paid  for’  by 
contributions  and  the  events  are 
voluntary  Ihis  could  happen 
among  students,  but  I don't  think 
the  chances  arc  good.  I doubt  if  a 
student  could  use  student  activity 
fees  lor  the  purpose."

Houbolt 
land  buy 
is  near

“We  will  have  the  land  we  need. 
The  only  question  that  remains  now 
is  how  much  money  we  will  pay  for 
it."  said  Assistant  State's  Attorney 
Jose  Nunes.  The  land  he  was 
referring  to  is  the  one  thing 
delaying  the  start  of  the  Houbolt 
Road  widening  project. 

The  project,  using  state,  county 
and  local  government  funds,  was 
delayed  when  owners  of  the  land, 
the  family  of  Lillian  Larkin,  refused 
to  sell  it.  According  to  state 
guidelines,  bids  cannot  be  let  on 
the  project  until  all  land  required 
for  it  is  purchased. 

The  land  totals  about  seven- 
tenths  of  an  acre,  and  runs  along 
the  south  side  of  McDonough  Road 
to  where  it  intersects  with  Houbolt. 
Local  officials  said  the  land  on 
McDonough  is  needed  to  widen  it 
because  the  federal  government 
requires  that  side  roads  be  widened 
to  accommodate  the  major  road. 

On  March  1 a condemnation  suit 
was  filed  by  Nunes  against  the 
Larkins.  They  will  have  until 
Saturday  to  negotiate  a price  for 
the  land  or  the  case  will  go  to  court. 

At  press  time  "no  agreement  has 
been  reached."  Nunes  said.  "As 
far  as  I know  they  haven't  accepted 
our  last  offer,  although  we  have 
been  in  touch  with  them  since  the 
beginning  of  the  month." 

Nunes  would  not  reveal  the 
amount  offered  for  the  property. 
"The  amount  should  be  obscured 
for  the  time  when  we  go  to  court. 

"To  determine  the  price  we 
compare  the  land's  value  with  the 
value  of  other  similar  pieces  of 
land.”  Nunes  said.  "From  there 
we  figure  that  would  be  a 
reasonable  value  for  the  land.  It 
could  drag  on  for  five  or  six 
months,  or  it  could  be  over  with 
quickly.” 

Although  government  funds  for 
the  project  expire  in  June.  Nunes 
said  "we  will  have  the  land,  so  we 
will  be  able  to  proceed.” 

A condemnation  suit  was 
previously  filed  by  the  city  of  Joliet 
for  the  land,  but  the  case  was 
dismissed  because  the  property  is 
outside  the  city  limits. 

The  proposed  plan  will  convert 
Houbolt  into  a four-lane  road  from 
the  college  entrance  to  the 
intersection  of  Route  52.  and  will 
include  widening  McDonough  near 
the  intersection  of  Houbolt  and 
extending  it  west  of  the  intersec-

Students  get  chance  at  former  jobs

Several  students  on  work-scho- 
larship who  were  transferred  to 
other  jobs  last  semester  were 
offered  their  former  jobs  back  after 
sufficient  funds  were  put  back  into 
the  work-scholarship  account. 

"We  were  able  to  transfer  the 
funds  from  a couple  of  different 
accounts,  but  we  had  to  wait  until 
we  updated  the  budget  in 
January."  said  Ron  Tarrant,  super- 
intendent of  buildings  and 


grounds. 

Due  to  lack  of  funds  in  the  work 
scholarship  account,  the  student 
workers  in  the  grounds  and 
maintenance  department  under  the 
program  were  placed  in  other  jobs. 

The  money  shortage  was  due  to 
not  having  enough  student  workers 
under  the  work-study  progrant,  "so 
we  had  to  hire  the  workers  under 
the  work-scholarship  program." 
Tarrant  said.  About  S8.000  was 
involved  in  the  transfer. 

"We  have  no  way  of  knowing 


what  category  the  students  will  fall 
into,"  Tarrant  said.  "We  now  have 
adequate  funds  for  the  rest  of  the 
fiscal  year." 

The  additional  funds  for  the 
work-scholarship  account  came 
from  the  Campus  Safety  account 
for  part-time  workers.  “Safety  had 
enough  in  their  part-time  account 
for  the  student  workers."  Tarrant' 
said. 

"Most  of  the  student  workers 
worked  in  the  safety  department." 
Tarrant  said.  "Then,  when  we 


offered  the  workers  their  old  jobs 
after  we  transferred  the  funds,  only 
one  of  the  workers  went  back.  I 
guess  they  found  that  they  liked 
working  in  that  department." 

Two  of  the  student  workers  quit 
their  jobs.  "One  student  fulfilled 
the  credit  requirements,  und  now 
the  student  is  a full-time  employee 
of  the  school.  Another  student  just 
quit  school  entirely  so  wc  didn't 
replace  him.  Wc  don't  have  a set 
number  of  student  workers;  wc  hire 
them  as  wc  need  them."

Rudman  lone  board  newcomer

After  obtaining  the  final  piece  of 
land  needed,  Joliet  city  officials  are 
shooting  for  a late  July  start  on  the 
widening  of  Houbolt  Road, 

The  project  will  widen  Houbolt 
into  a four-lane  highway  front  the 
intersection  with  U.S,  52  (Jefferson 
Street)  to  1,000  feet  south  of  JJC. 

"We  now  have  all  the  property 
acquired.  Our  big  hangup  for  the 
past  year  has  been  the  property 
fronting  on  McDonough  Road.” 
said  John  Mezera.  director  of 
public  works.  The  properly, 
formerly  owned  by  the  family  of 
Lillian  Larkin,  is  on  the  south  edge 
of  McDonough  near  the  Intersec- 
tion of  Houbolt. 

A condemnation  suit  was  filed  by 
state's  attorney  Jose  Nunes  when 
the  Larkins  did  not  accept  the 
state’s  offers  for  the  land. 

The  suit  was  settled  out  of  court 
April  17.  The  land,  totalling  .772 
acres,  was  purchased  for  SI 7,00(1.

Total  vote  for  the  election  was 
12,254. 

The  three  winners  were  officially 
seated  at  a special  board  meeting 
last  Monday  night. 

"I'd  first  like  (o  get  acquainted 
with  the  college  and  how  it 
functions."  Rudman  said  after  the 
meeting.  "The  election  has  been 
just  overwhelming.  So  far  I have 
only  a few  thoughts  about  the 
position,  but  everyone  appears  to 
have  the  college's  best  interests  at 


never  know  what  will  happen  when 
you  put  your  name  up  for  a vote. 
And  with  nine  running,  between 
the  other  area  elections  And  the 
Easter  holiday.  I wasn't  sure  what 
would  happen." 

Kiep.  who  was  unanimously 
elected  by  the  board  as  new 
chairman,  said.  "1  feel  very'  well 
about  being  re-elected,  naturally.  It 
seems  that  the  people  are  satisfied 
with  the  board's  work.

We  couldn't  wall  until 
August,  because  that  would  throw 
a monkey  wrench  into  the  federal 
money  wc  need  for  the  widening 
project. 

“The  price  wc  paid  was  more 
than  market  value,"  Nunes  said. 
"Wc  gnve  them  more  tlmu  It  was 
worth.  Before  we  were  offering 
them  around  514,000. " 

Monday,  the  state  conducted  an 
audit  concerning  the  project. 
Me/era  said.  "There  are  a couple 
of  things  wc  have  to  do,  which 
should  be  through  by  the  middle  of 
next  week.  Hv  June  .1  we  expect  to 
hove  advertisements  on  the 
bidding  sent  out,  and  I estimate  the 
contract  to  be  awarded  by  June  29 
"I'd  say  the  project  will  run 
about  52  million,  but  it  depends  on 
who  will  be  awarded  the  contract." 
Me/. era  said,  "(jetting  it  done 
depends  oil  the  weather  If  we  have 
good  wculhcr  in  October  and 
November,  we  can  gel  a good  deal 
of  it  done.  I expect  we  will  be  doing 
work  on  It  up  to  the  summer  of 
1980." 


JJC  reimbursed  for  snow  costs 


Despite  recent  warmer  weather. 
JJC  is  still  being  affected  by  this 
past  winter’s  blizzards. 

But  this  time  the  news  is  good  -- 
the  arrival  of  federal  disaster  aid 

The  college  received  S9.344  in 
government  aid  this  month,  said 
Ken  Pierce,  assistant  superinten- 
dent of  buildings  and  grounds. 

"Wc  recovered  two-thirds  of  the 


total  amount  wc  spent  on  snuw 
removal."  Pierce  said.  "We  got  all 
the  money  wc  were  entitled  to.  Wc 
weren't  turned  down  on  anything 
wc  applied  for." 

The  college  applied  for  reim- 
bursement "for  outside  contractors 
- we  used  two  from  the  district  - 
and  for  our  own  equipment, 
because  it  was  working  extra  hard. 
^Iso.  we  applied  for  salaries  for 


workers  on  the  snow  crew:  that 
doesn't  include  administrative 
salaries."  Pierce  said. 

"The  way  it  works  out.  wc 
probably  paid  entirely  for  the 
outside  contractors  and  about  90 
percent  of  the  overtime  salaries." 
Pierce  said,  "One  of  the  outside 
contractors  cost  a little  over  S6.000 
and  the  other  was  about  5450. 

Although  the  federal  aid  "defin- 


itely helped  us."  Pierce  said,  the 
"effects  of  the  blizzard  arc  still 
evident.  Some  of  the  steel  rails 
were  picked  up  and  damaged  by 
the  large  equipment,  and  the 
curbings  in  the  lots  were  damaged 
A lot  of  turf  along  the  roadways 
also  was  dug  up. 

"The  large  equipment  just  tore  it 
all  up.  These  costs  wc  won't 
recover,  and  it  means  extra  work  on 
the  grounds  crew."  Pierce  said. 


Students  face 


graduation  dilemma

Several  JJC  students  who 
expected  to  finish  college  and 
graduate  this  May  are  making  an 
unpleasant  discovers— some  of  the 
courses  they  took  do  not  apply 
toward  graduation. 

"The  college  offers  so  many 
different  courses.  Some  students 
take  any  64  hours  of  credit,  but 
some  of  those  courses  don't  count 
toward  a certain  degree.  That's  not 
understood  well  enough."  said 
Daniel  Krezenski.  dean  of  arts  and 

"We  offer  transfer  courses, 
career  courses,  developmental 


courses  and  general  study 
courses."  Krezenski  said.  "While 
some  of  them  do  show  up  on 
college  transcripts,  the  develop- 
mental courses  don’t  count  toward 
an  associate  degree,  and  a lot  of  the 
career  courses  won't  either.  " 

Krezenski  added  that  "many 
career  courses  do  transfer-there  is 
a difference  between  transfer  and 
associate  of  arts  degree  courses. 
Some  schools  will  accept  certain 
courses,  others  don't. 

"One  of  the  things  I've  tried  to 
do  while  being  here  is  to  clarify 
these,  and  put  them  on  paper." 
Krezenski  said.  "We  put  out  a 
book  a year  ago  on  it  that  is  actually 


based  on  the  state  guidelines  for 
the  degrees." 

Krezenski  said  the  new  college 
catalog  stipulated  that  "the 
responsibility  in  meeting  gradua- 
tion requirements  lies  with  the 
students.  That's  not  fully  under- 
stood by  everyone. 

"We've  tried  to  eliminate  some 
of  the  problem  by  asking  students 
to  apply  for  graduation  earlier,  in 
November.  Then  if  the  student 
signed  up  for  a wrong  course  or  is 
deficient  in  a course,  they  are  able 
to  correct  the  problem.  Otherwise, 
if  they  wait,  they  may  end  up 
taking  classes  in  summer." 


Sometimes.  Krezenski  said,  the 
error  is  not  due  to  the  student. 
"The  question  is.  if.  for  example, 
an  adviser  makes  an  emir,  should 
wc  let  the  student  graduate 
anyway.  It  all  depends  on  the  error. 
Wc  consider  each  case  on  an 
individual  basis. 

"Wc  judge  it  on  a combination  of 
things. " Krezenski  said.  "In  some 
cases  it  is  just  an  oversight  on  the 
pan  of  the  adviser.  Sometimes  the 
student  withdraws  from  a class 
without  the  adviser  making  a note 
of  it.  Sometimes  the  advisor  just 
isn't  careful,  and  they  don't  check 
to  make  sure  the  course  will  be 
acceptable." 


If  the  adviser  sends  a written 
request  that  the  course  in  question 
be  accepted  toward  graduation,  the 
college  may  consider  it  and  allow 
the  student  to  graduate.  Krezenski 
said.  Or.  the  student  may  be 
allowed  to  participate  in  commence 
men!  exercises  in  May  and  make 
up  the  deficient  credits  in  the 
summer  semester. 

"Some  of  this  there  is  really  no 
excuse  for."  Krezenski  said.  "But  I 
don't  feel  good  about  telling 
someone  in  April  that  they  can't 
graduate  in  three  weeks  because 
their  class  won't  count.  Students 
can  help  by  applying  early."

And,  so  many  students  have  come 
to  us  complaining,  we  feel 
something  should  be  done  about  it. 

Now,  then,  in  the  JJC  College 
Catalog  it  states  somewhere  that 
the  responsibility  of  meeting 
graduation  requirements  rests 
upon  (he  individual  student.  Fine. 
Most  students,  we  feel,  are 
probably  ready  to  accept  this 
responsibility. 

But,  because  of  the  number  of 
cases  involved,  the  Blazer  feels 
that  perhaps  the  student 
provided  enough  readily  accessible 
information  concerning  these  r 
quirements.

Panel  repair  bill  set 


The  winter  of  1979  is  still  causing 
problems  for  JJC— but  this  time  the 
problems  are  financial  ones. 

The  weather  caused  several 
panels  beneath  the  south  end  of  the 
bridge  to  sag  16  to  18  inches  below 
their  normal  level,  resulting  in  a 
repair  bill  of  about  S10.000. 

The  panels  housed  various  water 
and  electric  lines  leading  to  J 
Building.  No  damangc  was  done  to 
the  bridge.  However,  repair  work 
on  the  panels  cost  the  college 


S9.668.  according  to  Ken  Pierce, 
assistant  superintendant  of  build- 
ings and  grounds. 

Pierce  said  the  college  will  be 
reimbursed  for  most  of  the  money 
by  an  insurance  company. 

The  panels  were  repaired  to 
protect  the  utility  lines  from 
freezing  in  the  future.  Pierce  said. 
During  the  winter,  repairs  could 
not  be  made,  and  beams  were 
placed  under  the  panels  to  prevent 
them  from  falling. 

The  sagging  was  originally 


caused  by  water  draining  off  the 
roofs.  The  water  backed  up  into 
floor  drains  in  the  mechanical 
rooms  and  soaked  the  building’s 
insulation.  Ice  formed,  causing  the 
suspension  cables  that  held  up  the 
panels  to  break. 

An  area  of  approximatley  40  by 
25  feet  was  affected.  Pierce  said. 

Repairs  to  the  panels  should  be 
permanent,  he  added,  unless  next 
year's  winter  is  as  bad  as  this

The  leaks  did  not  spill 


during  Easter  break,  members  of 
the  Department  of  Buildings  and 


sewage  into  the  environment,  but 
Grounds  had  the  JJC  sewers  permitted  rainwater  runoff  to  leak 


televised,  and  found  20  major  leaks 
in  the  lines. 

Televising  is  a process  by  which 
a TV  camera  is  run  through  a pipe 
to  determine  the  location  of  leaks. 


. The  sewer  main  is  buried  12  to 
13  feet  below  ground  in  a bedrock 
trench. 

After  a storm,  college  officials 
said  up  to  35.000  gallons  of  water 


per  day  may  pour  in.  Further 
calculations  show  that  up  to  I 
million  gallons  of  water  can  become 
mixed  with  JJC  sewage.  The 
college  is  charged  by  the  cubic  foot 
for  sewage  treatment. 

College  administrators  estimate 
that  JJC  is  charged  for  an  extra 
138.000  cubic  feet  of  sewage  per

An  enrollment  increase  of  8 
percent  is  being  estimated  for  this 
year  at  Joliet  Junior  College. 

More  than  8.160  students 
registered  for  the  fall  semester, 
according  to  Walter  Zaida,  vice 
president  of  planning.  This  com- 
pares to  about  7.400  who  had 
registered  at  this  time  last  years. 

Zaida  said  that  although  these 
figures  represent  more  than  8 
percent  increase,  they  arc  prelim- 
inary and  will  change.  He  said  an  8 
percent  increase  is  the  more 
accurate  forecast. 


Last  year's  enrollment  repre- 
sented almost  a 5 percent  drop  in 
credit  hours.  This  year's  figures 
should  make  up  for  that  decline. 

In  Computer  Science,  enrollment 
has  increased  about  30  percent. 
Zaida  said. 

The  increase  in  enrollment  can 
be  attributed  to  several  factors,  he 
said.  The  main  factors  are  a 
vigorous  recruiting  program,  the 
convenience  of  JJC’s  location,  and 
the  rise  in  tuition  at  other  colleges. 

Karen  McAllister,  admissions 
clerk,  said  JJC  sends  out 
information  about  the  college  to 


every  student  living  in  the  district 
and  also  has  an  orientation  session 
each  year.  This  is  beneficial  to  new 
students. 

Most  of  the  students  enrolling 
now  are  student*  who  have 
attended  JJC  in  the  past. 
McAllister  said.  JJC  has  a better 
than  average  training  program  and 
McAllister  feels  that  this  is  what  is 
drawing  the  students  back. 

"Most  of  them  are  enrolling  in 
two-year  training  programs 
because  of  the  increase  in  technical 
jobs  opening  up.  Some  arc 
reluming  to  get  more  hours  in  a

Joliet  officials  have  sort  of 
explained  that  the  road  closing 
was  delayed  because  the  state 
Department  of  Transportation 
had  not  yet  given  the  permission 
to  do  so.  Anyway,  the  construc- 


tion continues  while  city  officials 
are  urging  drivers  to  avoid  the 
section  of  Houbolt  between 
Jefferson  and  McDonough. 

Seventy-five  persons  somehow 
didn't  realize  that  Houbolt  was 
open  Monday,  and  took  advan- 
tage of  the  FREE  bus  service.

About  the  only  people 
who  will  take  the  credit  (ofblame) 
for  this  fiasco,  is  a small  group  of 
French  anarchists  with  a fetish  for 
creative  destruction.

One  of  the  students  was 
watching  TV  to  avoid  doing 
homework.

‘ You  must  pay  the  rent’  (Boo!  Hiss!) 


Popular  melodrama  here  Sept.  19

"The  Drunkard."  the  drama  that 
a century  ago  set  audiences  to 
weeping  over  its  hero's  downfall 
through  drink  and  the  devil,  in  this 
century  has  been  successfully 
turned  into  a subject  for  laughter 
It  will  be  presented  by  the 
Repertory  Theater  of  America 
Alpha-Omega  Plavers  at  JJC's  D 
Mall  at  I p in.  Sept.  19. 

"The  Drunkard"  is  probably 
America's  most  cnduringlv  popular 
play.  Though  a lot  of  people  don't 
rccogni/c  the  title,  they  will 
recogui/e  the  villian  who  tells  a 
distraught  mother  "You  must  pay 
the  rent." 

“Uncle  Tom's  Cabin"  might 
have  been  given  for  a greater  total 
of  performances  across  the  country 
during  the  last  half  of  the  |9tii 
century,  but  it  disappeared  bet- 
ween 1910  and  1915.  Front  that 
time  onward  "The  Drunkard"  had 
had  a renewed  life  of  unparallelled 
popularity. 

"The  Drunkard."  which  was 
first  presented  in  1844.  scored  an 
American  record  for  longevity  with 
‘T.572  continuous  performances  ov 
cr  20  years  at  Hollywood's  Theater 
Man.  from  1933  to  1953.  In  1953  it 
was  switched,  without  losing  a 
performance,  into  a revised 
musical  version  called  "The 
Wayward  Way."  The  musical 
version  continued  for  six  % cars 
more  fora  total  of  more  than  10.000 
performances  for  the  two  versions. 

If  the  countless  performances  of 
the  many  versions  w hich  have  been 
played  since  two  decades  bcforc 
thc  Civil  War  were  added  to  the 
record,  the  total  would  undoubted- 
ly- surpass  the  run  of  "The 
Mousetrap."  a 25-ycar-ruiiiiing. 
11.000  performance  mystery 
thriller  bv  Agatha  Christie. 


The  original  authorship  of  "The 
Drunkard"  is  attributed  to  W.H. 
Smith  and  "a  gentleman."  The 
play  came  into  existence  when  the 
proprietor  of  the  Boston  Museum 
thought  lie  might  have  a hit  if  he 
presented  a play  on  the  subject  that 
seemed  to  engross  the  minds  of 
many  of  his  pairons--lemperance. 

He  engaged  a "gentleman." 
perhaps  a minister--  possible, 
according  to  Ravmoud  Hull  (author 
of  this  latest  version),  the  novelist 
William  Makepeace  Thackeray- -In 
write  such  a plav.

His  script  was  then  turned  over 
to  a Welsh-horn  actor  named 
William  Hcitrv  Scdlcy.  In  IH43 
Sedley  revived  it  and  used  the 
name  of  William  Henry  Smith  for 
the  author's  credit 

"The  Drunkard"  received  its 
first  performance  at  the  Boston 
Museum  on  Feb.  26.  IH44,  with 
W.H  Smith  playing  the  title  role. 
The  program  described  the  plav  as 
"The  new  Moral  and  Domestic 
Drama,  of  great  local  interest 
(written  expressly  for  this  estab- 
lishment.)" and  funher  stated  that 
it  was  being  produced  "after  ntartv 
weeks  of  preparation." 

Manx  productions  of  many 
versions  followed  Bv  IK50  tltcre 
were  three  producii.ms  running 
simultaneously  in  New  York.  The 
most  sucxvssful  was  that  of  the 
great  showman.  P.T.  Barnum. 

The  plav  greatly  influenced  the 
passage  of  the  Volstead  Act  and  the 
IKth  amendment  at  the  outset  of 
the  20ih  ccnturv  It  is  dramatic 
irony  that  it  now  began  to 
proliferate  as  an  outlet  for 
i beat  erg- sirs'  jxularitv .

Theater  Mjrt  in  Hollywood, 
beginning  July  6.  1933. 

Tlte  repeal  of  prohibition  and  the 
Holly  wood  success  caused  "Drunk 
ard"  companies  to  spring  up  with 
neon  bar  signs  all  over  the  map.  In 
1934.  Bell  brought  a second 
company  to  Chicago  for  the 
"Ccnturv  of  Progress"  fair,  and 
two  other  companies  performed 
that  summer. 

Many  of  the  productions  that 
came  into  being  within  the  next 
do/ctrxcars  were  in  bars  as  a quasi 
fliKir-sliow . accompanied  bv  rounds 
of  prci/cls  and  beer.  But  there 
were  also  many  performatives  in 
theaters,  church  halls,  school 
juditoriums.  hotel  dining  riauns 
and  gymnasiums.  University 
drama  groups  went  in  for  the  sh.-w 
Itcatily  Federal  fheairc  Projest 
units  did  it  everywhere  in  the  late 
I9.UK.

Editorial 

Out  of  the  bars,  back  to  hiding 


Recently  the  Illinois  General 
Assembly,  in  a rare  burst  of 
activity,  closed  ranks  to  vote  the 
drinking  age  back  to  21. 

Inspired  by  this  unique  display  of 
consciousness.  Governor  James 
Thompson  rapidly  signed  tne  new 
law.  Therefore,  it  will  come  to  pass 
m Jan.  I,  1980,  all  19-  and 
20-year  old  habitues  of  alcohol  will 
no  longer  be  able  to  belly  up  to 
their  favorite  bar  and  order  a 
light"  one. 

This  probnbly  won't  change 
anyone's  drinking  habits,  since  we 
ill  snow  that  anybody  over  the  age 
•f  puberty  can  obtain  enough  booze 
o drop  out  for  at  least  two  days 
without  any  difficulty. 

If  the  government  really  believed 
hey  were  cutting  their  tax 
revenue,  it  is  doubtful  that  they 
would  have  decided  to  raise  the 
drinking  age.  What  the  law  will  do 
love  rowdy  youngsters  from 
public  watering  holes  and  put  them 
back  in  the  cornfields  and  woods. 

w these  outdoor  alcohol 
sloshes  will  lower  the  high  accident 
ate,  we  just  can't  figure  out, 
mlcss  the  government  operates  on 
the  concept  that  most  of  them  will 
ao  bombed  to  drive  home, 
thereby  limiting  injuries  to  bruises 
received  falling  out  of  trees  and 
ditches.  This  is  definitely 
preferable  to  being  decapitated  in  a 
.r  accident,  wouldn't  you  agree? 
Faced  with  a high  rate  of  serious 
accidents  in  the  19-21  age  group 
and  the  difficulty  of  administering 
i-Ievel  alcohol  low,  it  was 
probably  logicul  and  prudent  to 
change  the  law  back  to  age  21. 
Of  course,  there  is  the 


undeniable  argi  ent  that  a 
45-year-old  drunken  driver  is  no 
better  than  a younger  one.  If 
alcohol  is  a bad  habit  for  one  age 
group,  it  is  probably  bad  for  all  age 
groups.  However,  by  middle-age, 
the  would-be  drunk  has  probably 
learned  a degree  of  moderation, 
cither  by  being  informed  that  his 
liver  is  near-pickled,  or  by  realizing 
that  the  morning  after  is  just  not 
worth  the  night  before.  Novice 
drinkers  have  been  denied  beer 
due  to  a lack  of  experience.  No-let’s 
not  carry  that  logic  any  further. 

What  might  be  the  perfect  law  is 
one  that  limited  drinking  to  those 
over  age  75.  Don’t  laugh.  Nobody 
can  reach  the  age  of  75  without 
practicing  moderation  in  all  things; 
therefore  they  would  be  the  perfect 
age  group  to  be  awarded  the 
dubious  honor  of  indulging  in 
drink.  Of  course,  the  Legislature 
would  be  quick  to  vote  down  that 
suggestion  for  obvious  reasons. 

So  it  is  that  they  cut  off  those 
who  don't  really  need  to  drink 
anyway,  fully  realizing,  that  like  all 
other  things  illicit,  prohibition  will 
only  raise  the  desire.  Such  is  the 
human  condition  at  any  age. 

What's  that?  You  feel  that 
19-21-year-olds  have  been  degrad- 
ed and  unjustly  maligned  by  their 
government?  Well,  exactly  what 
did  they  do  to  prevent  this  new 

There  is  a lesson  in  practical 
politics  to  be  leurned  here. 
Following  a strong  demand,  the 
voting  and  the  drinking  age  were 
lowered.  Middle-to-old-agcd  pes- 
simists predicted  it  would  be  the 
fall  of  the  nation.  Well,  it  didn't 


happen. 

What  did  happen  is  that  most  of 
those  newly  franchised  voters 
didn't  bother  to  go  to  the  polls, 
although  they  did  hit  the  bars. 
"Hmmm."  thought  the  Legisla- 
ture. This  surely  wouldn't  be  a 
force  to  be  concerned  about.  So 
they  boosted  the  drinking  age  back 
to  21.  Will  the  voting  age  be  next? 

We  doubt  that  will  happen. 
Faced  with  a group  of  paper  tigers, 
the  government  will  be  more 
concerned  with  the  other  groups 
who  arc  more  vocal  and  vote 
regularly.  Therefore,  for  those  who 
no  longer  will  be  able  to  drink 
legally  after  Jan.  1.  we  suggest  two 
possible  methods  of  recourse. 

The  first  method  would  require 
all  in  the  19-21  age  group  to 
register  and  then  vote.  Along  with 
this,  they  must  become  vocal  ana 
articulate  in  their  demands.  No-we 
don't  mean  rioting  in  the  streets. 
That  tactic  only  proves  irresponsi- 
bility. What  we  do  mean  is 
new-watching  militant  participa- 


will  be  a constant  worry  to  the 
Legislature.  Remember,  most  bad 
laws  die  long  before  they  reach  the 
floor  for  a vote.  They  die  when 
some  elected  official  gets  a fast 
mental  picture  of  some  irrate  body 
of  voters  who  will  destroy  him  in 
the  next  election. 

What  we  have,  kiddies,  is 
government  by  coercion,  and  you, 
too,  can  be  coercers. 

If  you  find  this  concept  cynical 
and  repugnant,  consider  this  great 
way  to  beat  the  government  at  its 
own  game:  Quit  drinking!  En 
masse.  When  the  tax  revenues 
from  liquor  sales  take  a nose  dive, 
you  will  become  a polictical  reality 
instead  of  a bunch  of  paper  tigers. 
Think  about  it.  The  perfect  way  to 
get  even. 

This  movement  might  spread 
among  those  oldies  who  are 
drinking  legally  and  paying  those 
high  taxes. 

If  neither  of  these  suggestions 
appeal  to  you,  we're  afraid  it's  back 
to  the  country  roads  and  fields  with 
all  you  underage  tipplers.  Bottoms 
up,  everybody.

What  intensity!  What  energy! 
What  talent  and  intellect  and 
caring  and  joyl  This  group  meets 
every  other  Thursday  for  sessions 
like  this.  They  talk  poetry. 

Talking  poetry?  That  sounds  dull, 
even  to  me.  But  it  was  everything 
the  opposite  of  dull.  It  was 
side-splittingly  funny  and  very 
earthy.  We  talked  the  romance  of 
knights  and  the  symbolism  of 
septic  tanks,  the  silly  dreams  of 
marriage  and  the  sublime  dignity 
of  feeling,  the  nature  of  illusion 
versus  reality,  of  T-shirt  poems  and 
musical  composition  collaborating 
with  words.  We  spoke  of  yearning 
for  identity  and  serenity,  of 
committing  suicide  or  going  with 
the  flow. 

All  discussion  was  friendly  but 
intense.  Everybody  both  talked  and 
listened.

Others  just  listened  and 
reacted.  Nobody  dominated  the 

It  was  a happening,  an  event  to 
be  remembered,  perhaps  the  kind 
of  spontaneous  occurrence  that  can 
never  happen  again.  There  was  a 
kind  of  blending  of  minds  and 
emotions  and  knowledge  that  lifts 
the  heart  and  informs  the  soul. 

We  were  people  of  diverse  ages, 
sexes,  races,  and  professions 
meeting  on  a common  ground  with 
no  vested  interests  to  promote,  no 
security  that  we  weren't  wasting 
our  time.  We  found  some  grim 
truth  and  fragile  beauty,  some  hard 
facts  and  soft  profundities.

Lockers  are  available  on  a 
first-come,  first-served  basis. 
Henry  Pillard,  director  of  Student 
Affairs,  says  the  service  is  fairly 
new  at  JJC. 

In  all.  there  are  280  lockers: 
Twenty  are  in  the  Agriculture 
building.  10  are  reserved  for 
handicapped  students.  100  are  in  J 
Mall  and  160  are  in  D Mall. 

Lockers  are  rented  by  the 


semester  or  by  the  year.  The  fee  is 
S2  per  semester. 

The  bad  news  is  they're  all 
rented  and  have  been  since  the  first 
day  of  classes.  At  least  25  people 
have  taken  Pillard's  advice  to  share 
lockers. 

People  are  still  coming  in  to  sign 
up.  Their  names  are  put  on  a 
waiting  list. 


The  locker  fees  are  kept  in  a fund 
which  will  be  used  to  buy  more  at 
the  end  of  the  year.

Since  1 am 
not  elected  by  the  taxpayers,  my 
vote  is  not  legal."  She  explained 
that  the  board  members  consider 
her  opinions  on  issues  that  are 
being  voted  on.

If 
not  there,  ask  anyone  in  the  area, 
they'll  know  where  she  is.

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Teachers  rip  tentative  pact 


Several  JJC  teachers  have 
expressed  dissatisfaction  with  the 
tentative  contract  settlement  be- 
tween the  teachers  union  and  the 
administration. 

Many  were  reluctant  to  be 
identified  while  the  contract  is 
pending,  but  about  12  teachers  said 
their  comments  would  be  quoted. 

Many  other  teachers  were 
contacted  who  would  not  comment. 
These  include  teachers  who 
reportedly  support  the  tentative 
pact . 

The  proposed  contract  is  an 
indication  that  JJC  President  Derek 
Nunney  plans  to  continue  the 
policies  of  former  President  Harold 
McAninch  in  leading  the  school 
down  the  road  to  mediocrity,"  said 
William  Brinkman.  Brinkman,  a 
business  instructor,  was 'the  only 
teacher  who  would  allow  himself  to 
be  identified. 

Another  teacher  said.  "The 
contract  stinks.  It’s  the  worst  in 
several  years--and  there  have  been 


several  bad  ones." 

"There  arc  three  unresolved 
issues:  Money,  the  definition  of  a 
full-time  instructor,  and  the 
administration’s  right  to  assign  a 
full  load.”  said  another. 

One  teacher  said  that  last  year 
the  JJC  Board  returned  S250.000  to 
the  taxpayers  and  that  the  school 
has  operated  in  the  black  for  years. 
The  same  teacher  added.  “The 
administration  is  dedicated  to  a 
quantitative  policy  rather  than  a 
quest  for  quality." 

On  the  issue  of  salary,  one 
teacher  said.  "The  administration 
has  quoted  a figure  of  7.4  percent 
as  an  increase.  This  amount 
reportedly  includes  the  incremental 
amounts  already  agreed  upon  in 
the  ignored  schedule.  This  amount 
is  1.75  of  the  announced  7.4 
percent - making  the  actual  in- 
crease 5.65  percent." 

Another  teacher  said,  "If  the 
teachers  agree  to  the  contract,  they 
will  not  be  receiving  as  much  as  the 
presidential  guidelines." 


"The  administration  refuses  to 
negotiate  on  the  basis  of  the  salary 
schedule  method  in  use  for  40 
years."  said  another. 

Still,  another  teacher  said,  "The 
standard  of  living  (figuring  infla- 
tion) has  dropped  23  percent  over 
the  last  several  contracts.  If 
approved,  this  year's  7.4  percent 
increase  will  add  13  percent  more 
to  the  23  percent,  making  a total 
loss  in  the  standard  of  living  of  36 
percent." 

"Only  second  level  administrate 
members  have  participated  in  the 
negotiations--not  board  members 
or  Nunney,"  one  teacher  complain- 
ed. "There  is  no  commitment  to 
total  education." 

Neither  union  officials  nor  the 
administration  have  publicly  re- 
leased details  of  the  tentative

Enrollment  increase  at  12  % Mime

Enrollment  at  Joliet  Junior 
College  has  now  risen  12  percent 
over  last  year's  figures. 

Records  show  that  8.974  stu- 
dents have  registered  6>r  classes 
compared  to  7.977  from  last  fall. 
These  figures  represent  significant 
increases  in  credit  hour  registra- 
tions as  well  as  day  and  night 
students.  Additionally,  the  tradi- 
tional arts  and  science  areas  and 
career  vocational  fields  have 
experienced  increased  enroll- 


"Thc  most  encouraging  increase 
in  the  arts  and  sciences  is  in  foreign 
languages.1'  said  Dr.  Daniel 
Krczcnski.  dean  of  arts  and 
science.  "Enrollments  in  French. 
German  and  Italian  classes  arc  nil 
up.  and  wc  have  the  largest 
number  of  students  enrolled  in 
Spanish  101  that  we've  had  in  the 
past  five  years." 

Of  more  than  90  career  options 
at  JJC.  the  most  dramatic 
increases,  compared  to  last  fall,  arc 
in  the  Industrial  Business  Institute, 
up  161.6  percent. 

Other  significant  increases  can 


be  seen  in  computer  science,  up  30 
percent:  technical  programs,  up 
16.7  percent:  and’ nursing,  up  5.4 
percent. 

College  officials  attribute  the 

ment  to  current  and  future  popula- 
tion. housing,  business  and 
industry  growth  within  the  district 
jnd  the  increasing  attractiveness  of 
the  community  college  to  students. 

"It  is  nice  to  see  students 
rekindling  an  interest  in  the 
•community  college,"  suid  George 
Paulson,  associate  dean  of  admis 
sions  and  records.  "We  can't  help 


hut  believe  that  the  reputation  and 
excellence  of  many  of  our  programs 
are  attracting  students  to  our 
college. 

"We've  16  percent  more  new 
people  limn  a venr  ngn  and  JO 
percent  more  rc-udnilflonts,  sin 
dents  who  have  attended  the 
college  before  und  stayed  out  a 
semester  before  corning  buck 

"In  looking  about  the  college  you 
can't  help  but  notice  that  student* 
appear  to  be  happy  und  arc  viewing 
us  positively."  Paulson  added. 
"It's  now  our  challenge  to  keep 
them  that  way."

"Classes  are  usually  canceled 
because  of  lack  of  student 
interest."  said  Dan  Krezenski. 
dean  of  arts  and  sciences.  "Such 
shon  notice  of  cancellations  is  a 
rare  occasion.  Many  students  will 
wail  until  the  last  minute  to

register.  If  only  four  or  five  arc 
listed,  the  class  will  usually  be 
canceled." 

Parking  seems  to  be  a main 
concern  for  students.  Nunney 
urged  the  use  of  buses  for 
commuting  students.  Shuttle  buses 
are  no  longer  running,  but  the 
Joliet 'Mass  Transit  bus  508  will 
continue  to  stop  at  the  Joliet 


Memorial  Stadium,  where  students 
may  leave  their  cars, 

Another  problem  discussed  was 
the  abuse  of  the  parking  areas 
reserved  for  handicapped  students 
Administrators  said  they  were 
working  on  the  problem. 

"Why  are  book  prices  so  high?" 
one  student  asked.  Kay  Prodchl,

"Mime  is  u visuol  urt  form," 
says  Harris.  "The  mime  paints 
kinetic  pictures  with  the  body  In 
space  and  lime,  carefully  blending 
imagination  und  physics.  The  art 
reaches  beyond  the  languuge 
barrier  into  the  imagery  of  action." 

Mime  has  Its  origins  in  the 
rituals  of  prehistoric  man.  The 
current  renaissance  of  mime  in 
Western  civilization  denotes  a 
resurgence  of  the  need  for  a more 
basic  means  of  self-expression. 

The  dramatic  power  of  mime  lies 
in  its  integration  of  the  most 
expressive  elements  of  both  theater 

"Performance  is  a high  stress 
learning  siluulion  for  me  und  a 
sharing  of  my  perception  with 
other.”  says  Harris. 

"Through  our  most  mundane 
and  nu*ti  holy  actions.  I attempt  to 
represent  man  in  his  relationships 
to  self-concept,  other  people, 
physical  environment,  imagination 
and  spiritual  quest  " 

Harris  says  he  enjoys  creating 
graphic  images  in  various  styles 
and  thinks  he  is  proficient  in 
clowning,  classical  illusions,  ab- 
surdity. naturalism,  abstraction 
and  reflection  of  environments. 

"My  presentations  include  vary- 
ing degrees  of  choreographed  and 
impmvi/aiionul  material,"  says 
Harris 

His  tcchmquevincludc  the  use  of 
concrete  props  and  primany  viund 
and  illusion.  Costuming  varies 
from  a neutral  body  suit  to  layers  of 
unusual  clothing  White  face 
makeup  or  a face  mask  is  usually

Warning:  College  may  be  hazardous 


Years  ago,  a commercial  for  a 
particular  brand  of  cigarettes 
bragged  that  "there  is  not  a cough 
in  a carload."  That  was  before  the 
days  of  consumer  education  and 
printed  warnings  on  every  product 
as  to  our  ultimate  risk  if  we  choose 
to  try  the  item. 

Of  course,  they  lied  about  the 
coughing.  It  didn't  happen  right 
away,  but  sooner  or  later  that 
carload  of  ciggies  caught  up  with 
the  gullible  consumer. 

Nowadays,  we  operate  on  a 
system  not  unlike  Russian  roulette. 
Each  item  is  labeled  with  warning 
as  to  the  possible,  probable,  and 
definite  risks  that  come  with  the 
goodie,  and  the  consumer  in  our 
Brave  New  World  is  allowed  to 
decide  for  himself  exactly  what 
estimated  time  of  departure  he 
would  prefer. 

What  we  arc  going  to  suggest  is 
a system  of  printed  warning  for  JJC 
in  order  to  fuly  protect  the  rights  of 
the  supposedly  consumer-wise 
students.  As  it  is,  once  we  make 
the  decision  to  attend  JJC,  we 
place  our  trusting  bodies,  minds, 
and  vehicles  in  the  bencficicnt 
hands  of  the  administration, 
trusting,  as  did  that  old-time 
eiggie-smoker,  that  our  admin- 
istration MUST  have  the  best 
interests  of  the  students  at  heart; 
isn't  that  what  they're  hired  to  do? 

Now  right  away  you  as  a 
student-reader  should  be  a little 
wiser.  This  is  the  same  administra- 
tion that  allowed  our  friends,  the 
city  and  the  county  to  give  us  our 
own  Ho  Chi  Minh  trail;  that 
mouse-maze  we  encounter  trying  to 
reach  campus.  There  are  some  who 


would  tel!  us  that  this  is  just  a way 
of  testing  the  student's  desire  to 
get  an  education.  Those  who  fall 
along  the  way  just  wouldn't  have 
cut  the  mustard  on  campus 
anyway.  This  is  the  survival-of-the- 
fittest  theory.

You  do  realize  that  the  student, 
just  like  the  consumer  of 
days-gonc-by.  is  a non-person. 
What  other  explanation  could  there 
be  for  the  complete  and  callous 
disregard  shown  for  the  well-being, 
if  not  the  continued  existence  of  the 
student  during  the  last  two 

It  isn’t  bad  enought  that  we  have 
a commuter  college  with  almost 
non-existent  and  non-functional 
public  transportation,  thereby 
making  it  mandatory  for  the 
non-person  to  drive  to  school  or 
remain  illiterate.  Our  various 
governing  agencies  also  spent  the 
last  two  years  (or  more)  arguing 
about  who  had  to  plow  the  road 
leading  to  campus,  with  the  result 
that  neither  the  city  nor  county  did 

Did  you  notice  that  there  was 
little  difficulty  all  the  way  up  to  the 
factories  and  shopping  center, 
where  our  newly-aware  consumers 
work  and  shop?  It  was  only  after  we 
passed  these  havens  of  tax  revenue 


that  the  road  became  impassable. 
We  ARE  non-persons! 

Then  came  the  coup-de-grace. 
On  the  first  day  of  this  semester, 
after  10  years  of  arguing  and  going 
to  court,  they  started  construction 
on  Houbolt  Road.  If  that,  dear 
student,  isn't  getting  your  little 
egos  slapped,  what  will  it  take  for 
you  to  realize  that  not  only  are  we 
non-persons,  but  we  are  like  the 
mongrel  dog  that  gets  kicked  just 
for  fun.  We  are  the  carnival  oafs 
who  sit  in  a cage  waiting  to  be 
dropped  in  the  water. 

Now.  back  to  the  warnings  we 
suggested  earlier.

Let's  put  a warning  across  the 
printed  schedules,  in  letters  about 
four  inches  high:  Warning  - classes 
listed  will  be  dropped,  changed,  or 
cease  to  exist  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
administration.  Then,  after  each 
class  listing,  (he  odds  of  a first 
meeting  will  be  printed.  Are  you 
getting  to  like  this  odds  system?  A 
bookie  could  clean  up. 

Then  consider  the  printed  lists  of 
requirements  for  being  released 
from  this  den  of  confusion.  Here  we 
find  the  separating  point  between, 
vocational  and  transfer  students. 
OK,  all  you  job-trainees,  you  get 


off  here.  If  you  have  reached  thb 
campus,  found  all  your  classes 
functioning  (and  the  odds  are 
greatly  in  favor  of  the  vocational 
classes  - no  long  shots  here),  and 
the  Coke  machine  is  working  (no 
odds  on  that  beast),  you  are  almost 
certain  to  reach  "go."  Transfer 
non-persons  wish  you  nothing  but 
the  best  as  you  attempt  to  pass  for 
persons  out  there  in  tax-revenue 

Friends,  before  you  go  on  your 
well-scheduled  way,  consider  for  a 
moment  the  plight  of  the  ultimate 
non-person  — the  liberal  arts 
student  who  hopes  to  transfer  to  a 
major  institution  after  finding 
enough  classes  to  fulfill  his 
two-year  requirements.  Here  is 
where  all  the  long  shots  are.  if  you 
have  by  now  decided  to  shuck 
education  and  try  to  make  your 
forture  ala  Las  Vegas. 

Like  the  rabbit  with  the  carrot 
tied  in  front  of  his  nose,  the  liberal 
arts  student  should  have  a warning 
sign  hanging  in  front  of  him.  a 
constant  reminder  of  the  likelihood 
of  his  ever  getting  a full  schedule  of 
requirements.

Dear  Editor: 

Last  week's  Blazer  reported  a 

between  the  teachers  union  and  the 
JJC  administration. 

As  a married,  part-time  student 
with  family  responsibilities,  this  bit 
of  news  gave  me  a feeling  of 
security.  I was  glad  to  think  my 
class  schedule  wouldn't  be  inter- 
rupted by  anything  so  disruptive  or 
annoying  as  a teacher's  strike. 

1 must  say.  however,  that  your 
reporting  of  contract  talk  develop- 
ments raised  some  uneasy  ques- 
tions in  my  mind:  for  instance,  the 
curious  contrast  in  the  tone  of  the 
union  president's  words  from  one 
week  to  the  next. 

At  the  start  of  classes,  the  union 
seemed  to  have  such  a grim  outlook 
toward  settlement.  The  next 
week's  Blazer  reported  talks  were 
going  smoothly  . From  grim  to  rosy 
in  one  week  - was  this  possible? 

I understand  that  the  7 percent 
salary  increase  figure  has  been 
manipulated  to  placate  the  teachers 
- tossing  them  crumbs,  as  it  were. 
This  doesn't  disturb  me.  If  the 


teachers  are  satisfied  with  a token 
raise,  that’s  their  business. 

1 understand  that  the  tentative 
contract  would  enable  the  admin- 
istration to  shift  teachers  at  will  to 
any  of  the  satellite  centers.  This 
doesn't  disturb  me 'either,  and 
probably  shouldn't  concern  any 
JJC  student.  Again,  if  the  teachers 
want  to  approve  a contract  that  may- 
have  them  traveling  from.  say. 
Joliet  to  Bolingbrook  and  back 
three  or  four  times  a week,  that's 
their  business. 

But  there's  this  nasty  rumor 
going  around  that  does  disturb  me. 
and  should  disturb  a large 
percentage  of  students.  I'm  talking 
about  the  rumor  that  all  classes 
with  an  enrollment  of  20  or  less 
w ould  be  cut  - canceled  for  reasons 
of  economy.  It  seems  that  it  just 
isn't  sound  financially  to  place  a 
teacher  in  a classroom  with  less 
than  20  students. 

There  are  a lot  of  these  classes  at 
JJC.  I'm  in  one.  as  are  many  of  my 
friends.  This  rumor,  if  true, 
probably  wouldn't  have  much 
effect  on  full-time  students  study- 


ing for  a degree:  required  courses 
will  continue  to  hold  full 
classrooms. 

But  1 wonder  how  many- 
part-time  students  make  up  that 
great  enrollment  increase  this  year, 
and  how  many  of  those  are  in 
less-than-20-student  classrooms.  I 
wonder  how  many  of  those 
students  think  that  their  education 
just  isn't  economically  sound. 

When  one  considers  that  the 
proposed  JJC  budget  is  balanced 
for  the  seventh  consecutive  year, 
one  might  question  the  reason  for 
trying  to  cut  costs  in  this  area. 

When  classes  began  on  Aug.  20. 
I was  worried  about  the  inconven- 
ience that  a teachers  strike  might 
cause.  Now-  I'm  worried  that  I 
might  be  denied  the  benefits  of 
college  altogether. 

Considering  the  possible  effects 
of  this  contract  ratification.  I think  I 
could  withstand  a strike  - urge  one

"There’s  more  to  being  an  Army  officer  than  jus't  an  8 to  5 job.  In  finance,  you  gen- 
erally have  the  8 to  5 part  of  it.  But  there's  all  other  kinds  of  situations  that  come  up. 

Like  being  battalion  duty  officer.  Even 
though  you’re  a woman,  you  have  to  ac- 
cept  this  type  of  responsibility,  too.  So 
you  get  your  fatigues  on  and  ride  around 

W and  inspect  the  barracks." 

Linda  Schafer  is  a cash  control  officer. 
She  manages  the  payrolls  for  thousands  of 
soldiers  in  training  at  Fort  Knox. 

“To  be  an  Army  officer,  you  have  to  be 
a certain  type  of  individual.  You're  going 
to  get  responsibilites  that  normally  you 
wouldn't  come  in  contact  with  until  you’re 
older.  And  you  have  to  be  willing  to  as- 
sume and  handle  these  responsibilities. 
You  have  to  be  flexible. 

"There  are  special  requirements,  too. 
Saluting.  Wearing  your  uniform  in-  a cer- 
tain way.  But  this  becomes  part  of  your 
life,  part  of  the  routine.  The  first  time 
someone  saluted  me,  I was  flabbergasted. 
I realized  I was  an  officer  and  all  that 
implies.  But  that  type  of  thing  is  no 
longer  basic. 

e problems  than  I've  encountered.  You're  told  that 
are  20  years  older  and  who  may  not  be  willing  to 
work  with  you.  Actually  I've  found  that  the  older  a sergeant  is,  the  more  respectful  he 
is.  He’s  the' first  one  to  snap  a salute.  You  get  that  type  of  respect  as  an  officer.  And 
you  become  comfortable  with  it." 

You  can  prepare  for  responsibility  as  an  Army  officer  while  you're  earning  your 
college  degree.

"I  joined  the  Army  because  I felt  there  were  too  many  other  things  to  do  in  life  than 
stay  in  Davenport,  Iowa.

You  have  to 
be  ready  to  take  this  kind  of  responsibility.  That's  part  of  being  in  a position  of 
authority."

The  SI  1.498.340  budget  for  the 
1979-1980  school  year  was 
approved  Monday  by  a unanimous 
vote  of  the  JJC  School  Board.  The 
balanced  budget  reflects  a 14 
percent  increase  over  last  years. 

Before  the  vote,  the  meeting  was 
opened  for  public  comment. 
William  Brinkman,  business 
teacher,  used  a blackboard  to 
outline  his  thesis  that  the 
proportion  of  money  allotted  the 
full-time  teaching  staff  has 
dropped  each  year.  This  year  the 
amount  is  S3. 415.320.  or  roughly  29 
percent.  This  figure  is  down  from 
last  year,  he  claimed,  when  the 
percentage  was  31.6.  This,  he 
suggested,  is  a trend  that  indicates 
that  the  teachers,  frequently 
blamed  for  the  high  cost  of 


education  at  JJC.  actually  account 
for  an  ever-decreasing  portion  of 
lax  money. 

"Where  is  the  rest  of  the  money 
going?"  he  asked.  Answering  his 
own  question,  he  demonstrated 
that  the  fixed  charges  were  up  44 
percent,  the  capital,  outlay  budget 
up  51  percent,  and  the  contingency 
fund  up  55  percent.  Brinkman,  who 
stressed  that  he  spoke  as  an 
individual,  said  JJC  has  become  "a 
part-time  college  with  a part-time 
teaching  staff." 

Paul  Johnson,  president  of  the 
teachers  union  and  a member  of 
the  English  department,  asked  to 
be  heard  next.  Johnson  explained 
that  lie  represented  "the  union  as 
well  as  myself.”  In  response  to 
Johnson’s  query  regarding  the 
absence  of  figures  for  part-time 
teachers  last  year,  Paul  Thompson, 
vice  president  for  instructional 


services,  explained  that  this  is  a 
new  procedure.  It  will  make  the 
comparisons  easier  in  the  future, 
he  said. 

Johnson  questioned  the  Slb.000 
budgeted  for  professional  dues  for 
l lie  board  of  trustees,  asking.  "Arc 
these  all  required  memberships?" 
He  contrasted  this  amount  with  the 
approximate  S2.000  budgeted  to 
pay  professional  dues  for  faculty 
members. 

Responding  to  the  complaint  of 
the  board  that  the  teachers  had  not 
used  all  the  budgeted  money 
Johnson  said  that  there  wire 
teachers  who  preferred  not  to  take 
advantage  of  the  fund.  Those  who 
did  avail  themselves  of  this  money 
were  discouraged  that  the  admini- 
stration would  only  pay  half  of  uny 
one  dues  item.  The  maximum 
amount  for  all  the  dues  of  any  one 
teacher  is  limited  to  $60. 


Teachers  waiting 


to  vote  on  contract

JJC  teachers  arc  still  waiting  to 
vote  on  a tentative  contract 
agreement  reached  Aug.  30. 

The  teachers  union  was  sche- 
duled to  meet  Wednesday  at  which 
time  the  contract  would  be 
presented  to  the  membership  for 
consideration.  Paul  Johnson,  union 
president,  indicated  early  this 
week  that  there  are  many  details  of 
the  salary  schedule  still  to  be 
worked  out  and  the  contract 
presentation  might  be  delayed. 

Teachers  must  wait  at  least  five 
school  days  after  presentation 
before  voting  on  the  tentative  pact. 

There  are  several  reported  areas 
of  debate.  The  main  unsettled  issue 
seems  to  be  distribution  of  money. 

The  administration  reportedly 
has  budgeted  about  a 7.4  - percent 
increase  in  salaries  for  full-time 
teachers,  including  increments. 
The  increments  are  salary  in- 
creases based  on  length  of  service 
and  education. 

Many  teachers  have  expressed 
dissatisfaction  with  the  tentative 
settlement. 

Although  unhappy  with  the 
proposed  7. 4-percent  increase,  one 
teacher  said.  "Before  I would  or 
could  be  critical  of  the  contract.  I 
would  have  to  sec  what  was  there. 
We  are  waiting  for  the  contract." 


The  lack  of  contract,  according  to 
Robert  Cottingham.  "affects  me  in 
the  classroom.  There  is  a feeling  of 
uncertainty.  Where  is  the  cost  of 
living?  We  discussed  it  two  years 
ago  - four  years  ago  Why  don't  we 
get  a cost  of  living  increase,  then 
ask.  "Are  you  willing  to  give  us  n 

He  said  it  is  too  late  to  go  on 
strike  because  the  teachers  have 
begun  the  school  year  on  an 
extension  of  the  old  contract. 

■’Teachers  are  angry  and 
confused.  The  time  to  strike  was 
before  school  started,  when  it  could 
have  been  effective.  Now.  the 
administration  has  collected  the 
tuition  fees,  and  we  have  no 
contract”  he  said. 

Cottingham.  however,  was 
optimistic.  "The  board  was 
brought  up  with  a different 
president,"  he  explained.  “There 
is  hope." 

Other  teachers,  who  asked  to 
remain  anonymous,  gave  similar 
views. 

"Nobody  is  satisfied  with  the  7.4 
percent."  one  teacher  explained, 
"but  this  is  probably  all  we're 
going  to  be  able  to  get  without  a 
major  work  stoppage.  The  same 
teacher  expressed  optimism  "that 
new  .leadership  (Derek  Nunncy. 
JJC  president  may  change  the 
relationship  between  the  faculty 
and  the  board. 


Citing  the  difficulties  en- 
countered during  the  previous 
administration,  he  explained  that 
"Dr.  Nunncy  lias  (rented  the 
faculty  with  respect.  He  (Nunncy) 
needs  lime  to  cultivate  the  board. 
After  all.  the  board  has  received  a 
negative  image  of  the  faculty  for 
years.  It  will  lake  time." 

This  sentiment  was  echoed  by 
several  teachers.  All  those  inter- 
viewed by  the  Blazer  were 
dissatisfied  with  the  proposed  7.4 
percent  raise. 

"There  is  no  reason  to  move 
backwards,  and  we  do  - every- 
time."  one  teacher  said.  "General 
Motors  just  settled  with  a cost  of 
living  contract  plus  a couple  of 
percent  raise.  We  would  be  happy 
to  discuss  cost  of  living,  but  the 
board  won’t  buy  it.” 

“The  board  is  hopeless.” 
another  teacher  said.  “The  in- 
crease is  not  nearly  enough.  I keep 
losing  ground  financially  " Then, 
referring  to  the  board-leather 
relationship,  the  teacher  conti- 
nued. "Any  encouragement  or 
positive  incentive  would  improve 
the  morale  of  the  teachers." 

"The  function  of  the  administra- 
tion," according  to  this  teacher, 
"is  to  provide  the  best  educational 
environment  possible  - happy 
students,  happy  teachers,  and  all 
the  supplies  that  arc  needed." 


Something  for  every 


Johnson  questioned  the  extra- 
pay  item  budgeted  for  the  sponsor 
of  the  Blazer,  the  student 
newspaper.  He  complained  that  the 
$2,000  budgeted  is  more  than  the 
amount  that  could  be  received  bv  a 
staff  member.  He  reminded  the 
board  that  the  union  Imd  asked  for 
an  increusc  in  staff  money  for  these 
services. 

"I  don’t  begrudge  the  person 
that  amount , but  when  I look  at  my 
people  and  sec  what  they  get.  I 
Itave  to  shake  my  head,"  Johnson 
said. 

Richard  Brandolino.  dean  of 
learning  resources  and  co- 
curricular  activities,  suid  that  no 
one  in-house  would  lake  the  job, 
even  journalism  majors.  He  went 
on  to  explain  that  if  anyone  were  to 
see  the  amount  of  hours  per  Issue 
and  the  total  number  of  Issues 
involved,  the  $2,000  is  not  nearly 
enough. 

Johnson  questioned  the  $170,000 
item  listed  under  conirnciurul 
services,  explaining  tlmi  since  (his 
was  not  budgeted,  he  dncsn'l  know 


what  il  was.  Tim  Helton,  vice 
president  for  administrative 
services,  said  iliut  (lie  money  was 
needed  to  repair  J building  and  the 
bridge.  Helton,  responding  to 
Johnson's  Inquiry  about  wliut  pari 
of  the  budget  that  Hem  euntc  front 
said  that  it  could  Itave  been  placed 
In  a number  of  areas,  but  "we  pul 
Il  In  the  educational  portion.” 

•‘Tltui’s  what  I thought.” 
Johnson  said. 

Joyce  Heap,  student  trustee, 
asked.  "How  can  we  pass  It  (the 
budget)  if  I he  negotiations 
(contract)  arc  not  complete?" 

Dan  Kennedy,  hoard  member, 
said  the  budget  would  bo  amended 
In  December.  The  assessed 
valuations  will  have  been  received 
from  the  county,  and  a more  exact 
computation  could  he  made  at  dial 
time.

nature  lover

JJC's  400  acres  offer  the  nature 
lover  a wide  variety  of  flora  and 
fauna  to  observe  with  the  changing 
seasons.  A chance  sighting  of 
several  deer  silhouetted  against  the 
snow  last  January  led  to  the 
question:  What  other  types  of 
wildlife  (four-legged)  inhabit  the 
campus? 

Dr.  William  Zales  of  the  biologC 
department  readily  provided 
enough  information  to  arouse  my 
curiousity  even  more.  JJC  has 
about  200  acres  in  its  natural  state, 
providing  forage  and  refuge  for 
mammals  such  as  deer,  beaver, 
muskrat,  woodchuck,  gray  and  red 


fox.  two  bat  species,  rabbit, 
possum,  flying  squirrels,  skunk, 
vole.  mole.  Norway  rat  and  the 
unwelcome  feral  dogs  and  cats. 

Questions  about  birds  and  the 
aquatic  life  in  the  lake  and  creek 
sparked  more  interest.  Zalcs 
provided  a checklist  of  more  than 
85  different  birds,  from  coots  and 
yellow -billed  cuckoos  (we  knew 
that)  through  the  cedar  waxwing. 
Unfamiliar  names  tike  ovenbird 
and  Myrtle  warblers,  grebes, 
vircos.  and  Rufus-sided  Tow  her 
brought  the  bird  books  off  the 
shelf.  Sandpipers,  owls,  hawks, 
herons,  pheasant  and  migratory 
ducks  also  show  up  on  the  annual 
Audubon  bird  count  in  which  Zalcs 
participates.  Pardon  the  pun.  but 


this  is  no  lark' 

A self-guiding  nature  trail 
booklet.  "The  Forest  and  Prairie 
Trails"  is  published  and  available 
through  Zalcs  for  anyone  inter- 
ested in  activity  outside  the 
cafeteria  or  bridge  area. 

The  trail  is  mowed,  wood- 
chipped  and  well-marked  from  its 
beginning  near  the  Argricullurc 
Building  to  trail's  end  rounding  the 
take  to  the  bridge.  It's  easy  walking 
for  almost  an  hour  and  jogging  club 
members  clip  it  off  in  15  minutes 

The  varied  covers  of  trees, 
hushes  and  grasses  provide 
changing  scenery  that  will  be  even 
mitre  interesting  as  fall  arrives.  It  «s 
a classroom  in  itself  and  adds  to  the 


aesthetic  and  ecological  importance 
of  the  campus

The  constellations  of 
autumn,  of  the  zodiac,  of  the 
Vikings;  the  sky  of  Jupiter 
and  of  Hercules;  the  Milky 
Way,  Egyptian  sky  stories  and 
crime  in  the  sky. 

These  are  a few  of  the 
lecture/shows  for  the  1979-80 
season  planned  by  Doug 
Graham,  JJC  Planetarium 
director. 

"This  year's  lecture  series 
highlights  five  general  topics.” 
he  said. 

Once  during  each  season, 
the  constellations  currently  vis- 
ible in  the  night  sky  are 
featured  in  the  myth.  These 
are  called  the  seasonal  show- 
ings. 

The  Astronomical  series 
acquaints  viewers  with  the 
basic  concepts  of  ancient 
Greek  astronomy.  The  life 
cycle  of  a star,  such  as  the 
sum,  is  a lecture  created  to 
promote  understanding  of  such 
things  as  pulsars,  neutron 
stars  and  black  holes  in 
space. 

The  Skies  of  Ancient 
Peoples  brings  a picture  of 
the  heavens  as  seen  by  the 
non-Greek  ancient  world. 

Lectures  centered  on  a spe- 
cific topic,  person  or  group 


variety  sessions. 

Constellations  in  General 
deals  with  such  formations  as 
the  zodiac  and  stars  of  the 
southern  skies. 

"Most  people  prefer  to 
attend  in  groups  for  private 
showings,"  said  Graham.  “For 
these.  I specialize.  For  in- 
stance, if  I were  to  have  a 
presentation  for  the  Lions' 
Club,  I would,  of  course, 
feature  Leo  the  lion.' 


Graham  said  that  groups 
range  from  preschool  children 
to  grandparents,  Preschoolers 
benefit  by  learning  what  a 
planetarium  is.  thereby  open- 
ing a new  channel  for  them, 
he  said. 

Stars  and  planets  arc  made 
visible  on  the  planetarium 
ceiling  by  the  Spitz  System 
512  instrument.  or  what 
Graham  calls  "the  starball." 
This  is  operated  by  a control 
panel  which  Graham  programs 
in  advance. 

Preparation  for  shows  in- 
cludes script-writing,  adding 
visuals  such  as  diagrams,  pic- 
tures or  slides  and  fitting 
musical  touches  where  needed. 
All  shows  last  about  an  hour.

$4,000  to  check 
window  fogging 


-The  JJC  Board  of  -Trustees 
voted  Monday  night  to  spend 
S4.000  to  have  the  dew-point 
checked  on  all  windows  on 
the  bridge  and  in  J Building.

This  is 
causing  many  of  the  windows 
to  fog.  Three  panes  were 
studied  by  a laboratory  pro- 
cess. Two  of  these  were  fog- 
ged and  the  other  was  not.

Blood  drive  Sept.  24 


The  Aurora  Area  Blood 
Bank  will  sponsor  a blood 
drive  from  9 a.m.  to  2 p.m. 
Sepl.  24  on  the  bridge. 

The  blood  bank  supplies 
hospitals  in  the  area,  inclu- 
ding St.  Joseph  and  Silver 
Cross  in  Joliet. 

Two  hundred  pints  of  blood 
are  needed  every  day  for 
transfusions.  Blood  needs  arc 
constant. 

A pint  of  blood  is  rendered 
into  several  components:  Red 

blood  cells,  white  blood  cells 
or  platelets  and  plasma. 
These  components  are  used 
for  several  different  patients, 
since  some  only  require  cer- 
tain components.  One  advan- 
tage of  the  blood  bank  is 
that  blood  will  be  provided  to 
relatives  of  donors,  wherever 
they  may  reside  in  the  Uni- 
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meter  of  the  windows  contain 
hollow  tubes  that  house  a 
chemical  drying  agent.  It  was 
discovered  that  the  two  win- 
dows that  had  failed  contained 
a drying  agent  that  was  dif- 
ferent from  the  window  that 
had  not  failed. 

The  checking  procedure  will 
ascertain  which  windows  con- 
tain the  faulty  drying  agent. 

There  arc  561  glass  units 
involved.  95  of  which  are 
damaged. 

A claim  for  repairs  cannot 
be  made  without  the  testing.

JJC  teachers  were  scheduled  to 
vote  Thursday  on  a tentative 
contract  agreed  upon  Aug.  30.  by 
union  officials  and  the  college 
administration. 

"I  know  there  arc  people  taking 
bets  around  here.  I'm  not  a betting 
man."  said  Paul  Johnson,  union 
president.  "I've  made  it  clear  that  1 
would  vote  for  it," 

-The  secret  ballot  requires  a 
two-thirds  yes  vote  to  ratify  the 
contract. 

••We’ve  negotiated  this  far  and  if 
the  membership  docs  not  accept, 
we  must  make  an  attempt  at 
re-negotiation."  said  Johnson. 


"If  that  comes  to  pass.  I hope 
that  the  people  with  whom  we 
negotiate  can  see  it  ns  a practical 
kind  of  thing.  I hope  it  docs  not 
give  rise  to  vindictiveness.” 

Draft  copies  of  the  contract  were 
made  available  to  the  teachers  on 
Sept.  18.  Salary  schedules  were 
presented  on  Sept.  19.  when 
teachers  met  to  discuss  the 
tentative  agreement. 

"There  was  talk  of  assignment  to 
off-campus  sites.”  said  Johnson. 
He  added  that  no  teacher  could  be 
sent  to  an  off-campus  assignment 
without  the  permission  of  the 
teacher.  Any  assignment  conflict 
would  entail  union  involvement. 


Johnson  said  that  the  contract 
docs  not  and  never  has  contained  a 
class-number  clause,  and  that  any 
cancellations  would  be  subject  to 
review  by  the  union. 

"The  union  stays  on  the  spot  to 
implement  and  enforce  the  con- 

Johnson  said  that  there  was 
vrnic  discussion  on  a tenure  item 
"that  seemed  deleted.”  He  added 
that  the  item  had  partially  been 
taken  care  of  as  of  a week  ago. 

"There  was  not  much  response 


on  the  salary  schedule.  The  union 
look  the  responsibility  for  putting 
the  schedule  together  and  they  had 
to  operate  within  the  7.4  percent.” 
said  Johnson.  "We're  dealing  with 
professional  people  who  have  more 
concerns  than  just  money.” 

On.  Sept.  7.  an  oral  presentation 
of  the  tentative  agreement  was 
made  to  the  teachers  by  union 
officials.  Between  then  and  Sept 
19.  some  changes  were  made 
involving  extra-pay  and  extra-class

The  agreement  is  effective  this 
fall,  and  the  programs  are  geared 
for  part-time  and  full-time  stu- 
dents. 

Beginning  students  may  enroll  in 
their  choice  of  available  programs 
immediately.  Students  who  pre- 
viously completed  JJC  programs 
covered  by  the  agreement  and 
interested  in  pursuing  a bachelor’s 
degree  in  a coordinated  program  at 
GSU  arc  advised  to  contact  GSU  for 
information. 


GSU  officials  point  out  that  the 
cooperative  agreement  does  not 
prevent  students  from  being 
admitted  to  GSU  who  meet  the 
regular  admission  policy  of  the 
university. 

Students  may  enroll  at  GSU  if 
they  have  earned  a Associate  in 
Arts  and  Science  degree,  an 
Associate  in  Applied  Science 
degree,  or  have  earned  60  semester 
hours  from  an  accredited  institu- 
tion with  at  least  a "C"  average. 
Students  must  also  satisfy  any 
criteria  for  undergraduate  study  in 
a specialized  area,  such  as  medical 
technology.

Parking  lot  rules  enforced

The  JJC  Safety  Office  has  begun 
a campaign  to  enforce  parking 
regulations,  expecially  in  the 
handicap  parking  areas. 

The  enforcement  began  last 
week  after  the  Blazer  inquired 
about  school  employees  parking  in 
the  spots  reserved  for  the 
handicapped. 

About  12-15  cars  were  ticketed 
from  Thursday,  Sept.  27,  through 
Tuesday,  Oct.  2,  for  handicap 
parking  abuse.  Many  other  tickets 
were  issued  but  then  voided  when 
the  drivers  showed  they  had 
legitimate  reasons  to  use  the 
spaces. 

Safety  Chief  Richard  Jacobson 
parked  his  car  in  the  handicap 
spots  for  about  a week,  but  had  a 
medical  excuse.  Others  seen 
parking  in  the  spots  include  some 
football  players  and  clerical 
workers. 

Jacobson  explained  that  it  has 


been  difficult  enforcing  the  rules  c 
the  lots  without  parking  stickers. 
He  had  told  his  people  to  let  up  on 
ticket  writing  until  the  stickers 
came  in  because  too  many 
handicapped  people  had  been 
issued  tickets. 

Originally,  the  college  had 
planned  not  to  use  any  parking 
stickers  this  year.  Tim  Helton, 
vice  president  of  administrative 
services,  said  that  the  decision  not 
to  have  stickers  was  his.  He  said 
the  reasons  for  his  decision  were 
both  economic  and  that  he  believed 
license  plate  registration  would 

"However,  we  try  to  run  a 
democracy  and  1 was  outvoted  by 
the  safety  office  and  others,”  said 
Helton. 

The  outcome  of  all  this  is  that 
stickers  have  been  delayed  until 
this  week.

Teachers  vote 
no  on  contract 


JJC  teachers  voted  Sept.  27  to 
reject  a contract  agreed  upon  Aug. 
30  by  the  teachers  union  and  the 
college  administration. 

The  proposed  contract  brought  in 
a vote  of  81  against,  33  in  favor. 

"We’re  breaking  new  grounds, 
so  to  speak,"  said  Paul  Johnson, 
union  president.  This  is  the  first 
time  a contract  has  been  rejected  at 
JJC. 

Johnson  said  that  two  years  ago 
negotiations  came  to  a standstill 
and  teachers  voted  to  strike. 

"That's  not  the  case  this  lime." 
he  said.  "Wc’rc  a long  way  off 
from  strike  talk." 

Union  officials  planned  to  meet 
this  week  to  discuss  reopening 
negotiations. 

"The  priorities  at  this  lime  are 


probably  salary  and  the  right  of  the 
administration  to  assign  pcoplt- 
outsidc  regular  school  hours,"  said 

"We  have  to  assess  those 
priorities,  draw  up  acceptable 
resolutions." 

When  the  union  people  meet, 
"(he  present  priorities  may  be 
reversed  or  even  changed,"  he 
said. 

Asked  if  some  of  the  teachers 
were  concerned  with  areas  not 
covered  in  the  contract.

Questions  rouse  ire,  action 


You  understand  that  parking  in  a 
handicap  space  when  one  is  not 
disabled  is  a tacky  thing  to  do. 

Thus  it  is  that  when  the  Blazer 
started  gathering  information  in- 
cluding names,  pictures  and  other 
identifying  features  of  parking 
culprits,  this  office  was  visited  by 
irate  persons  asking,  demanding, 
and  in  other  ways  trying  to  stop  us 
from  reporting  the  news.  All  this 
occurred  before  the  story  was  even 


written  - before  they  knew  whether 
we  intended  to  use  the  specific 
information. 

Talk  about  the  power  of  the 
press.  It  won't  be  long  before  we 
won’t  even  have  to  publish  a paper. 
All  we'll  have  to  do  is  interview  a 
few  people,  then  sit  back  and  watch 
the  fireworks  erupt  all  over 
campus.  Perhaps  Marshall  Mc- 
Luhan  is  correct  - the  printed  word 
is  no  longer  necessary. 


However,  let's  not  ignore  the 
effect  of  this  investigation.  Many 
students  and  staff  members  no 
longer  use  the  handicap  spaces  if 
they  do  not  need  them,  and  several 
others  have  been  ticketed  for 
suspected  violations.  The  safety 
staff,  hampered  by  a lack  of 
decals,  has  reacted  promptly  to 
correct  the  situation  and  promises 
an  even  more  vigorous  approach  to 
the  problem  after  the  decals  have 


been  distributed. 

We  have  little  sympathy  for 
able-bodied  adults  who  exhibit 
their  moral  shortcomings  when 
they  park  in  a space  reserved  for 
those  less  fortunate  than  them- 
selves. 

It's  interesting  to  note  how,  with 
a little  prodding,  people  will  do 
what  they  should  have  been  doing 
all  along. 


Crowds  risk  life  and  limb  to  see  pope 


Even  as  you  read  this,  the 
crowds  arc  gathering  in  Chicago  for 
the  historic  visit  of  Pope  John  Paul 
II. 

For  those  who  keep  the  faith, 
today  is  a joyous  occasion.  For 
those  charged  with  public  safety, 
transportation,  and  the  protection 
of  the  pope,  today  is  a logistic 
disaster. 

Previous  popes  have  always  been 
accused  of  living  in  ivory  towers, 
removed  from  contact  with  the 
common  people. 

In  order  to  counter  this  image, 
the  pope  has,  in  his  short  reign, 
become  known  as  the  “pilgrim 
pope,"  going  directly  to  the  people

Before  we  get  overcome  with 
emotion  and  dash  off  to  join  that 
carbon  monoxide  exhaust-stale 
armpit-onion/mustard/catsup- 
portablc  latrine  nirvana,  let's 
examine  the  situation.

The  bell  tower,  north  of  D Mall, 
will  be  fenced  off  until  opinions  arc 
gathered  as  to  its  safety. 

"We  have  erected  a snow  fence 
around  the  tower  as  a precaution- 
ary measure."  said  Ken  Pierce, 
director  of  buildings  and  grounds. 

The  fence  came  as  a result  of 
discussion  about  the  bell  tower  at 
the  Oct.  8 meeting  of  the  JJC 
Board. 

"The  base  is  unsatisfactory.  It 
should  have  been  built  to  withstand 
100  ntph  winds.  It  appears  there  is 
not  enough  margin  for  safety," 


said  Derek  Nunney,  JJC  president. 

Engineers  have  issued  differing 
opinions  regarding  the  safely  of  the 

"Granted,  there  is  a difference 
of  opinion  concerning  some 
elements  of  the  safety  margin  at 
this  time,  but  the  local  contractors 
who  did  the  work  have  assured  the 
Alumni  Association  of  the  bell 
tower's  safety."  said  Sheila  Sasso. 
Alumni  Association  Director. 

The  tower,  a gift  of  the  Alumni 
Association,  was  completed  this 
fall.  It  houses  the  bronze  bell  that 
hung  in  the  old  Will  County

About  1.700  parking  decals  have 
been  issued  since  they  became 
available,  according  to  Richard 
Jacobson.

Nunney  said  that  the  900-studenl 
increase  in  day  classes  taxes  the 
available  space.  He  urged  car 
pooling  and  the  use  of  mass  transit 
facilities. 

"We  may  well  have  to  expand 
parking  facilities  if  the  present 
trend  continues."  he  said.

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Union  weighs 
contract  talks

JJC  teachers  union  negotiators 
met  Tuesday  to  examine  courses  of 
action  to  take  in  current  contract 
talks. 

Union  officials  have  met  with 
representatives  of  the  administra- 
tion four  times  in  the  past  week  or 

"Ai  this  point,  there  is  a 
possibility  of  movement."  said 
Paul  Johnson,  union  president. 
"The  people  we're  negotiation  with 
haven't  been  permitted  much 
leeway." 

Frank  Alberico,  law  enforcement 
instructor,  explained  the  move- 
ment as  "a  return  to  status-quo."  a 
point  seconded  by  Ted  Thompson, 
an  English  instructor. 

Richard  Brandolino.  official  ad- 
ministration negotiator,  cited  some 
progress.  “We  have  attempted  to 
meet  a good  number  of  the 
language  concerns,"  Brandolino 
said.  "We  have  clarified  a number 
of  items  that  were  of  concern." 

Asked  if  the  situation  might  be 
resolved  in  the  near  future. 
Brandolino  laughed  and  said. 
"We're  always  hoping  to  get  it 
done  at  the  next  meeting. 

"At  this  point  in  time.  I feel  we 
have  a very  full  exchange  at  a high 

"It's  (negotiations)  been  going 
on  since  last  March."  Alberico 
said.  "This  negotiating  team  has 
been  very  patient." 

“Infinitely  patient."  said 
Thompson.  "Up  to  this  time  there 
have  been  no  threats  of  strikel" 

"My  patience,"  Alberico  said, 
"is  getting  a little  thin  at  this  time. 


We  have  no  desire  to  put  this 
district  in  dire  straits.  In  fact,  the 
money  is  there,  without  endanger- 
ing any  part  of  this  institution." 

The  administration,  according  to 
William  Brinkman,  business  in- 
structor, is  talking  a three-year 
contract,  with  a salary  boost  of  7.5. 
7.5,  and  7.4  percent.  "This  is  not 
unreasonable."  Brinkman  said,  "if 
it  was  tied  into  a cost  of  living 
agreement."  These  amounts,  he 
said,  take  no  account  of  the 
increment  provisions,  which  effect- 
ively lower  the  figures  to 
approximately  5.5  percent  each 
year. 

Alberico  noted  the  inflation  rate 
of  about  13  to  14  percent,  and  said 
the  administration  counters  with  a 
pay  offer  of  less  than  half  that.  "I 
don't  know  that  that's  adequate," 

Since  the  tenative  contract  was 
turned  down  by  the  faculty,  the 
administration  has  made  an  offer  of 
I /10th  of  I percent  over  the  7.4  in 
the  tenative  contract.  Thompson 
said.  "That's  a total  amount  of 
S3. 000  to  be  spread  among  150 
facultv  members." 

The  union  proposal.  Thompson 
explained,  includes  a 7.4  percent 
boost  plus  increments  the  first 
year,  and  7.4  percent  plus 
increments  the  second  year,  along 
with  a cost-of-living  adjustment. 

"A  contract  is  usually  planned  to 

them.'?  Brinkman  said.  A contract 
that  would  cause  teachers  to  work 
more  than  the  40  hours  expected  in 
industry,  or  that  would  shift 
teachers  over  a three-county  area, 
brings  up  issues  that  arc  important

Nunney  went  on  to  say  that  he 
hoped  the  Alums  would  work 
together  with  the  college  to 
establish  a college  archive  “vj  that 
more  of  the  history  and  tradition 


can  be  made  available  for  future 
students  and  residents  to  enjoy." 

Bergman  said  that  Sheila  Sasso, 
Alumni  Association  director,  has 
had  to  put  up  with  all  kinds  of 
hassles  with  the  bell  tower.  He  also 
said  Sasso’s  husband  may  be 
transferred  and  hopes  that  would 
be  the  only  reason  she  might  be 
leaving  her  job. 

Nunney  had  said  at  the  Oct.  8 
meeting  of  the  JJC  Board  that  the 
tower's  base  was  constructed 
unsatisfactorily,  that  it  should  have 
been  built  to  withstand  100  mph 
winds.  He  added  that  there 
apparently  was  not  enough  margin 
for  safety. 

Sasso  contends  that  the  Alumni 
Association  had  been  assured  by 
the  local  contractors  that  the  tower

windows 

Faulty  windows  at  JJC  will  cost 
an  estimated  S2  million  to  replace, 
it  was  announced  at  a special  study 
session  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
Oct.  17. 

Most  of  the  windows  needing 
replacement  are  on  the  bridge.  A 
few  of  the  windows  are  in  J 
Building. 

Almost  half  the  window  panes  in 
these  areas  need  to  be  replaced, 
said  Dr.  Tim  Helton,  vice  president 
of  administrative  services.  He  said 
that  265  units  should  be  replaced 
because  they  are  permitting  water 
to  leak  into  the  building. 

The  panes  were  installed  in  late 
1973  and  1974.  Problems  with  the 
windows  began  last  year. 

When  questions  arose  regarding 
the  stability  of  the  other  300  panes. 
Helton  said  the  professionals  who 
made  the  study  believe  there  will 
be  no  further  problems. 

He  also  said  two  walls  in  J 
Building  have  serious  cracks  that 
are  in  need  of  repair  before  the 
onset  of  cold  weather.  The 
problems  are  with  the  east  and 
west  walls  which  were  not  capped 
properly. 

Bids  for  the  wall  repairs  are  to  be 
opened  by  Oct.  29.  Cost  for  the 
work  could  amount  to  SI 70.000. 

Decals  must  be 
on  by  Oct.  29 

As  of  Monday.  Oct.  29.  cars  in 
the  JJC  parking  lots  will  be  ticketed 
if  they  lack  the  proper  decal. 

Decals  are  still  available  in  the 
Safety  Office  in  G.  Building  on  the 
first  floor. 

The  safety  department  is 
continuing  to  issue  tickets  for 
parking  violations. 

Approximately  2.500  decals  have 
been  issued  to  date  plus  about  50 
decals  which  have  been  issued  to 
handicapped  persons.

When  Halloween  comes  around, 
images  of  goblins,  pumpkins  and 
old  crones  come  to  mind.  The  last 
of  these  is  probably  modem  man's 
of  what  a witch  is. 

Witches  can  be  sweet  wives,  like 
the  “Bewitched”  model,  or  sexy 
types,  like  the  "Bell.  Books  and 
Candle"  variety.  Of  all  these,  the 
old  crone  seems  to  be  what  most 
people  prefer  - someone  who  is 
generally  evil,  hates  children  and 
performs  in  mysterious  cere- 
monies. 

Throughout  history,  the  word 
"witch"  itself  was  enough  to 
condemn  a person  to  such  atrocious 
tortures  as  the  rack  or  the  pillory  . 

Witch-hunts  in  the  late  15th  and 
16th  centuries  are  noted  as  the 
cause  of  more  than  a thousand 
deaths.  Of  those  put  to  death, 
about  85  percent  were  women. 
Some  were  children. 

The  reasons  for  the  witch-hunts 
were  varied.  Anyone  who  was 
thought  to  be  a witch  was  tortured 
into  confessing  and  those  asso- 
ciated with  the  reputed  witch  were 
faced  with  excommunication  by  the 
church  and  torture.  This  was 
enough  to  get  most  people  to  turn 
in  their  neighbors  so  that  the  guilt 
was  not  levelled  at  them. 

"An  organized  conspiracy  by 
church  and  state,  the  witch-hunt 
was  actually  of  way  of  keeping  the 
peasantry,  particularly  women,  on 
a low  economic  and  social  plane,  It 
was  a way  to  insure  the  heirarchy  of 
the  male  middle  class  and  later  a 
way  to  keep  women  from  practicing 
medicine.”  This  is  according  to 
"Witches.  Midwives  and  Nurses" 
by  Barbara  Ehrenreich  and  Dcirdre 
English. 

Also  in  that  book,  tales  of  old 
crones  dancing  in  circles  and 
engaging  in  wild  practices  served 
the  purpose  of  strengthening  the 
church.  The  image  of  the  woman 
healer  drindled  to  represent  an  old 
hag  who  harbored  thoughts  of  evcil 
against  her  neighbors.  The  witch. 


or  Wicca.  as  she  was  once  called  • a 
word  meaning  'wise  one'  - was  the 
doctor  to  the  masses.  She 
administed  mild  herbs  and  kind 
words  when  the  doctors  of  the  day 
were  using  leeches  to  bleed  or 
trying  to  turn  lead  into  god. 

Rituals  have  been  passed  down 
to  women  who  consider  themselves 
modern-day  witches.  The  rituals 
arc  generally  not  public  know- 
ledge. According  to  Gerald  B. 
Gardner,  who  belongs  to  one  of  the 
oldest  covens  in  England,  the 
secrecy  is  to  preserve  the  witch's 
power. 

In  their  rituals,  witches  conjure 
up  the  power  of  mind  over  matter 
by  dancing  nude  in  a circle.  Judith 
Arcana,  a Chicago  tarot  reader, 
says  that  any  woman  who  think  for 
herself  and  controls  her  own 
life-power  is  a witch.  Arcana 
believes  that  witches  should  be 
regarded  as  feminists. 

She  thinks  the  persecution  of 
witches  will  continue  until  people 
understand  what  witches  really 
arc.  She  is  not  optimistic  about  the 
future. 

"For  a long  lime,  witches  were 
not  talked  about.  Women  need  to 
come  together  and  get  back  to  their 
roots.  There  is  a long  struggle 
ahead."  she  said.  She  thinks 
witchcraft  was  taken  from  women 
by  men  and  turned  into  devil 
worship. 

Christa  Hciden.  who  calls  herself 
a pagen.  concurs  with  the  fcmmisi 
theme.  She  belongs  to  a pagen 
council  and  practices  sympathetic 
magic.  She  would  not  tell  what 
goes  on  at  an  initiation  of  a witch. 
She  thinks  that  this  is  the  time  to 
end  the  secrecy  about  witchcraft 
and  to  recognize  it  as  a science, 

"There  is  a need  for  a continum 
with  the  outside  world”  She  said. 

Hciden  worships  the  Goddess 
and  thinks  that  people  must  realize 
God  as  well  as  the  Goddess. 
According  to  Hciden.  about  a king 
of  spiritual  androgyny. 

"All  thing*  have  value,  every- 


thing is  sacred.”  she  said. 

Witchcraft  in-te«dJM**tonK  '*■*> 
to  goto  gain  acceptance.  It  Is  one  of 
the  oldest  religions  in  the  world 
today.  With  a re-cmcrgcncc  of  an 
interest  in  the  spiritual  side  of 


man's  world,  maybe  it  will  have  its 
day.  One  thing  is  dear,  the  image 
of  the  old  hag  seems  to  be  false. 

Happy  Halloween  and  beware 
the  goblins,  not  the  witches.

Loyalties  need  common  direction

Jane  Fonda  and  Tom  Hayden 
urged  people  lo  become  more 
involved  in  the  problems  which 
plague  the  nation  at  a rally  Oct.  17 
at  Governors  State  University  in 
Park  Forest  South. 

Fonda  is  a two-time  Academy 
Award  winner.  Her  husband.  Tom 
Hayden,  is  founder  and  former 
leader  of  Students  for  a Democratic 
Society;  he  was  also  one  of  "The 
Chicago  Seven"  tried  after  the 
1968  Democratic  National  Conven- 
tion. Both  Fonda  and  Hayden  were 
sponsored  by  the  1974  Indochina 
Peace  Campaign  to  rally  the  forces 
of  peace  against  the  Nixon 
administration. 

The  couple,  now  leaders  of  the 
Campaign  for  Economic  Demo- 
cracy. are  on  a 33-dav  national  tour 
of  50  cities. 

"We  will  not  forget  that  our  base 
is  California."  Hayden  said,  "but 
we  are  also  aware  that  crises  of 
energy,  inflation  and  corporate 
power  arc  global  ones  and  require 
national  attention."  Hayden  said 
that  his  current  activity  is  being 
done  "in  the  tradition  of  the 
anti-slave  movement,  in  the  spirit 
of  the  labor  movement." 

He  said  we  should  try  to  find  a

common  direction  that  we  can  give 
our  loyalilies  to.  Hayden  called  the 
present  society  "a  society  of 
suburbs  with  uninsulated  houses, 
long  freeways  between  jobs  «and 
homes,  a throw-away  society  with  a 
legacy  of  radio-active  waste  and 
chemical  dumps.  We've  created 
things  we  can't  control,  which  will 
affect  future  generations." 

Hayden  believes  decisions 
should  be  made  by  the  people  who 


will  have  to  live  with  them.  He  gave 
the  example  of  the  Ford  pinto  case 
in  Indiana,  where  three  people 
were  burhed  to  death  because  the 
cars  lack  an  SI!  piece  of  safely 
equipment.  Hayden  said  that  after 
the  Ford  Motor  Co.  conducted  a 
cost  analysis  the  "cost  was  three 
times  the  benefit."  He  said  cost 
benefit  analysis  "prevails  over 
benefit  of  human  life.  The  system 
docs  not  take  the  moral  and  human

Second-place  victory  puts 
golfers  in  national  contest 


By  Nov.  15  ihe  JJC  Board  of 
Trustees  should  have  on  hand  Ihe 
preliminary  feasibility  study  re- 
garding the  DAVTE  Grant.  "Plan- 
ning Model  for  a Hotel/Rcslaurant 
Program  and  Educational  Center  in 
an  Urban  Area." 

Under  study  is  the  acquisition  of 
the  Joliet  Motor  Inn  on  Ottawa 
Street  in  downtown  Joliet. 

Should  it  be  feasible,  according 
to  Walter  Zaida,  vice  president  for 
planning  and  informational  re- 
sources. the  Inn  would  be  used  to 
expand  the  Culinary  Arts  program, 
and  would  replace  the  farmhouse 
now  being  used  by  the  Industrial 
Business  Institute. 

The  Culinary  Arts  program  has 
increased  its  enrollment  over  the 
past  nine  years  from  a few  dozen 
students  to  nearly  300  students, 
according  to  Claude  Kern,  culinary 
Arts  director. 

"We  get  calls  every  day  looking 
for  our  graduates."  said  Kern. 
“We’re  running  out  of  room  here 
at  JJC."  The  new  facility  would  be 
an  addition,  he  said,  rather  than  a 
replacement  of  the  present  class 
areas. 

This  preliminary  study  should 
reveal  whether  the  projected  cost  of 
the  property  and  the  programs  are 
on  target.  Should  the  board  find 
that  the  cost  is  out  of  line,  the 
program  as  proposed  may  be 
ended.  If  the  figures  are  within  the 
expected  range,  plans  will  continue 
as  scheduled. 

Regardless  of  the  outcome  of  the 
JJC  expansion  plan,  the  study  will 
be  continued  to  a conclusion, 
because  the  grant  requires  a report 
by  July  1980.  The  grant,  totalling 
S39.798,  includes  a S5.000  contri- 
bution each  from  the  Industrial 
Business  Institute  and  JJC. 

If  the  proposed  expansion  is 
within  the  financial  "ballpark."  a 


further  report  will  be  made  to  the 
JJC  Board  on  April  15.  This  report 
would  detail  the  projected  clien- 
tele. such  as  persons  employed  in 
the  downtown  area,  business 
people,  and  those  who  live  in  the 

It  is  possible  that  the  new  facility 
would  be  in  operation  at  that  time. 
The  motel  and  restaurant  will  be 
open  to  the  general  public  in 
addition  to  serving  the  needs  of  the 
Business  Institute. 

The  institute,  affiliated  with  the 
college,  runs  seminars  and  indust- 
rial training  conferences  for  local 
businesses.  It  attempts  lo  meet  the 
needs  of  management  in  providing 
a local  facility  for  seminars, 
thereby  eliminating  the  need  to 
send  employees  on  costly  out-of- 
town  trips  for  training. 

This  operation  is  expected  to 
generate  additional  revenue 
and  activity  in  the  downtown  Joliet 
area.  In  addition,  those  who 
participate  in  the  seminars  tend  to 
continue  their  training  by  taking 
regular  industrial  and  management 
courses  at  JJC. 

The  Business  Institute  operates 
under  the  auspices  of  the  JJC 
Foundation,  which,  according  to 
Zaida.  was  started  by  the  college  to 
"enhance  the  progress  and  goals  of 
JJC."  Should  the  proposal  be 
feasible,  the  Foundation  would 
purchase  the  building,  and  space 
will  be  leased  to  JJC  for  classroom 
purposes. 

There  would  be  no  drain.  Zaida 
said,  on  JJC  funds.  "The  IBI  has 
done  a tremendous  job  relating  to 
the  needs  of  industry  and  business 
in  a special  way."  Zaida  said, 
indicating  that  the  proposed 
location  would  generate  an  in- 
creased share  of  seminars  and 
training  sessions  for  mid- 
management  personnel. 


JJC  Golfers  will  represent 
Illinois  in  national  competition  this 
spring.

"Sam”  is  a blend  of  Allen's 
usual  brilliance,  shtick  and  medio- 
crity. The  mediocrity  demands  a 
fine  balance  of  comcdic  timing  and 
skill  to  make  it  appear  belter  than 
mediocre.  Even  Allen  doesn't 
always  succeed. 

Audience  reaction  to  last  Fri- 
day's performance  would  indicate 
that  Neighbors  achieved  a success- 
ful interpretation.

McCabe  said  his  interest  lies  in 
educating  users  and  non-users  in 
skills  to  determine  the  difference 
between  use  and  abuse.  He  said 
that  drug  use  in  a fact,  a condition 
that  is  not  going  to  go  away.  His 
concern  is  that  people  learn  to 
made  intelligent  decisions  about 
their  own  personal  use  of  drugs  and 
how  to  react  to  friends  who  use. 

"The  condition  is  that  people  use 
drugs  as  a form  of  recreation.  Our 
concern  is  abuse  of  the  recrea- 
tion." he  said.

The  National  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities,  through  its  newly- 
expanded  Youthgrants  program, 
will  offer  more  than  100  awards  this 
fall  to  students  and  others  in  their 
teens  and  early  20s  to  pursue 
independent  projects  in  the 
humanities. 

The  deadline  to  submit  applica- 
tions is  Dec.  1.  Application  forms 
should  be  on  file  in  college  offices 
which  deal  with  federal  grants. 


The  federal  grants  offer  up  to 
S2.S00  to  individuals  and  up  to 
SiO.OOO  to  groups.  They  arc 
intended  primarily  for  those 
between  the  ages  of  15  and  25  who 
have  not  completed  academic  or 
professional  training.  While  the 
program  cannot  provide  scholar- 
ship support  or  financial  aid  for 
thesis  work,  undergraduate  work 
which  seems  assured  of  public 
dissemination  can  be  supported.

Enrollment  up 
in  Culinary  Arts 


The  JJC  Culinary  Arts  depart- 
ment has  boomed  with  296  people 
enrolled  in  classes  this  fall.  In  the 
fall  of  1970,  the  department 
counted  26  students. 

"We  have  been  successful  in  our 
recruitment  efforts."  said  Claude 
Kern,  director  of  food  services. 
"However,  a side  effect  at  this  time 
is  a serious  overcrowding  of  our 
area  and  kitchen  lab.  The  result  of 
one  open-house  day  last  spring 
brougnt  1.200  high  school  students 
to  the  department." 

A new  program.  Hotel  Restau- 
rant Management,  is  a sequence 
of  six  courses  of  three  credit  hours 
each.  A second  new  course. 
Marketing  of  Hospitality  Services, 
will  be  offered  in  the  spring.  These 
courses  are  designed  for  the 
professional  and  arc  offered 
presently  only  in  the  evening 
program. 

Applied  Food  Service  Sanitation, 
a course  which  was  developed  by 
the  JJC  department  and  approved 
in  1975,  meets  all  the  state 
requirements  for  food  service 
manager  certification.  It  is  now  a 
required  course  and  several 
hundred  individuals  have  been 


stale  certified  after  taking  it. 

Other  activities  include  the 
department's  involvement  in 
national  culinary  competitions, 
where  JJC  students  have  taken 
place  for  seven  years  in  a row. 

Scholarship  programs,  through 
the  Classical  100  and  S.T.E.P. 
Dinners,,  are  helping  needy  or 
deserving  students  in  food  service 
careers.  This  year,  the  department 
has  given  1 1 scholarships  at  a total 
of  S3. 500. 

The  department  employs  four 
full-time  instructors,  three  part- 
time  instructors  and  one  director- 
department  chairman.  The  in- 
structors have  continued  to  pro- 
gress within  their  profession  and. 
as  a result,  there  arc  three 
Certified  Executive  Chefs  and  one 
Certified  Executive  Pastry  Chef  in 
tile  department. 

Senior  instructors,  Siegfried 
Mieland  and  Siegfreid  Stober.  will 
be  joining  Charles  Wagner  and 
Kern  as  members  of  the  American 
Academy  of  Chefs,  an  honor 
society  of  the  American  Culinary 
Federation.  The  induction  will  take 
place  in  July,  during  the  national 
convention  in  Las  Vegas.

JJC  teachers  voted  Nov.  8 to 
reject  the  contract  which  was 
renegotiated  after  it  was  turned 
down  Sept.  27. 

Of  III  valid  ballots  east.  72  voted 
in  favor  and  39  against.  According 
to  union  bylaws,  a two-thirds 
majority  is  needed  to  ratify  the 
contract.  The  contract  fell  two 
yes-votes  short  of  passing. 

"Because  of  the  very  close  vote, 
we're  going  to  sec  if  its  possible  to 
secure  approval  of  dnothcr  vote  in 
the  very  near  future."  said  Paul 


"We're  not  looking  for  renego- 
tiations. but  it  could  happen.  A 
reconsideration  could  lead  to 
another  vote."  he  said. 

As  to  the  reasons  for  the  latest 
rejection.  Johnson  could  only 
speculate.  'll  could  be  the 
money.”  he  said,  and  added  that 
he  suspected  "some  people 
thought  it  might  be  good  to  have  a 
negative  protest." 

Johnson  said  he  had  heard 
second-hand  that  one  teacher  had 
been  satisfied  with  the  money,  but 
voted  no  on  general  principles. 


agreed  upon  by  the  teachers  union 
and  the  college  administration  on 
Aug.  30.  was  reassessed  alter  the 
Sept.  27  rejection  to  include 
priority  changes  such  as  salary  and 
the  right  of  the  administration  to 
assign  people  outside  regular 
school  hours.

Louch  said  that  cutting  off  oil 
purchases  from  Iran  would  not  help 
the  hostages,  but  would  hurt  the 
American  people  even  more. 

"We  already  have  an  energy 
crisis  as  it  is,"  she  said.  Louch 
thought  the  Shah  should  be  tried 
by  his  own  people.  She  stated  that 
the  Iranian  students  had  a right  to 
ask  for  him  back. 

“This  is  something  people  will 
remember,  no  matter  what 
happens"  said  another  student 
who  did  not  wish  to  be  identified. 

She  thought  the  military  should 
nol  intervene  at  this  point  or  the 
hostages  might  be  endangered. 
She  stated  that  the  government 
should  devise  another  means  of 
energy  so  that  we  are  not  put  in  this 
situation  again.  She  also  thought 
that  this  form  of  political  backmail 
will  continue. 

One  student  said  the  Shah  was

not  worth  American  lives  and 
should  be  sent  back.  She  said 
President  Carter  was  right  to 
refuse  foreign  oil.  because  it  could 
be  used  to  threaten  us. 

"They'd  better  decide  some- 
thing before  a war  starts"  she 
offered. 

An  accounting  student  felt  that 
the  Iranian  students  had  a right  to. 
their  opinion,  but  that  if  they 
caused  trouble.  American  should 
deport  them.  She  felt  the  Shah 
should  be  punished  in  his  own 
country. 

“We  should  not  give  in"  was  the 
message  by  a liberal  arts  major. 
She  felt  the  U.S.  was  in  a difficult 
position,  but  that  we  should  do 
something. 

“I  think  what  they're  doing  is 
ignorant.  The  three  proposals  they 
arc  asking  for  are  too  much.  It's  not

Hotel  referendum  asked 


A JJC  economics  instructor 
asked  for  a referendum  to  oversee 
the  possible  purchase  of  the 
bankrupt  Sheraton-Joliet  Motor  Inn' 
by  the  JJC  Foundation.  He  made 
the  request  at  the  November 
meeting  of  the  JJC  Board  of 
Trustees. 

I m just  aking  for  an  advisory 
referendum."  said  William  Brink- 
man,  summing  up  what  he  called 
his  "preliminary  report  on  the 
non-feasibility  of  the  bankrup 
Sheraton  project." 

Asked  if  the  issue  would  be 
subject  to  public  debate  or 
referendum  prior  to  any  action  on 


the  part  of  the  board.  Walter  Zaida. 
vice  president  for  planning  and 
informational  services,  said,  "It 
will  have  to  be  brought  to  the  board 
for  a decision." 

the  board  met  with  the 
Foundation  on  Nov.  14  to  discuss 
the  feasibility  reports  with  a 
representative  of  a St.  Paul.  Minn, 
consulting  firm.  The  special  public 
meeting  was  called  earlier  the 
same  day.  Brinkman  said  he  did 
not  receive  notice  of  the  meeting 
until  .1  p.m.  and  was.  therefore, 
unable  to  attend.  Information  was 
offered  to  those  who  did  not  attend. 

"The  meeting  met  all  legal 


notice  rcquircnicnts.”  according  to 
Zaida.  explaining  the  suddenness 
of  the  meeting.  "We  only  have 
progress  reports  on  parts  of  the 
study  going  on.” 

Detailing  the  two  major  areas 
where  "we  had  outside  people 
doing  some  work."  Zaida  said  one 
was  a study  of  what  it  would  take  to 
bring  the  building  up  to  code,  as 
well  as  to  revise  and  divide  or 
remodel  the  building  to  make  it 
suitable  for  JJC  purposes.  The 
proposed  cost  of  these  items, 
ineluding  major  repairs  of  the  roof, 
amount  to  about  S792.000. 

‘Thut’s  a substantial  amount  of 


money  that  needs  to  be  looked  at 
again,"  Zuida  said.  The  firm  that  is 
doing  the  Testability  study  Is 
"working  on  operational  costs,  the 
income  that  might  he  generated." 

The  use  of  the  hotel,  which  is 
now  operating  at  JO  percent 
occupancy  under  a receivership, 
will  he  directed  in  three  areas.  The 
culinary  arts  expansion,  will  serve 
the  Industrial  Business  Institute, 
operating  under  the  JJC  Fountla- 
lion.  This  second  group,  the  IBI,  is 
expected  to  generate  substantial 
income  from  the  business  seminars 
to  be  held  at  the  hotel. 
ABE/GED/ESL  classes  will  also  be 


held  ui  the  site  if  the  project 
becomes  a reality. 

"We’ve  already  been  hailing 
them  out  (the  Shcratorn)  to  some 
extent,  time  after  time,"  llrinkmun 
said.  "I  notice  this  year  that  all 
we’ve  done  Is  run  down  to  the 
Sheraton." 

"Is  it  really  the  responsibility  of 
the  JJC  taxpayers  to  revitalize 
downtown  Joliet."  Brinkman 
asked.  "Where  was  our  concern 
when  we  deserted  the  high  school 
that  created  us.  We  couldn't  move 
out  fast  enough.  Where  was  our 
concern  for  the  downtown  then. 

"Most  of  those  who  made  that 
decision  are  gone,  and  we  have  a 
new  president  froifl  Michigan  and  a 
consultant  from  St.  Paul.  Thev'rc 
advising  Illinois  taxpayers  to  buy  a 
bankrupt  hotel  and  move  hack 
downtown.  In  the  future,  they  too 
will  begone,  and  the  taxpayers  will 
he  holding  the  bag." 

iin  in.  Zaida  told 

"wanted  us  to  look  into  the 
possibility  that  jobs  rcully  do  exist 
for  handicapped  disadvantaged 
people  within  tlie  holcl/rcstauranl/ 
hospitality  business,  and  the  extent 
to  which  we  could.

Explaining  that  JJC  is  not 
planning  multiple  composes.

There's  ulways 
the  pressure  to  cut  taxes  - no  one 
wants  to  cut  spending  where  arc 
you  going  to  cut  It?

"The  time  has  come.  I think, 
when  taxpayers,  and  those  of  us 
who  believed  in  the  free  enTerprisc 
system,  and  still  believe  in  the  free 
enterprise  system,  to  stand  up  and 
say  to  Bob  Kiep,  the  leader  of  our 
board,  to  turn  this  place  around, 
and  draw  a line  someplace,  to  stop 
the  spending." 

"You  ask  me  to  slop  spending 
and  take  a leadership  role  on  this 
board.”  Kiep  replied.  “Well, 
maybe  the  first  place  to  stop 
spending,  then,  would  be  in  your 
salary  . We  could  stop  there;  that 
could  be  number  one.  Maybe  we 
should  come  back  from  what  we’ve 
negotiated  here,  and  come  down  to 
some  other  reasonable  figure. 
Maybe  that  would  be  the  first  place 
to  start,  then,  right.  Bill?  That's  all 
right?" 

Brinkman  also  questioned  the 
statement  by  the  administration 
that  there  would  be  no  drain  on  JJC 
funds  and  no  increase  in  state  or 
local  taxes. 

. "It's  one  thing  to  say  that  we 
want  to  start  a program  and  it's 
going  to  cost  us  some  money." 
Brinkman  said.  "It's  quite  another 
thing  to  say  we're  g-  ng  to  start  a 
program  that's  goin.;  to  be  free. 
This  program  has  already  cost  the 
taxpayers  S 50. 000.  not  counting  the 
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time  uur  administrators  have  spent 
on  it.  charging  that  to  education  at 
the  junior  college." 

Pointing  out  the  talk  on  campus 
about  the  conflict  of  interest, 
Brinkman  told  the  board  that 
"what  we've  done  is  not  found  an 
available  building,  but  what  we've 
done  is  found  an  available  building 
w here  some  of  the  members  of  our 
family  may  own  stock  in  the  banks 
that  have  loaned  money  to  that 
building." 

"I'm  concerned  with  educa- 
tion." Zaida  said,  addressing 
himself  to  Brinkman's  remarks. 
"They  (the  board)  have  to 
determine  whether  or  not  they 
think  a conflict  of  interest  is  there, 
whether  they  need  to  pass  their 

Responding  to  the  question  as  to 
whether  the  public  would  not  know 
until  after  the  purchase  of  the 
building  by  the  foundation.  Zaida 
said  that  it  was  not  possible,  since 
there  are  “so  many  papers  to  be 
filled  out.  so  much  work  to  do.  so 
much  red  tape."  before  any  action 
can  be  taken.

M&R  Rush  was  one  of  the  highlights 
of  Chicagofest  '79 
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Journalist  outlines  Africa’s  future 


"The  African  nations  must  learn 
to  sink  their  differences,  develop  a 
more  mature,  less  egocentric 
attitude  toward  one  another. 

"Africa  is  a sick  continent 
engaged  in  curing  its  problems." 

Peter  Essoka,  African  journalist 
and  commentator,  outlined  the 
future  of  his  homeland  as  part  of  a 
lecture  given  at  JJC  on  Nov,  7. 

Essoka  has  worked  in  communi- 
cations media  as  a sports 
commentator,  news  reporter  and 
radio  correspondent  for  the  BBC 
African  Service  and  Radio  France 
International.  He  remarked  that  he 
could  not  "boast  that  his  ideas  arc 
enough"  for  the  brood  topic  slated 
for  him,  which  was  'Africa, 
Yesterday,  Today  and  Tomorrow.' 

"I'm  no  politician,  economist, 
geographer  or  historian.  I'm  only 
an  ordinary  man  who's  doing  duty 
to  his  country,"  lie  said. 

Essoka  maintains  that  the  trend 


of  things  in  Africa  today  makes  it 
vulnerable  for  a repetition  of  past 
history.  He  said  that  African 

constitutions  are  carbon-copies  of 
the  British  and  French  and  that 
they  have  failed,  by  and  large, 
because  the  majority  of  Africans 
are  illiterate.  Demarcations 
between  French  and  British 

territories  still  exist. 

“There  is  still  reason  for  coup 
d'etat  in  Africa,”  he  said. 

.The  Africa  of  today  is  an 

agricultural  continent.  Primitive 
farming  methods  arc  still  being 
used  by  the  bulk  of  illiterates. 

"Some  day  we  will  develop. 

Economically,  no  continent  is  as 
fertile  as  Africa,"  he  said, 
referring  to  the  continent's  vast 
stores  of  copper,  oil,  gold  and 
diamonds. 

Essoka  said  that  African  prob- 
lems arc  "many  and  complex.  In 
the  Cameroon  (where  lie  lives),  80 


percent  of  the  gross  national 
product  is  based  on  agriculture.  It 
is  the  same  in  many  other  (African 
nations)."  He  referred  to  the 
"Green  Revolution"  in  his  country. 

Africans  had  a "sense  of  living  in 
peace  and  brotherhood"  before  the 
continent,  was  divided.  "The 
colonial  system  was  a method  of 
divide  and  rule.”  lie  said. 

Originally.  Africa  had  one 
principal  weapon:  The  deadly 
mosquito,  Natives  were  immune  to 
the  biles  of  the  insect, 'but 
foreigners  were  not.  After  an 
antidote  to  the  bite  was  discovered, 
Africa  was  "open  to  imperialism, 
colonialism  and  slavery. " 

Essoka  said  that  Africans  put  up 
a fight  against  colonialism  witli 
crude  weapons,  but  lost  to  the 
superiority  of  European  techno- 
logy. Although  the  mosquito  was 
defeated,  it  "played  its  part  well." 

Essoka  sees  Africa  as  a 


"balancing  force  between  East  and 
West,  the  ‘Dark  Continent'  has 
been  renamed  'The  Emerging 
Continent.'  The  question  is: 
Emerging  from  what?"  he  asked, 

"The  idea  that  Africa  was  an 
uncivilized  nation  still  lingers 
today."  Said  Essoka.  he  added  that 
people  still  believe  Africans  live  in 
huts,  have  no  reads  and  that  the 
jungle  is  everywhere. 

"People  still  ask  if  I have  a lion 
for  a pel.  if  we  live  in  treetops  and 
if  I began  wearing  clothes  when  I 
reached  this  country  (the  U.S.). 

"Textbooks  are  misinforming. 
Africa  is  not  the  jungle,  lions  or  the 
Dark  Continent."  lie  said,  and 
added  that  Africa  has  been 
independent  for  20  years.  Problems 
of  social  insecurities,  oppression, 
hunger  and  soaring  inflation 
abound.  Africa  is  seeking  to  assert 
itself.

Mich,  for  four  dual 
meets  on  Nov.  17.  They  beat 
Schoolcraft.

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Teachers  contract  approved

After  eight  months  of  negotiat- 
ing ar.d  renegotiating,  the  JJC 
teachers  voted  Nov.  29  to  ratify  a 
contract  that  had  been  rejected 

"I’m  glad  we  finally  managed  to 
get  a favorable  ratification.''  said 
Paul  Johnson,  teacher  union 
president.  "We’ve  finally  come  up 
with  a good  contract.” 

The  JJC  Board  of  Trustees  met 
Dec.  3 at  a special  meeting  to  vote 
their  official  acceptance  of  the 
agreement. 


"My  observation  is  that  this 
contract  will  be  built  on  for  future 
agreements.  There  arc  gains  for 
both  the  faculty  and  the  admini- 
stration." said  Richard  Brandolino. 
dean  of  learning  resources.  He 
served  as  representative  for  the 
administration  during  negotiations. 
"There  is  no  animosity.  The 
teachers  union  is  a very  profession- 
al group."  he  said. 

The  three-year  contract,  which 
was  rejected  Nov.  8,  passed  by  a 
vote  of  87-3b.  five  votes  more  than 
the  two-thirds  needed  for  ratifica-

Review 


The  original  contract,  which  was 
agreed  upon  by  the  teachers  union 
and  the  college  administration  on 
Aug.  30.  was  reassessed  after  it 
was  rejected  the  first  time  on  Sept. 
27.  Priority  changes,  such  ns  salary 
and  teacher  assignments,  were 
renegotiated  at  that  time. 

Salary  increase  on  the  approved 
contract  is  set  at  7.9  percent  for  the 
first  two  years.  Extra-pay  and 
extra-class  assignments  are  set  at 
7.4  percent  for  the  two-year  period. 
There  will  be  a rcopencr  of  the 
contract  the  third  year  for  all 
monetary  items. 

Other  gains  for  teachers, 
according  to  Johnson,  include:  JJC 
tuition  waivers  for  faculty  members 
and  their  families:  unpaid  paternity 
leave;  unused  personal  leave  days 
may  be  udded  to  sick  days  within 


limits;  and  life  insurance  increase 
from  $20,000  to  $30,000. 

The  union  will  now  have  a part  to 
play  in  the  calendar  (or  work  year). 
A phrase  in  the  contract  which 
previously  made  CFTA  and  Inmate 
Training  teachers  ineligible  for 
tenure  has  been  deleted.  Teachers 
who  serve  as  coordinators  of 
advisory  committees  will  be 
recognized  and  provisions  for  their 
being  paid  or  released  from 
classroom  responsibilities  will  be 
arranged.  Loud  limits  in  written 
English  and  the  nursing  praclicum 
were  established. 

"There  was  a removal  of  wliut  I 

dismissal."  said  Johnson.  "lucent- 
pctcucy  as  a teacher  and 
negligence  are  now  the  only 
reasons  to  dismiss.  'Immorality' 
and  'adequate  cause'  have  been 


deleted." 

It  is  now  possible  to  appeal 
disciplinary  action  or  dismissal  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  through 
grievance  procedure.  Teachers  arc 
now  included  in  a hoard-covered 
prescription  plan.  Seniority  Is  un 
added  pfalcclion-fuclor  in  the 
event  of  work  force  reduction,  and 
protections  for  newly-hired  faculty 
members  regarding  such  credits  as 
education,  have  been  safeguarded. 

Teachers  will  lie  protected  bv  the 
new  conlruct  from  arbitrary 
evening  and  Saturday  assign 
mails.  Til®  eight -hour  stipulation 
for  part-time  instructors  remains. 

Derek  Nuniicy.  JJC  president, 
added  words  of  appreciation  to 
hoard  members  for  their  time  in  the 
long  proceedings.  "We  owe  them  u 
real  vote  of  thanks  (or  their 
cooperation."  he  said. 


JC  Players’  new  show  a success

"Shadow  Box."  the  JC  Players' 
second  production  of  the  season, 
played  ro  an  audience  of  two 
last  Sunday  evening. 

It  was  a dress-rehearsal  that  I 
attended  with  a fellow  staff 
member  by  invitation  of  the 
director.  Roben  A.  Mallary. 

1 thought,  for  a while,  that  the 
empty  seats  all  around  me  would 
have  an  adverse  effect  on  my 
reactions  to  the  play.  There  was 
something  eerie  and  cold  about  the 
absence  of  an  audience. 

The  lights  went  down;  went  up: 
went  down  again.  Some  kinks  in 
the  opening  needed  ironing  out-1 
was  patient.  After  all.  this  was  not 
opening  night:  couldn't  expect  a 
polished  production  yet. 

After  the  initial  lighting  problem 
was  solved.  I eased  into  the  action 
with  little  difficulty. 


The  words  of  the  interviewer, 
play  ed  by  Dary  l Shields,  came  from 
out  of  some  dark  recess  of  the 
theater.  I thought  it  w^s  a 
recording  made  by  a professional 
voice.  I was  reminded  of  the  rich, 
resonant  voices  of  radio  an- 
nouncers. 

I confess  confusion  regarding  the 
interviewer's  role.  !•  wasn't  sure  if 
he  were  supposed  to  be  a psychiat- 
ric counselor  of  if  he  w ere  supposed 
to  be  God.  After  the  play  was  in 
progress.  I didn't  think  it  really 
mattered. 

"Shadow  Box"  is  a Pulitzer 
prize-winning  drama  written  by- 
Michael  Cristofer.  It  takes  place  in 
three  cottages  on  the  grounds  of  an 
exclusive  hospital  in  California 
where  three  terminally-ill  patients 
arrive  to  live  out  the  rest  of  their 
lives.  The  production  features  a 
triple  plot. 


In  the  first  cottage.  Joe.  played 
by  Roy  Jamason.  and  Maggie, 
played  by  Linda  Bekielewski.  face 
the  problem  of  telling  their  young 
son.  Steve,  played  by  Mike 
McEvoy.  of  Joe's  impending  death. 

In  the  second  cottage.  Brian, 
played  by  Bill  Fannin,  and  Mark, 
played  by  Curt  Hunt,  arc 
homosexual  lover  whose  lives  arc 
interrupted  by  the  appearance  of 
Beverly.  Brian's  ex-wife.  played  by 
Cathlecn  Albert. 

In  the  third  cottage.  Felicity, 
played  by  Charissa  Kuchta.  and 
her  daughter  Agnes,  played  by- 
Terry  McEvoy.  strive  to  solve  the 
dilemma  involved  with  Felicity's 
terminal  illness. 

If  all  of  this  sounds  rather 
confusing,  it  is  probably  because 
the  play  is  complex  in  nature.  But 
that  complexity  docs  not  hamper 
the  production,  which  is  presented 


dearly  and  smoothly. 

My  immediate  reaction  to  the 
play  was  that  the  writing  is  v> 
superior  that  anyone  could  have 
carried  out  the  acting  with 
credibility.  That,  of  course,  is  both 
untrue  and  unfair.  I think  that 
probably  the  acting  was  so 
well-done  that,  in  my  first 
assessment.  I overlooked  the  skills 
involved.  I guess  you  could  say  that 
the  acting  was  a success  if  the 
performers  were  able  to  convince 
their  audience  that  they  were  not 
actors,  but  the  characters  them- 
selves. 

Jamason  and  Bekielewski  arc 
talented  performers.  They  related 
well  in  their  scenes  together. 
Bekielewski.  although  seemingly 
tense  in  some  sports,  carried  her 
role  well  enough  to  cover  those 
spots. 

While  Fannin.  Hunt  and  Albert 
each  had  their  shining  moments.  I 


couldn't  help  tccling  their  acting 
was  strained  and  they  were 
ill-at-cavc  in  their  roles. 

Kuchta  and  (Terry)  McEvoy 
were  masterful.  Even  without  full 
makeup,  they  were  powerfully 
convincing. 

And  let's  not  forget  the  lighting 
and  effects:  Without  them,  the 
production  may  have  suffered  a 
lack  of  delicacy  and  smooth 

Bravo!  1 recommend  "Shadow 
Box"  highly.  The  writing  is

It  was  pleasant  to  read  that  some 
JJC  students  feel  cheated  when 
their  instructors  are  absent  more 
than  "once  in  three  semesters."

They  never  arrange 
conferences  with  teachers  and 
often  don't  show  up  when  the 
instructor  arranges  one.  Their 
excuse  is  that  they  are  bored. 
"Boring"  is  their/key  word.  To 
them,  the  good  teacher  is  easy  and 
entertaining.  That  thcachcr  re- 
quires little  homework,  explains 
everything  simply,  ignores  their 
ignorance,  laziness,  rudeness, 
non-productivity,  and  gives  them  a 
B or  better. 

In  importance,  education  follows 
the  job.  the  car,  clothes,  friends, 
family,  partying,  soap  operas, 
hygiene,  sleep. ..Knowledge  and 
skill  aren’t  necessarily  involved  in 
education  for  these  scholars.  Your 
education  is  something  you  get 
somehow  by  paying  tuition,  they 

Consequently,  on  occasion,  a JJC 
teacher's  spirit  may  falter.  He  may 
even  miss  several  classes.  He  may 
resign.  Usually  though,  he  revives 
and  goes  back  to  work. 

Unfortunately,  his  work  isn't 
selling  happiness,  health,  security, 
wealth,  ego  enhancement,  love  or 
power  in  neatly  packaged  units  like 
bottles  of  beer.  Ultimately,  what  he 
sells  can  lead  to  any  and  all  of  these 
rewards,  but  only  mature  people  or 
masochists  can  enjoy  the  time 
delays  and  sacrifices  and  pain 
necessary  to  achieve  such 'nirvana 
goodies. 

Both  teachers  and  students,  by 
definition,  need  a commitment  t< 
learning.  Attendance  is  ont 
measure  of  the  intensity  of  tha 
desire.  However,  there  are  othei 
yardsticks.  Many  high  quality 
students  and  teachers  have  neve 
received  the  gold  star  for  perfec 
attendance.

Not  many  people  I know  ean 
afford  to  pay  $.10  every  six  weeks 
for  a new  pair  of  shoes  or  S5  for  a 
T-shirt  or  even  S2  for  socks  that  fall 
apart.  But  what  alternative  docs 
the  consumer  have  against  fradtt- 
lenl  business  people? 

My  own  system  of  consumer 
action  has  been  developed  by  trial 
and  error  over  file  past  16  years. 
I'm  the  chief  purchasing  agent  for 
my  family  of  seven.  I buy,  not  only 
the  groceries,  but  the  clothing, 
household  furnishings,  gasoline 
and  educational  and  recreational 


Like  a lot  of  other  Americans. 
I've  noticed  a sharp  decline  in  the 
quality  of  merchandise  und  service 
while  costs  are  skyrocketing. 

In  the  case  of  the  running  shoes 
that  lasted  just  six  weeks.  I've 
written  a letter  lo  the  national 
headquarters  president  of  Athletic 
Attic,  witli  a copy  to  the  local 
manager,  wjjerc  1 made  the 
purchase.  I also  plan  to  send  the 
shoes  and  another  letter  lo  the  shoe 
Nike  shoe  manufacturer. 


movie  at  Jefferson  Square  Cinema. 
There  was  no  heat  that  frigid 
evening  in  the  theater.  Right 
around  that  same  time,  I took  my 
children  to  see  a Disney  show  at  the 
same  place.  The  reel  broke  before 
the  film's  conclusion.  I addressed  a 

Me  in  turn  sent  my  complaint  to  the 
company  office  in  New  England.  I 
received  an  apology  from  the 


president  of  the  company  along 

One  Christmas,  a Barbie  Town- 
house  fell  apart  even  as  it  sat  under 
the  Christmas  tree.  Wieboldt's 
refunded  the  money,  but  I wrote  lo 
the  Mallei  Toy  Company  anyway.  I 
wanted  them  to  know  (hat  their  box 
was  sturdier  than  the  townhouse: 
ln  their  return  letter  Mattel  said 
they  planned  to  redesign  the  toy. 

I'll  never  forget  a meal  we  had  at 
a restaurant  in  Bolingbrook.  The 
salad  was  willed.  The  waitress 
never  brought  the  soup  und  other 
accompaniments  to  the  dinner.  Not 
only  did  we  omit  the  tip.  but  I wrote 
lo  the  manager.  He  never 
answered.  I could  have  pursued  my 
complaint  further.  Instead  I shall 
never  go  there  again.  And  I tell  my 
friends  to  avoid  that  restaurant. 

Fatly  steak,  spoiled  ice  cream, 
motels  with  pools  that  arc  closed  to 
guests  in  favor  of  private  parties, 
peeling  wall  panelling,  spoiled 
chicken  from  the  market:  The  list 
seems  unending. 

Though  it  is  a nuisance  to  have  to 
take  action,  it  is  the  only  way  to 
receive  compensation.  Here  arc  a 
few  suggestions  on  how  to  be  an 
effective  consumer: 

1.  On  the  back  of  all  receipts 
write  a description  of  the  item  in 
case  it  self-destructs  in  a month  or 
two.  File  the  receipt. 

2.  When  returning  merchan- 
dise, don't  be  afraid  to  ask  for  the 
manager,  if  the  elerk  can't  help 
you.  Being  rude  is  not  suggested, 
but  it  is  important  to  state  firmly 
what  the  problem  is  and  what  sort 
of  adjustment  you  expect.  Be 
prepared  to  hear  a barrage  of 
reasons  why  the  store  can't  help 
you.  Say  something  like  this:  "I 
understand  your  problem,  but  I 
want  my  money  back."  Do  a 
broken  record  routine  if  you  must. 


3.  If  the  foregoing  routine  fails, 
write  a letter  to  "Mr.  Big."  You 
may  need  to  do  a little 
research-phoning  to  find  out  the 
name  of  the  company  president. 
It’ll  be  worth  it.  The  personal 
touch  is  highly  effective.  You 
might  want  to  send  a copy  of  the 
"Mr.  Big”  letter  to  the  local 
manager.  Retain  a copy  for  your 
file  in  the  event  of  a follow  up. 
Keep  your  letter  brief  and 
business-like.  Avoid  name-calling 
nod  angry  words.  Don't  forget  to 
include  your  return  address. 

What  if  you've  tried  these 
suggestions  and  you  still  get  no 
response? 

You  may  file  a consumer 
complaint  with  the  Consumer 
Fraud  Protection  Division  of 
Attorney  General  William  J.  Scott. 
The  branch  office  is  at  71  North 
Ottawa  St..  Joliet  60434.  The 
department  will  mail  you  a form  if 
you  phone  727-3019.  They  also 
have  a separate  form  for  automo- 
bile problems.

Linden  was  up  to  two  miles  and 
made  five  miles  by  Nov.  21.  She 
has  been  increasing  ever  since.  In 

1976  Linden  ran  252  miles,  and  in 

1977  she  increased  to  1.474  miles. 
In  1978,  Linden  ran  1.625.  and  so 
far  this  year  she  has  reached  1 .60.1; 
she  hopes  to  make  the  2.000  mile 
mark. 

The  first  race  Linden  competed 
in  was  12.4  miles  on  the  weekend  of 
July  4 in  1977.  At  the  time  of  this 
race.  Linden  hud  never  run  over  5 
miles.

Other  races  that  she  has  com- 
peted in  arc  the  Sugar  River  Trail 
Marathon,  the  American  Medical 
Joggers  Association  Ultramarathon 
on  Oct.  1.1.  and  the  Half-Marathon 
sponsored  by  Avon,  in  Chicago,  on 
Nov.  18. 

Linden  says.  "I  now  dream  of 
doing  a 24  race,  a 100  mile,  and 
then  even  a 48-hour  race." 

Her  record  is  evidence  that  one 
does  not  have  to  be  young  to  run.

Goals  changing 
in  adult  education

"The  definition  of  literacy  lias 
changed  from  knowing  how  to  read 
and  write,  to  the  ability  to  function 
after  learning  certain  skills,"  said 
Margaret  "Meg"  l.inton  at  the  JJC 
Board  of  Trustees  meeting  Nos.  19. 

Linton,  who  is  supervisor  of  the 
Adult  Basic  liduent ion  General 
Education  Development  English 
asa  Second  Language  (ABE  GED 
ESL)  Program,  presented  an 
outline  of  the  program's  progress, 

"All  kinds  of  people  enroll  in  the 
programs.  Those  who  are  goal- 
oriented  function  well.  Some  adults 
enroll  feeling  they  will  better 
themselves:  sonic  urc  easily 
discouraged;  others  drop  in  and  out 
and  arc  frequent  repeaters,"  she 
said. 

Linton  added  (hut  many  students 
are  "closet  illiterates"  who 
function  by  compensation  and 
know  the  stigma  attached  to 
beginning  the  program. 

"•A  total  of  50  classes  located  in 
22  sites  arc  presently  being 
offered."  site  suid. 

A breakdown  of  the  programs 
pointed  out  .14  ABE/GED  classes 
and  16  ESL  classes,  which  involve 
39  part-time  Instructors. 

The  programs  ure  expanding 
rapidly  and  two  new  sites  arc 
planned  for  January  1980:  One 
ABE/GED  class  at  the  Mousing 
Authority  in  the  Springhluff- 
Fuirmont  area  in  Joliet  and  one 
ESL  class  at  St.  Andrew's  Parish  hi 
Kumcovillc. 

Or  the  2.787  students  served,  73 
percent  arc  ugc  34  or  under,  37 
percent  are  mule,  63  percent  are 
female. 


Five  ABE  GED  'classes  and  sis 
LSI  classes  have  been  added 
since  January  1979. 

Ethnic  data  included  m Linton's 
presentation  reported  that  48 
percent  white.  22  percent  black.  27 
percent  Hispanic  and  3 percent 
others  are  availing  themselves  of 
the  programs 

The  programs  cooperate  with  a 
number  of  linkages  designed  to 
reach  arcus  of  the  college  district 
where  needs  are  greatest  Some  of 
these  linkages  Include  the  Cater- 
pillar Tractor  Co.,  serving 
employees;  the  Will  county  jail;  the 
C ommunity  Action  Agency  Youth 
Department  of  Labor;  and  SHR 
Jobs  for  Progress, 

Linton  said  that  at  the  Will 
county  Jail,  the  program  Is 
afforded  a "a  captive  audience."
